have been materially abridged, as wanting 
that novelty and variety which pervade the 
fubfequent parts of his volume^ and indeed 
the fources of information open to the pub^ 
lie, as to every city or town on the Euro- 
pean continent, have of late been fo very- 
much increafed by different tourifts, as ta 
fuperfede in a great degree the ne'cefSty foe 
it in the prefent inftance. 

Some of the Captain's moral refledlions^ 
too (having a peculiar application to the 
youfig gentleman to whom his letters were 

addrefled), 
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addreffed), though judicious and ufeful as 
didadic precepts to a youth, have been either 
wholly omitted in this little volume, or merely 
epitomifcd, as lefs interefting to the general 
reader. . 

Paflages alfo of a local nature, and others 
referring to family circumftances, were con- 
fidered as unneceffar)'' to the prefent purpofe, 
and pafTed over accordingly. 

On the whole, it is prefumed, tliat the re- 
Ipeftable author, whofe fortitude under un- 
exampled fufferings does no lefs honour to 
him as a man, thanhis integrity under circum- 
ftances of ftrong temptation does to his loy- 
alty and patriotifm, will not be difpleafed 
with this attempt to render the account of 
his very Angular adventures acceffible to the 
iefs wealthy clafs of readers.

xxFTER fome introduftory Letters on the im« 
portance of education, and on the numerous xlifad- 
vantages under which young men are placed by an 
ignorance of geography and a deficiency in other 
branches of polite literature ^extremely proper as ad- 
drefied by a father to his fon, the reader finds, that 
a variety of unpropitious circumftances gave rife to 
B CaptaiA 
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Captain Campbell's journey to the Eaft Indies, 
while domeflic calamity marked his departure, and, 
at the very witfet, gave him a forefcafte of thofe mi- 
feries which fate had referved to let fall upon him 
in the fequel. 

The channels from which he drew the means of 
fupporting his family in that ftyle which their rank 
and connexions obliged them to maintain, were 
clogged by a coincidence of events as unlucky as un- ' 
expefted : the war in India had interrupted the 
regular remittance of his property from thence : 
a fevere fhock which unbounded generofity and be- 
neficence had given to the affairs of his father, ren- 
der^ him incapable of maintaining his ufual punc- 
*Hality in the payment of the income he had af- 
figned him; and, t6 crown the whole,*he had been 
deprived, by: death, of two lovely children. 

It was under the preflare of fuch accumulated 
misfortunes, and agitated by the goading thought of 
leaving his family for fuch a length of time as mud 
neceffarily elapfe before he could again fee them, 
that he fet out for India in the month of May, in 
the year 178U 

His journey .down, to Margate, where he was 
',0 take fhipping, was^ as Shakfpeare emphatically 
fays, " a phantafm, or a hideous dream — and his 

" little 
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i* Jittle ftate of man fufFercd, as it were, the na* 
•* ture of an infurreftion ;"'— 'the chaos within him 
forbade even the approach of difcriminate reflec- 
tion ; and he found himfelf on board the packet^ 
bound to Oftend, without having a fingle trace left 
upon his mind, of the intermediate ftages and in- 
cidents that happened after he bad leit London* 

He was, however, fortunate enough to find in 
the packet a fellow paffenger, whofe interefting 
converfation and agreeable manners beguiled him 
infenfiblyof the gloomy contemplation in which he 
was abforbed, and afforded his tortured mind a 
temporary fufpenfion of pain; This gentleman 
was General Lockhart; he was going to Brufleis* 
to pay his. court to the Emperor Jofeph the Second, 
who was then fliortly expeftedin the Low Countries 
in order to go through the ceremonies of his inau- 
guration. As Bruffels lay in Capt. CampbelKs 
route, ,he was flattered, with the hopes of having 
for a companion a gentleman at once fo pleafing 
in his manners and refpeftable in his chara£ler, 
and was greatly comforted when he found theGeneral 
as much difpofed as himfelf to an agreement to travel 
the whole of the way thither together. Thus, 
though very far from a ftate of eafe, he was, when 
- landing at Oftend, at leaft lefs miferable than at his 
coming on board the packet. 

B» The 
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The country between Oftend and Bruges Capt* 
Campbell defcribes as very level, and of courfe 
deftitute of thofe' charms to a mind of tafte, which 
abound in countries toffed by the hand of Nature 
into hill, dale, mountain, and valley : the whole 
face of it, howev^, is, or at leaft then was, in fo 
high a ftate of cultivation, and fo deeply enriched 
by the hands of art and induftry, aided by the na- 
tural fertility of the foil, that its . appearance, 
though far from ftriking or delightful, was by no 
means unpleafant; and on approaching the town 
of Bruges, they paffed between two rows of trees, 
beautiful, fhady, and of lofty fize — forming, with 
the furrounding objefts, a fcene, which, if not ro- 
jnantic, was at lead piflurefque. 

£ntering Bruges, they were flopped by a cen- 
tinel, who, with all the faucy fwaggering air of 
authority of a flave in oflSce, demanded to know, 
•whether they had any contraband goods? whether' 
they were in any military capacity ? whence they 
came ? and whither they were going ? with a variety 
of other interrogatories, to his mind equally imperti- 
nent and deteftable, but which feemed to make no 
greater impreflion on the good Flemings themfelves, 
than demanding the toll at a turnpike-gate would 
make on an Englifti waggoner. 

As our traveller was* going to the barque, at 
Bruges, to take his departure for Ghent', the next 

• town 
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town in his route, be was furprifed to fee a number 
of officious, bufy, poor fellows, crowding round 
his efFefts, and feizing thcm-trfome his trunk, 
fome his portmanteau^ &c- two or three to each: 
but hisaftoniihmentpartly fubfide^'^'henhe was told 
that they were porters, who plied on the canal, 
and about the city, for fubfiftcnce, and only came 
to have the honour of carrying his baggage down to 
the vefTel. Noting their eagernefs, he could not 
help fmiling. *' There are thofe,'* fays he,/* and 
I have heard of fuch, who would bluftcr at 
them: but my mirth at the buftling importance 
which the poor fellows affefted, foon funk in% 
ferioiis concern; I faid within- myfelf, ala^, 
how hard is your lot! and my imagination was 
in an inftant back again in London, where a 
porter often makes you pay for a job, not in 
money onfy, but in patience alfo, and where 
the furlinefs of indeprendence fcowls 'upon his 
brow as he does your work. Every one of thefe 
men demanded a remuneration for his labour: 
one man, it is true, could haVe eafily done the 
work of five — but. I refolved not to fend them 
away difcojitented, and paid them to their full 
fatisfaftion/* 

Being feated in his barque, he fet T)iFfor Ghent* 

a city lying at a diftance of twenty. four miles from 

Bruges. The company, he obferves, is in thofe 

B 3 xeflela 
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vcflels not always of the firft rank; it is generally 
of a mixed, motley kind : but to a man who carries 
along with him, through his travels, a love for his 
fellow-creatures, and adefire to fee men, and their 
culloms and manners, it is both pleafant and eligible 
—at leaft he thought it fo, and enjoyed it. * 

Although the face of that part of the country 
through which they were now paffing, like that of 
the preceding ftagefrom Oilend to Bruges, wanted 
diverfity, it had its charms, and would have been 
particularly delightful to the eye of an Englifli 
farmer; for it was covered with the thickeft ver«* 
dure on each fide of ,the canal, and the banks deco* 
rated all along by rows of ftately trees, while the 
£elds in the back ground were cultivated to the 
highefl degree of perfeftion. 

Ghent is the capital 6f Flanders, and is to be 
' reckon^ed among the largeft cities of Europe, as 
h covers a fpace of ground of not lefs than feven 
miles in circumference; but there is not above one 
half of that occupied with buildings, the greater 
part being thrown into fields, gardens, orchards, 
and pleafure-grounds. Situated on four navigable 
rivers, and interfefted into no fewer than twenty- 
. fix iflands by a number of canals, which afford an 
cafy, cheap, and expeditious carriage for weighty 
merchandifei it m^f be confidered, in point of 

local 
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locai advantages for, commerce, fuperior to moft 
cities in Europe; while thofe iflands are again 
united by about a hundred bridge$, fome greil and 
fome fmall, which contribute much to the beauty 
of the city. 

From Ghent to Bruffels (the next gieatftage in 
their way) there was no conveyance by water i 
they were therefore obliged to go in a voiture, and 
ftopt at Aloft, asan intermediate ftage; indeed, mai 
thifetnatically intermediate it is — fof it lies at equal 
diftance from GheAt and Bruffcls», bciflg cxaftly 
fifteen miles from eiich* 

This is a fmall, but exceedingly neat town^ 
fitnatedon the* river Dender; and being a remark- 
ably great thoroughfare, accommodations of everjf 
l^ind ai;e tolerably good in i«« 

The territory of this city is of pretty large ex- 
tent, and is called a county, having, in ancient 
times, had counts of its own ; and the whole of it 
is extremely fruitful in pafture, corn, hops, flax^ 
and moft other produ£lions of thofe climes. 

They made but a very fliort ftay at Aloft, and 
proceeded on to Bruffels, at which place they ar- 
' rived the fame day they left Ghejit.. 

B 4 ** In 
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" In all parts of the Netherlands through which 
I travened/* fays Captain Campbell-, ** I could 
not help admiring the uniform decorations of the 
roads, rivers, and canals, with rows of lofty 
trees, which form a moft agreeable Ihade from 
the fummer*s burning fun, and yet da not obftruft 
ally great extent of profpeft, the country is fo 
extremely flat. One thing I remarked, and 
which certainly feems at firft view extraordinary, 
that in the great extent of country through which 
we had hitherto paffed, from Oftend to Bruf- 
fels, being fixty-eight miles, I fcarcely faw one 
nobleman or gentleman's feat — nothing above the 
houfe of a hufba^idman, a curate, or fome perfon 
of fmall fortune: yet the country is extremely 
rich; aud I faw many fpots, as I went along, 
charming beyond defcription, and fuch as would 
tempt, I (hould think, a man of tafte and opu« 
lence to fettle in them. This muft appear un- 
accountable to thofe who do not recollefl, that 
in a country fubje6l like this to 'the ravaging in- 
curfions of contending armies, fortified towns are 
confidered as the moft pleafing, becaufe the moi^ 
fecure retreats of opulence. / 

" As I approached the city of Bruffels, I was 
ftruck with a mixed fenfation of furprife and de* 
light at the appearance it made — none that I 
had ever feen being comparable to it, and not 

one 
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t»ne in Europe, by the account of travellers, 
being in that refpe£l fuperior to it, Naples and 
Genoa only excepted : like them, however, when 
entered, it falls far (hort of the expe6faition raifed 
by its external appearance, being all compofed oC 
hills and hollows, which not only fatigue, but 
render the appearance of the ftreets, though well 
built^ extremely mean*'* 

Brussels ftands on the beautiful river Senne. 
on the brow of a hill. This city is about feven 
miles in circumference, has feven gates, with ex- 
tendve fuburbs, and is encompafTed with adouble 
wall made of brick, and ditches'; but its fize is 
too great for ftrength, as a face of defence of fuch 
extent could not poffibly hold out a long fiege — a 
great and infuperablc defe£l in fuch a couiUry as is 
here defcribed. 

•Great as is the extent of ground on which this 
city (lands, it is neverthelefs very well built, and 
extremely poputous. It is ornamented with no 
fewer than feven fquares, all of them remarkably 
fine, particularly the great fq.uare or market-place^ 
which is perhaps the fineft in Europe. Around it 
are the halh of the different trades, the fronts of 
which are adorned, in a fuperb manner, with em« 
blematical fculpture, with gilding, and a variety of 
Latin infcriptions. One quarter of this, fquare is 
B 5 entirely 
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entirely occupied by the noble houfes, a noble pile 
of bttilding, in which there were apartments where 
the States of Brabant met, finely adorned with ta- 
peftry in gilt frames, and fome admirable original 
paintings. At the time Capt. Campbell was there, 
<he whole city was in motion, preparing for the in- 
auguration of the Em'peror, who was then impati- 
ently expefted, and whofe approach made fuch a 
buftle, and promifed fuch a fpeftacle, as made him 
regret the neceffity he lay under of proceeding on 
Iiis journey. 

As the time of his departure from Bruflels ap- 
proached, he found the bitter fenfations with which 
he left LQndon, in fome meafure returning. — 
His fortunate encounter with General Lockhart had 
afforded hinj a temporary refpite ; but now he was 
once more to face an unknown eounlry alone, with- 
out the chance of again meeting a friend to folace . 
his mind, or mitigate his woe, on this fide of 
India. 

Having fe'en as much of Bruflels as his time 
and occafions would allow, he determined to pufb 
forvfard as faft as it was poflible, and took poft for 
Liege, w'liere he arrived, after paffing through a 
beautiful, fertile, well-cultivated country, to the 
charms of which the renewed agony of hi& feelings 
-gendered bim almoft infenfiblc. 

. The 
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The imperial city of Aix-Ia-ChapcHc, by the 
Germans called Achen, lies at thic diftance of twen- 
ty .fix miles, nearly £aft, of Liege. As it was a 
moderate ftage, the weather fine, and the face of 
the country around beautiful, he ft)und his journey 
extremely pleafant, and entered that famous city in 
as good a difpofition to be plcafed with it, as cir- 
cumftances and refleftions fo^ melancholy as his 
(which, ia fpite of every effort, would intrude thcox^ 
lelves) might be fuppofed to allow., 

Perh A..PS no city in Germany has a fairer cTainij 
to antiquity than Aix-la-Chapelle;. for it was fa- 
mous, even ip the time of the ancient Romans, for 
its waters, and was by them called Aquifgranum^ or 
TJrhs Aqutnjis, It was defolated by the Huns, who. 
deflroyed and trampled under foot every veftige of 
refinement wherever they carried their connuefts;. 
and it lay in ruins till it was rebuilt by Charle- 
magne, who made it the feat of his Empire on this 
fide of the Alps. By him it was ordained, that thi 
Kings of the Romans fhould be crowned there ; an'4 
it has been famous, fince that time, for Councils- 
and Treaties, particularly that celfebfated one be^ 
tween France and Spain in 1663, and another* 
between France and Great Britain in 1748. 

But what, above all things, renders Aix-la-Cha— 
pelle worthy of notice, is the falubrity ofiiswa- 
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ters, which bring from England, and all other Eu- 
ropean Nations, a vail concourfeof veletudinarians, 
who contribute at once to the gaiety and opulence 
of the city and adjacent country. Some of thefe 
waters are ufcd for drinking, and others for bathing/ 
refembling very much, in their quality, the virtues 
of thofe of Bath in Somerfetlhire ; but fome of 
them are ftill hotter and llronger : they are unplea^ 
fant to the tafte till ufe reconciles the palate to theni^ 
and moft of them have a very offenlive fraell; but 
they are often powerful in effefl, giving relief in a 
variety of maladies, and are rendered ftill more pa-, 
latable by the commodious neatnefs of the baths, 
the excellence of the accommodations, and the great 
plenty of provifions, which ^re at once good and 
Yeafohable in this city. 

BiDDiNGadieutoihefaipjuscityof Aix-la-Cha-' 
pelle, which, very untraveller-like, Capt. Camp« 
be! pafled without drinking of its waters, he puihed 
on, and foon arrived at the city of Juliers, the 
capital of a dutchy of that*, name, fixteen miles 
•from Ai:^. The country itfelf is wonderfully fruit- 
ful, teeming with abundance of all forts of cora, 
wood, pafture» woad, coal, and cattle; above all^ 
a moft excellent breed of horfes, of which great 
Aumbcrs are exported. 
\ - • >». 

Quitting 
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Quitting Juliers, and travelling over a very 
even road, and a country extremely flat (for from 
Aix-la-Chapelle he met with but one hill,) he ar- 
rived at Cologne, the capital, not only of the Arch- 
bifliopric of that name, but of the circle of the Lower 
Rhine. His fpirits, which were not in the very bcft 
tpne, Capt. Campbell defcribes as not at all raifed 
on entering the city, by the ringing of church-bells^ 
of all tones and fizes, in every quarter. Be^ng a 
ftranger, he thought it had been a rejoicing day; 
but, on inquiry, f6und that it was the conftant prac- 
tice. I^Ievcr, in his life, had he heard fuch an in- 
fernal clatter: never before had he feen any thing fo 
gloomy and melancholy ; the ftrects black, difraal 
bells tolling,, bald-pated friars, in myriads, trailing 
their long black forms through the ftreets, molding 
their faces into every (bape that art had enabled them 
to affume, in order to excite commiferatioh, and 
begging alms with a melancholy fong calculated for 
the purpofe, fomething like that of our blind beg- 
gars in London, and produftive of the fame difa- 
greeable efFeft upon the fpirits. In (hort, he was 
not ah hour in Cologne,, when thefe circumftances,'^ 
confpiring with the infuperable melancholy oi his 
mind, made him wifli himfelf out of it. 

From Cologne he proceeded to the town of 
Bonne, which is faidto take its name from the plea- 
fantncfs of its Ctuation, Here the Eleftor refides, 

and 
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and has a very fine palace. The country around is 
extremely fruitful and pleafant, and is bleffed with 
moft of the good things which render the rich mag- 
nificent and happy, and remind the poor of theif 
inferiority and* wretchednefs ; particularly wine^ 
which is here remarkably excellent. 

To go from Bonne to Frankfort, there are two 
ways, one over the mountains of Wetterania, the 
other up the river Rhine. Our traveller made no 
hefitation to adopt the latter, and was rewarded for 
his choice with the view- of as fine a country, inha- 
bited by as fine a race of people, as he had ever feen. 
Valleys filled with herds, plains enamelled with corn- 
fields, and hills covered with vineyards, regaled the 
eye, and conveyed to .the mind all the felicitating 
ideas of plenty, natural opulence, and true profpe- 
jity. His anxiety, however, to get forward, and 
to difengage himfelf from a fpecies of folitude in a 
country where;, though travelling is cheap, accom- 
modations of mod kinds in the public-houfes are 
bad, induced him to pu(b on, without taking the 
time neceffary for making, accurate obfervations on 
the country as he paffed; fo that, gliding as it were 
" imperceptibly through a number of tpwns', of which 
he recollefts nothing diflinftly but the names of 
Coblentz and Mentz, he arrived at the great, free, 
and Imperial city of Frankfort on the Maine, 

The 
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The country about Frankfort is delightful, rich, 
and fruitful, and watered by the beautiful river 
-Maine, which divides the city into two parts; that 
on the north being called Frankfort, and that on the 
fouth, Saxenhaufen, from the Saxons, who are fup- 
pofed to have been the founders of it. The city it- 
felf is large, populous, and rich, and dillinf»ul(hed 
for being the place where the Emperor and King of 
the Romans is elefted, though, by the appointment 
of Charlemagne, Cologne has a fuperior claim ta 
that honour. The magiftrates, and* great part of 
the inhabitants, are Lutherans or Calvinifts; not- 
withftanding which, moft of the churches are in the 
hands of the Roman Catholics ; a laudable inftance 
of the true tolerant fpirit of a wife and virtuous in- 
ftitution, and a he3t?y refleftion upon, as well as 
noble example to, the popifli powers of Europe. 

A SINGULAR cuftom prevails here, which » 
thought worth mentioning : Taverns are denoted by 
pine-irees planted before the doors of them; and the 
different prices of the wines in their cellars arc 
marked in cyphers on the door-pofls. 

From Frankfort to Augfburgh, our traveller paf- 
fed through a number of towns, all of them very 
inconfiderable. The way lies from the Palatinate 
through the circle of Suabia. In the extreme end 
of the Palatinate, and immediately before entering 
the duchy of Wirtembcrg, the country is covered 

with 
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with fir-trees; and money he defcribes as fo fcarce 
in it, that a loaf of wheaten bread, weighing eight 
pounds, cofts but two-pence. 

The city of Augfl>urgh is the capital of a bifhop- 
ric of that name, in the circle of Suabia, and is 
worthy of the attention of the clafTical traveller for 
its antiquity. About twelve years before the birth 
of Chrift, Auguflus Caefar fubdued all this country, 
and, on the place where Augfturgh now Hands, 
formed a colony, gave the town the name of Au- 
gufia Vindeliconim, and put it under the govern- 
•^ jnent of Drufus,'the brother of Tiberius, afterwards 
Emperor of Rome. The inhabitants of this place 
were the Vindelic, a branch of the II lyrians. But, 
ancient though it be, it has little more of antiquity 
to entitle it to notice than the bare name ; for it has 
been pillaged fo often, particularly by thatmonfter 
Attila, that there are fcarcely any remains of its an- 
N tiquity to be found. 

AuGSBURGH is now, however, a handfoitie city ; 
the public buildings in general magnificent, and 
adorned with fountains, water engines of a curious 
conftru6Uon, and ftatues. On the whole, it is a 
mofl agreeable place to live in. " Touched,'* fays 
Cap. Campbell, " with the fenfations natural to a 
. man w"ho loves to fee his fellow-creatures happy (for 
happy here, indeed, tiie inhabitants fcemedj my . 
heart expanded to a fyftem of peace and harmony, 

conv» 
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comprehending the whole globe : my mind expa- 
tiated involuntarily on the l?leffings and advantages 
derived from fuch a fyftem ; and, taking flight from 
the bounds of praSicability, to which our feeble na- 
ture is pinned on this earth, into the regions of fan-* 
cy, had reared a fabric of Utopian mold-, which, I 
verily believe, exceeded in extravagance the works 
of all the Utopian archite£ls that ever conftcuSLed 
caftles in the air. 

" Hurried on by this delightful vifion, my 
perfon paid an involuntary obedience to my mind; 
and the quicknefs of my pace increafing with the 
impetuofity of niy thoughts, I found myfeU» before 
I was aware of it, within the Chapel-door of the 
Convent of the Carmelites. Obferving my error, I 
fuddenly turned about, in order to depart, when a 
friar, a goodly perfoh of a man, elderly, and of a 
benign arpe6l, called me, and, advancing toward 
me, a(ked, in terms ofpolitenefs,and in the French 
language, why I was retreating fo abruptly: I Was 
confufed ; but truth is an enemy before whom con* 
fufion ever flies ; and I told him the whole of my 
miftake, and the thoughts from which it arofe. 

** The good father, waving further difcourfe on 
the fubjeft, but with a fmile which I thought carried 
a mixture of benevolence for myfelf, and contempt 
for my ideas, brought me through the church, and 

fliewed 
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fliewed me all the rarities of the place, particu- 
larly pointing out to me, as a great curiofity, a fun- 
dial made in the form of a Madona^ the head en- 
riched with. rays and ftars, and in the hand a fcepi 
tre, which marked the hours, 

*• Quitting the Chapel, and going toward the 
Rcfeftory, the friar flood, and, looking at me with 
a fmile ©f gaiety, faid, " I have yet fomething to 
fiiew you, which, while Lady Madona marks the 
timei will help us to pafs it; and, as it will make 
its vf^y with more force and fubtlety to your fenfes, 
than thofe I have yet {hewn you, will be likely ta 
be longer retained in remembrance/* 

•* He fpoke a few words in German, which of 
courfe I did not underftand, to a vifion bearing the. 
fliape of a human creature, who» I underftood, was 
a lay-brother; and, turning down a long alley, 
brought me to his cell, where we were foon follow- 
ed by the aforefaid lay-brother, with a large earthen 
jtjgof liquor, two glaffes, and a plate with fome de- 
licately white bifcuit* . 

** You muft know," faid the friar, " that the

X-rfEAVING Augfburgh," continues Captam 
Camftbell, ** I travelled through Bavaria a long .way 
before I reached the Tyrol country, of the na* 
tural beauty of which I had heard much, and 
which I therefore entered with great expe£la* 
tion« of that fublime gratification the beauties of 
Nature never fail to afford me. I was not difap* 
pointed; indeed/ my warmeft expeflations were 
exceeded." 

The firfl thing that ftrikcs a traveller from Bava« 

ria, on entering it, is the fort of Cherink. built 

between twp inacceffible rocks, which feparate 

C Tyrol 
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Tyrol from the bifliopric of Freifingen. So amply 
has Nature provided for the fecurity of this country 
againft the incurfion of an enemy, that there is not 
a pafs which leads to it that is not through fome 
narrow defile between mountains almoft inaccef- 
fible; and on the rocks and brows of thofe pafles, 
the Emperor has conftrufted forts and citadels, fo 
advantageoufly placed, that they command all the 
valleys and avenues beneath. 

After a variety of windings and turnings 
through mountains of ftupendous height and awful 
afpefly he began to defcend, and entered the 
moft delightful valley he had ever beheld — deep, 
long, and above a mile in breadth — furrounded with 
enormous piles of mminjains, and diverfified with 
the alternate beauties of nature and cultivation, fo 
as to form an union rarely to be met with, and de- 
light at once the eye of the farmer, and the fancy 
. of him who has a true tafle for rural wildnefs. 
From the heights in defcending,the whole appeared 
in all its glory; the beautiful river Inn gliding 
through It longitudinally, its banks^ftudded with 
the moft romantic little village^, while a number of 
inferior ftreams were feen winding in different 
courfes» and haftening to pour their tribute into its 
bofom. 

"Here/*

here vanity, ambition, luft of fame and power, 
and all the tinfelled, gaudy, frippery^ to which 
habit and worldly cuitom enflave the mind, retired 
to make way for fentiments of harmony, purity, 
(impHcity, and truth : here Providence feemed to 
fpeak in language moft perfuafive, ** Come, filly 
man, leave the wild tumult, the endlefs ftrugglct 
the glittering follies, the falfe and fpurious pleafurei 
which artifice creates, to feduce you from the 
true — dwelt here — and in the lap of nature ftudy 
me." Here, oh ! here, exclaimed I, in a tranfport 
which bereft me, for the time, of every other 
confideration, here will I dwell for ever. The 
charm was too finely fpun, to withfland the hard 
tugs of fafl; and all its precious delufions vanifhed 
before a hofl of gloomy truths — deranged affairs- 
family far off, with the diilance daily increafing— 
the hazards and the hardfhip^ of a long untried 
journey-7-and the Eaft Indies, with all its horrors, 
in the rear. I hung my head in forrow; and, of- 
fering up a prayer to proteS ray family, flrengthea 
myfelf, and bring us once more together in fome 
fpot heavenly as that I paffed through, was pro-^ 
ceeding on in a ftate of dejeftion proportionate to 
C fl my 
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niy previous tranfports, when I was roufed by liny 
poftillion, who, pointing to a very high, fteep 
rock, defired me to take notice of it. I did fo ; 
tut feeing nothing very remarkable in its appear* 
ance, aiked him what he meant by direfting my at- 
tention to it.

ing up the milk' in the udders of the goats — and, 
fometimes, interfering between young men and their 
fweethearts, and flopping their marriage. Ten 
thoufand curfes light upon them! I (hould myfelf 
have been married two years ago, and had two 
children to-day, but for their fchemes. In fliort, 

Sir, 
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Sir, if it were not for the others — the good ones — 
who are always employed fand the bleffed Virgin 
knows they have enough on their hands; in prevent- 
ing the mifchiefs of thofe devils, the whole place 
would be deftroyed, and the country left without a 
living thing, man or goat!" 

Here I could not, for the life of me, retain 
my gravity any longer, but burft into an immode- 
rate fit of laughter, which fo difconccrted and of- 
fended him, that he fullenly refufed to pieced with 
the ftory any farther, but continued marking his 
forehead (his hat off) with a thoufand croffes, ut- 
tering pious ejaculations, looking at me with a 
mixture of terror, diftruft, and admiration, and 
every now and then glancing his eye aikance to- 
wards the hills, as if fearful of a defcent from th# 
evil fpirits. 

My curiofity was awakened by the very ex- 
traordinary commencement of his narrative; and I 
determined, if poffible, to hear it out: fo affuring 
him that I meant nothing either of flight or wicked- 
. nefs by my laughter — that I had too ferious ideas of 
fuch things to treat them with levity — and, what was 
more convincing logic with hirp, promifing to 
reward him for it — ^he proceeded with his ftory as 
follows:

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" Well, Sir, you fay you are not fporting 
with thofe fpirits — and fortunate it is for you: at 
all events.

ing enough to him) — however, he followed, {hoot- 
ing at and miiTingit, the animal ilanding every 
BOW and then till he came up within ihot of it : thug 
he continued till near night, when the goat difap« 
peared of a fudden, and he found himfelf buried, 41 
it were, in the bowels of a mountain : he endea- 
voured ^0 iiud his way out, but in vain; every fiep 
he took l^d him more afiray, and he was for two 
d^ys wandering about, Chriilfave us! in the fright#- 
ful hollows of thofe mountains, living all the time 
on wild berries: on the fecond night he bethought 

himfelf 
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•himfelf of his want of faith, and of the faying of 
old Father Jerome; and he fell on his knees, and 
wept and prayed all night ; and the Virgin heard 
his prayers, he being a good man, and, above al), 
an £mperor**-'(God blefs you and me I wt fliould 
have periftied.) — In the morning a beautiful young 
man, dreffedin a peafam's habit, came up to him, 
gave him vi£luals and wine, and defired him to 
follow him, which he did, you may be fure, joy* 
fully — but, oh! bleffed Virgin! think what his 
furprife muil h/9kve been, when, geuing again into 
the plain of the mountain, the young man difap- 
peared and vanifhed all of a fudden, juft at the foot 
of that fteep rock which I (hewed you, and wbich 
ever finqe goes by the name of^the Emperor's rock— 
You fee what a dangerous place it is, and what 
dangerous fpirits they mud be that would not fpare 
even the holy Roman Emperor. In my mind, the 
bed way is to fay nothing againft thofe things^ as 
fomc faithlefs people do, and to worQiip the Virgin 
and keep a good confcience, and then one will have 
the lefs to fear."

By the time the man had ended his narrative, 

they were in fight of Infpruck, when his paflenger 
a^inoyed ^nd terrified him afreOi, by laughing im« 
moderately at tb^ end of his ftory — but atoned in 
fome meafure for it» by giving him half a florin* 



Oh 
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On inquiring at Infpruck, he found that Maxi- 
milian had aflually loft his way in the mountain^ 
and had been condufted out of it by a peafant, who 
left him fuddenly ; the reft was an exaggerated tra- 
ditionary tale, arifing from the fuperflitious fears of 
the country people. 

Inspruck, though a fmall city, is handfome 
and agreeable, ftanding in a very beautiful valley, 
furrounded with mountains ; which, while their 
lower parts are well cultivated, are capped on the 
tops with perennial fnows. The caftlc, formerly 
the refidence of the Auftr'^n princes, is ftately and 
magnificent, adorned within with fine paintings, 
and decorated without by natural and artificial 
fountains, ftatues, pleafant gardens, groves, walks^ 
and covered galleries, leading to five different 
churches. 

. Leaving Infpruck, where nothing occurred 
to require mention, he proceeded on his journey, 
and foon entered the mountains, which are there of 
a terrible height. He was the beft part of a day 
afcending them: as he got near the top, he was 
Ihewn, by his" driver, the fpot where Ferdinand, 
King of Hungary, and the Emperor,* Charles the 
Fifth, met, when he returned from Africa, in the 
year 1520. It is marked with an infcription to that 
effeft, and has grown into a little village, which 

from 
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from that circiim (lance bears the name of the Sa- 
lutation. 

Although this mountain, called Bremembcrg 
for Burning-hillj is covered with fnow for nine 
months in the year, it is inhabited to the very top, 
and produces corn and hay in abundance: at the 
higheft part there is a poft-houfe, a tavern, and a 
chapel, where the traveller is accommodated with 
frefti horfcs, provifions, and if he cHoofcs, a 
mouthful of prayers. " I availed myfelf," faysthe 
Captain, " of the two firft ; but the latter being 
not altogether in my way, I declined it,*for which 
1 could perceive that I was, "by every mouth and 
eye in the place, configned to perdition as a 
heirctic." 

Just at this fpot there is a fpring of water whicli 
falls, upon a rock, and divides into two currents, 
^ ^which at a very fmall di fiance, aflume the appear- 
ance, and, in faft, the magnitude too, of very 
large rivers. The mountain is at fome times diffi- 
cult to pafs, at others abfolutely imprafticable. He 
was fortunate, however, in this refpeft ; for he got. 
over it without any very extraordinary delay, and 
on his way was regaled with the moft delicious ve- 
nifon that he ever tailed in his life ; it was faid to be 
the fiefli of a kind of goat.

Although it is but thirty-five miles from 
Infpruck to Brifen, it was la c when he reached 
the latter; and as it contained nothing worth either 
the trouble or delay attending the fearchof it, he fet 
out the next morning, and, travelli^ig with high 
mountains on one fide, and a river all along upon 
the other, arrived at a town called Bolfano, in the 
bifliopric of Trent. The country all along was 
thickly inhabited, and the mountains perfe6lly cul- 
tivated and manured even to their higheft tops. On 
entering the valley of Bolfano, the air became ob- 
vioufly fweet, delightful, and temperate; the vine- 
yards, the trees and flirubs, olives, mulberries, 
willows and rofes, &c. all marking the mofi luxu- 
riant vegetation. 

BoLSANO is a fmall, yet extremely neat and 
f leafant town — but nothing about it pleafed him fo 
much as their vineyards, which are planted in 
terraces along the fides of the hills, and are formed 
into the molt beautiful arbours, one row above ano- 
.theit 

From Bolfano to Trent is fifty-one miles, a 
good day's journey: almoft the whole of it lies 
through the valley of Bolfano, a moft fruitful and 
pleafant — indeed, delightful road, which made 
the day's journey appear much fhorter than It really 
was. 

Thb 
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The bifliopric of Trent is about fixiy miles 
long, and forty broad — fertile, abundant in wine, 
oil, fruit, and pafture — and pleafant, the beautiful 
river Adige meandering through the whole of it 
from north to fouth. 

This city, though not very large in circumfe- 
rence, is populous. The" high mountains which 
furround'ity fubjeft it to the inclemencies of either 
fcafon, rendering iheairexceflively hot in fummer, 
and extremely cold in winte>; befides which, they 
expofe the {own to dreadful inundations — the tor- 
rents that defc-end from the mountains being fome* 
times To impetuous as to roll large pieces of rock 
with them into it, and having feveral times laid 
waile the whole place. 

- The people of Trent fpeak promifcuoufly, 
and indifferently, both the German and Italian 
languages. 

The next-flage was Baffano, a town in the ter« 
ritory of Vincenza in Italy, iituated at the end of a 
arery tong narrow valley. It is watered by the river 
Brepta, which waflies that very rich, fertile, fe- 
renci healthy, and plentiful diftriS of Italy, fo 
celebrated for its . admirable wines, as well as for 
its fine pafiure-ground, rich corn fields, and prodi^ 
giott$^ abuhdakice: oL gaoie, caltley and xqulbetTy^ 
z I. ju trees; 
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trees; from all which it is cabled the garden and 
ibambles of Venice. 

The next day he arrived at an early hounal 
Venice. 

On his approaich to thijs place, he was much 
delighted with its appearance. Jts {lately Ileeples 
and noble buildingis feemed as if juil emerging from 
the fea, and floating.on the furface of it ; and it re-^ 
quired, fays he, no great ftretch of fanty to ima« 
gine, that it undulated with the agitated waves o£ 
its parent the Adriatic. On all the furrounding 
coaAs, nature and art feemed to have vied with 
^ch other in pouring .the greateft profufton of their 
gifts, while thoufands of mafts, fcattered lika 
forefts over the furrounding bays, denoted that Ve- 
nice, not content whh her ov^n, ihared in the 
wealth and luxuries of other cUmes*r 

It is, indeed, difficult to conceive a more ex- 
traordinary and pleating appearance than this city 
makes at a dtftance, whether itbeapproachedvfroA 
the fea or from'the continent; Boilt not like towns 
in Holland, where immenfe* moles and walls' pu^U 
the fea forward, and incroach on its dominion, its 
ftands on piles ere&ed inithef^; and the fotrbda<» 
lions of tbe.lu>%vi^s almofi'touUnngtfae \fatei^ give 
i^tlio appKaiauKr> oikfiojMiig^ oto its>f«>liw .The 
; . J ileeples 
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Aeeples are feen at fea at the diftance of thirty 
miles; and the profpe£l becomes more*beautiful the 
nearer it is approached — ^prefenring in many views 
the appearance of floating iflands. 

To ercfl a city thus upon the water, while fo 
many thoufands of acres ftand unoccupied, at firit 
fight feems extraordinary — ^but all thefe great and 
firange deviations from the ordinary path prefented 
by Nature, have their fburce in neceflity ; and it is 
not till long after the neceflity has been firft I»» 
mented, and afterwards obviated, that expeFiencfS 
comes into aid, and demonfirates, that, from her, 
fecurity and utility have often arifen. Thus it is 
with Venice, who, fortified by her local fituation 
(theefibrtof neceflityj, fits fecure, and bids defi^ 
ance to the world. 

The place where Venice now ftands, is fup* 
pofed to have been formerly a mar(hy ground, on 
which the Adriatic fea had gradually incroached, 
leaving the moreelcvated parts of it above water* 
and thereby forming a vail numl^r of little iflands, 
hence called Lagunes : on thefe the fifhermen of 
the neighbouring (hores built their htjits ; andjy^h^|i 
Jtaly was.invaded by the Goths under AWic, and 
afterwards oy that barbarous race the Hu^s under 
Attila, both of whom fpread ruin and defolation 
wherever they came, v2ft numbers of people from 
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the circumjacent (horesof the Adriatic, particularly 
from Padua and Aquileia, fled hither, and brought 
.along with them immenfe wealths Here they laid 
the firft foundations on feventy-two diftinft little 
iflands* and certainly with huts, of a city which af- 
terwsgrds flood nearly foremoft in the naval and 
commercial world. As thofe iflands were built 
upon, and became over-peopled, they gradually 
puihed forward their piles, and built upon them 
again, till the whole became one vaft city, extend- 
ing to many more of thofe iflands beyonH the origi* 
tial feventy-twp. 

As it was indebted, in a great meafure, for its 
rife and importance to the commerce of the eafl, 
^hich then was carried on by way of the Red Sea 
and Alexandria; fo when the paflage by the Cape 
of Good Hope was difcovered, that trade declined, 
and Venice declined gradually along with it. 

•• Profligate though the people of London 
are," fays Captain Campbell, " I will not allow 
that it is fo vicious a city as Venice, .That there 
are in London, and, indeed, in all capitals, indi-, 
viduals who have reached the acme of fliamelcfs de- 
bauchery and depravity, it would be foolifli to 
deny : btit that concubinage is praflifed in the fame 
open way, fo generally, or fo fyftematically as at 
Venice, no one will venture to affert. I truft thie 
- day 
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day of depravity and indelicacy is far removed from 
us» that will exhibit a Britifli mother arranging a 
- plan of accommodation for her fon, and bargaining 
for a young virgin to commit to his embraces — as 
they do in Venice — not as wile, but as concubine. 
On that one cuftom of theVenetian ladies I reft my 
pofition; arid have no hefitation to avow, that all 
the private concubinage of London amounts not to 
fiich a flagrant confummation of moral turpitude 
and Oiamelefs indelicacy as that pra£lice to which I 
allude."* 

The Venetian men are well-featured and well- 
fliaped — the women, welUfliapcd, beautiful, and 
it is faid, witty : but our traveller] had that within 
which robbed every objeft of its charms. In fliort, 
not all th^" beauties and novelty of the place, not 
all the pleafures that ftare the traveller in the face 
and folicit bis enjoyment, not all the exquifite 
looks of the ladies, could roufe his mind from its 
melancholy, or fix his attention. He grew weary 
of Venice before he. had been many hours in it, 
and determined to feize the firft opportunity that 
offered for his departure. 

He had arranged, in his own mind, apian to 
proceed to Latachea, a confiderable fea port town 

« Roger Afcham, in his " Schoolmafter/* fays " I faw in one 
ciric (Venice) more libfcrtic to finne, than I ever yet heard tell of 
in London in nincycarc." 

Edxtoi.. 
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in Syria, and thence to Aleppo : whence, as it wat 
a great eafiern mart, he entertained hopes that he 
fliould find a fpecdy, or at leaft i certain convey- 
ance, by a .caravan, acrofs the deferts, to Baflbrah, 
and iittlendoubted but that he ihould find ai veflel at 
fome of the Venetian ports, either bound or be- 
longing to a fea port of fuch commercial confe- 
quence, in which he could procure a pafTage. But 
in this he was • difappointed ; for, on the fulleft 
inquiry that he could make, h« found that there 
was only one fhip ready to fail, and no probability 
of any other for a confiderable time after. 

He did every thing he could to avail himfelf of 
this conveyance, but was difappointed, owing to a 
young ^ady being paffengcr, who was daughter ta 
the owner of the veiTel ; and the old ^gentleman did 
. no^ approve of an Englifh officer being of the party 
with his daughter. Captain Campbell ufed every 
argument without fuccefs, urging the refi dent, Mr. 
Strange, whom he defcribes as having behaved very 
politely to him during his fhort refidence at Venice, 
to intereft himfelf about it. He likewife entreated 
Mrs. Strange, an affable, pleafant woman, to exert 
•her endeavours, and made her laugh, by propofing 
lo>her to give him a certificate of his behaviour, 
and to pledge berfelf to the old gentlenian that 
the happinefs or honour of his family would not be 
difturbed by him during the paifage. 

Hearing, 
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Hearing, however, that a fhip lay at Tricfte, 
:wbich was to fail thence for Alexandria in Egypt, 
he determined to embrace that opportunity, and, 
inflead of his former intended route, go to Grand 
Cairo, thence to -Suez, and fo down the Red Sea, 
by way of Mecca to Moca, and thence to Aden, 
where company's veffels, or India country traders, 
are always to be found going to one or other .of the 
Britilb fettlements. 

He accordingly fet out for Triefte, with all the 
impatience of a fanguine mind, anxious to change 
place, eager to pufh forward, and full of the new 
route he had laid down — the charms of which, par- 
ticularly feeing Grand Cairo, the land of Egypt, 
and the pyratnids, were painted by his imagination 
in all the glowing exaggerated colours of romance. 
The captain of the veffel was then at Venice, and 
he accompanied him to Triefte, which is about 
fixty miles from Venice. 

Soon after his arrival at Triefte, hq had the 
mortification to find, that the veflel was by no 
means likely to keep pace with the ardour of his 
mind, and that, owing to fome unforefeen event, 
her^ departure was to be delayed ; fo, after a few 
of thofe eff'ufions which may be fuppofed on fuch 
an occafion. to efcape a man of no very cool temper 
hanging on the tenterhooks of expeftation, he 

found 
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found it neccflary to fit down, and patiently wait 
the revolution of time for an event which nothing 
could either impede or accelerate* 

. C APT.' Campbell had procured a fervant to at- 
tend him on his journey, who, from a (hort ob« 
fervation of him, promifed to contribute Very con- 
iiderably to his comfort, his convenience, and, in- 
deed, to his fecurity, as he was apparently honeft, 
fincere, aSive, and clever in his duty, mafter of 
feveral languages, and particularly ot the lingua 
Franca, a mixture of languages, peculiarly ufeful 
in travelling through the eaft. 

Finding that he was likely to be delayed at 
Triefte, and conceiving that in this interim letters 
from England, for which he moll ardently longed, 
might have arrived at Venice, he imprudently and 
impetuoufly fent this fervant to Venice, for the 
pqrpofe of taking them up, and bringing them to 
him. But the reader may judge of his feelings 
when he. found, almoft immediatelv after his de- 
parture, that the veffel was preparing to fail, and 
that he muft eUher lofe his paflage or his fervant. 
Anxious though htf was to get forward, and griev- 
ous though his former delay had been to him, he 
hefitated which to do; but prudence, for once, 
prevailed over inclination ; and he determined, at 
all events, to depart, under all the embarraflment 

attending 
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attending the want of a fervant and lingtiift, and 
all the poignant feelings of having been accef* 
Tary to the difappointment, and perhaps the injury, 
of a poor fellow, whom he really conceived to be a 
perfon of merit." ^ 

In the paflage to Alexandria, they touched at 
.Zante, an ifland on the coail of Greece, belonging 
.to Venice, and anciently called Zacynthus. It is 
about fifty miles in circumference, and contains 
fifty thoufand inhabitants. 

Never before had he tailed any thing equal to 
the delicious flavour of the fruits of this ifland — 
the grapes, exqaifite, and the melons and peaches 
of prodigious fize and unequalled flavour* The 
ifland is abundantly fruitful in wine, currants, oil, 
figs, and corn, but is very fubjeft to earthquakes. 
Near to the fea-port which they entered is as great 
a curiofity in natiirc as is perhaps any where to be 
found. Two fpring wells of clear frefli water 
throw up large pieces of real pitch, in fuchquanti- 
.ties.tbat, it is faid, tlie people coUe£l, one year 
with another, one hundred barrels of it, which they 
iife in jaying their Clipping and boats. 

" At the time," fays our traveller, " when I 
fct out upon my journey overland to India, I waii 
(though married, and the father of children) very 

young, 
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young and naturally of a fanguine conftitutioo : my 
attachment to the fair fex was no way diminifhed 
by a military education; and a warmth of temper, 
an ardent fenfibility of mind, and a frank unfufpi- 
cious difpofition, left me but too often to regret the 
facility with which I yielded to the charms of wo- 
men. But the regret for each error was wilfully 
finothered in vain determinations of amendment — 
and the promifed amendment again broken in upon 
by fome new error. Thus it was, till riper years 
andcircumftances of weight ftrengthened my reafon, 
and gave it in fome greater degree that dominion it 
(hould have over my aftions." 

Constituted by nature and education, as has 
been juft mentioned, he landed in the charming 
inland of Zante, where Nature herfelf feems to 
have confpiredagainftchaftity — making the very air 
breathe nothing but tranfport and delight. There 
he met a young lady, a native of England — ex- 
tremely pretty, highly accompHQied, and capti- 
vating in the extreme : (he had been at Venice for 
her education — was a complete miftrefs of mufic, 
and exprefled an intention of following it profef- 
(ionally on her arrival in England, whither (he was 
going paffenger in a veffel bound thither from 
Zante. To have accidentally met with a native of 
flngland, even of his own fex, in fuch a diftant 
corner of the world, under fuch circumflances as 

bis, 
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his, juft efcaped from the uneafy life he had for fome 
time led, muft have filled him with joy : allowance* 
therefore, may be made for his feelings on meeting 
this young lady,' and for thinking of fome expedi* 
cnt to prevent their reparation. 

She laboured, perhaps, under the preffurc of 
feelings as difagreeable as his own, and exprefled 
her fatisfa3ion at meeting with a countryman fo 
very unexpeftedly. Referve was foon thrown ofif 
on both iides: they entered into a converfation in- 
terefting and confidential, which increafed his 
anxiety to keep her with him ; and in order to pcr- 
fuade her to accompany him; he pointed out in the 
firongeft colours poflible, the great advantages (he 
might derive from her accompHQiments in India ; 
her miifical talents alone, exclufive of her 
various captivating qualities, would be an incx- 
hauftible mine of wealth. In fliort, he fo very 
eagerly enforced his propofal to accompany him, 
and time was fo very fliort, that (he confented, 
«nd in two hours they had arranged every thing for 
their departure together; •* and here," fays he, 
•* with fhame and forrow I confefs (nor (hall ever 
ceafe to regret it) that this eclairciffcment commu- 
nicated the firft ray of fubftantial pleafure to my 
heart that it had felt fincc I left London.*' 

Thus 
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Thus far tlieir projeft failed before the wind: 
wayward imagination had decked it out in the moft. 
alluring drapery that fancy could fabricate, and 
prevented them from feeing the imprafticability of 
it, as it flood in the nakednefs of truth; and when 
it came- to be carried into execution, a thoufand 
difficulties occurred,' that the wildncfs of paffion, 
and the warmth of their feelings, had before con- 
cealed from their view. 

. In the firft place, it was neceflary for her to ob- 
tain the confent of a lady to whofe care and protec- 
tion (he was committed: in the next place^ accom* 
modations were to be procured for her in the fame 
ihip with him— a circumftance of moft arduous dif» 
ficulty ; befide which, a variety of other impedi- 
ipents — infuperable, indeed — concurred to fruftrate 
their views, and put an end to the projefl. 

If his pleafure at meeting her was great, his an- 
guifh ac parting with her was inexpreffible. He» 
had once more to face the world alone; and, on 
.the fecond day of his fojourning at Zante, em- 
barked with a heavy heart, and fet fail for Alex- 
andria. 

The laftdifappointment we undergo, Teems al- 
ways the heavieft; and this at Zante he thought at 
that time to be the greateft gi his life. But he 

never 
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TV€Vcr reflefted, as he hasfince done, what fcrious 
mifchiefs, what endlcfs mifery, what lofs of tini«, 
of means, and of reputation, he may by that pro- 
vidential difappointment have cfcaped — for thefe 
are the almoft never- failing confequences of fuch 
aflFairs; and it not unfrequently happens, that the 
fyren who deludes a man into her fnares, is the 
very perfon who inflifts the deadly wound into his 
h^art. 

On his arrival at Alexandria, he found, to his 
frefli mortification, that the plague was raging all 
over Egypt; and, as if this were not of itfelf fuf- 
ficient to block up his intended route, an irruption 
of the Arabs, who in formidable bodies infefted all 
the roads, put a period to his hopes of feeing Grand 
Cairo, and viewing the curiofities of that country, 
which all who, like us, have the Bible put early into 
their hands, are taught to venerate as foon as they 
are taught to read* 

•* Here," fayshe,** I thought to have viewed the 
pyramids, whofe antiquity, origin, or intended ufe 
have bafBed the learned and ingenious inquiries of fo 
many ages — of beholding Mount Sinai, the (lone of 
Moles, the track ofthelfraelites, all of which are faid 
to be clearly pointed out,and geography by that means 
brought into the lupport of facredhiftory, Thefe, 
and many things, I did wiih to fee — they are worth 

it: 
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it: but I have had fince rearon to believe, that my ilt 
luck was not fo great as I then thought it; for the 
fearch is dangerous, and made prodigioufly expen* 
five by theexaflioDsof the Mahomedan magiftraies. 
It is as well, therefore, to travel over this country 
in books, which afford us good information, and 
more of it, at an eafier rate than it can be piirchafed 
in the country.'* 

Alexandria was built by Alexander the 
Great, foon after the overthrow of Tyre, about 
833 y^^rs before Chrift, and is fituated on the Me* 
diterranean, twelve miles weft of that mouth of 
the Nile, antiently called Canopicum. A very 
extraordinary circumftance is related, as a proof 
of the fuddennefs of Alexander's refolution to build 
it: after he had direfled the number of public 
firuflures, and fixed the places where they were 6 
fiand, there were no inftruments at hand proper for 
marking out the walls, according to the cofiom of 
thofe times: upon this, a workman advifed the 
king to colleft what meal was among the foldiers, 
and fift it in lines upon the ground, in order to 
mark out the circuit of the walls: the advice was 
followed, and the king's foothfayer interpreted it 
to be a prefage of the future profperity and abun- 
dance of the city. This prophecy was certainly 
afterwards verified ; for it foon became the empo- 
rium of commerce, of arts, and of fciences. 

At 
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^ At Alexandrtau our iravdler rematned about 
tircke.<i^.s« till, wearied of the eonfili^ ftate he 
lired is <ia iiCtouM of the pla^e» he refolved to 
4eTire fome iiieaiii» if pofltble, to <get away, and at 
length biredaboat to cacty him to the ifland of Cy- 
prus« from wbence he cofkcluded* that hefliouhl^nd 
no fort of -difficulty in procuring a conveyance to 
Laticbca»and fe proceed by his firft intended route. 
He accordingly arrived at Cyprus in perfe£i fafesty, 
where, to hit great forrow and aftonifliment, he 
found that an efndemic fever, equal in its eSeds to 
t plague, {Ncevailed : there was,' however, no aU 
ternativei he muft run the rifle, and he difmifled the 
boat that carried him from Alexandria. 

Although the etymologies of tbe names of 
places are of very little importance, and moft 
frequj^ntly uncertain. Captain Campbell thinks 
it probable that the learned sire right, who aflert 
that the name of this ifland is derived from 
Kunpo^ (Cyprus) or Cyprcfs— with which flirubs it 
abounds. It had, in ancient times, a number of 
other names— -one of v4iich was Paphia, whence 
Venus, who was worfhipped in it, was called the 
Paphian Goddefs. It lies thirty miles weft of 
Syria, whither he was bound, ftretching from the 
fouth-weft to the north-eafi, one hundred and fifty 
miles in length, and feventy in breadth in the wideft 
part of it^ 

++D The 
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The air of this iQand is now for the moft f^art 
unwholefome, owing to the damps arifing from th* 
inany fens and marflies with which the counti^ 
abounds : while, there being but few fprings of 
rivers in the ifland, the want of a plentiful fall of 
rain at proper periods diftrefles the inhabitants 
very mwch in another way ; and by means of the 
"uncuttivatcd ftat.e of the country, they are greatly 
infefled with poifonou^ reptilesof various kinds. 
* . ' ' 

After only forty-eight hours flay tit Cyprus^ 
Jie hired another boat, and proceeded for Latichea; 
a confiderable fea port town of Syria, built on a 
promontory of land, which, running into the fea; 
occafions its being continually rcfreflied. with 
breezes. 

. FoRTXTNE, who had hitherto been; not very li- 
beral in her diCjenfation^, now favoured him; for, 
' juft as he arrived at Latichea, a caravan was pre- 
paring. The conful of the Xurkifli company at 
Cyprus received him with great politenefs and hof- 
pitality — ^gave him a letter to the refident at Lati- 
chea; and by his inftruSion and affiftance^ after a 
very fliort ftay, Capt. Campbell fe tout on his way 
tp Aleppo with the caravan. 

JlS our traveller afterwards takes an opportu- 
nity particulady to defcribe the nature of thefeca-. 

ravansy 
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rtivaEiiSy we fliaH, for the prefent, only obfcrve, 
that t^iS' was cotnpofed of no other beaiU of bucden 
than mules and affes, of which there were notlers 
than three or four hundred in number. 

Mounted onamule, then, he travelled al.otig^ 
well pleafed with the fertile appearance of the 
country^ and delighted with the ferenity of the air. 
They were nearten days on the road; during which 
time they travelled only in the morning early ; and 
in the beat of the day repofed under the (hade of 
trees. 

On his way to Aleppo, Capt. Campbell was 

met by a Mr. , an Englifti gentleman, who 

had heard df his coming, and who, in the moll kind 
and hofpitable manner, infified upon his living at 
his.houfe inflead of the Britifh confurs, where he 
would otherwife have refided during his flay there; 
and his manner of a&ing him. was fo engaging, in- 
terefting, and impreffive, that the Captain found it 
impoflible to refufe him. 

As the great public caravan had departed from 
Aleppo before his arrival, and the expence of form- 
ing a private one for his ufe was too great, as he 
vas trayelliiig on his own accoiint, and had no dif- 
patches to authorife or enforce his departure, or bear 
him out in the expence, he was conjlrained to re- 
ifD 2 main 
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^laiaaif Akppo tillfome eligible m6de of 'tra¥e1Iif\g 
occurred, ^r anc^her public caravao was formtfd.' 
This delajr gave him an opportunity of feeing and 
informing himfclf of thecity and fnf rounding eoun^ 
try. It alfo gave occafion to one unhappy incU 
dem, of which in^rehereafier. 
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CHAPTER THE THIRD. 



PESCRIPTION OF ALEPPO — AN EASTERN CA« 
RAV AN DESCRIBED. — CER EMONIES USED BY 
PILGRIMS AT MECCA.— FREQUENT BROILS

A DISTANT view of Aleppo fills the mind 
with expcftatipns of great fplendor and magnifi- , 
cence. The mofques, the towers, the large ran- 
ges of houfes with flat roofs, rifing above each 
other, according to the {Ibprng hills on which they 
ftand, the whole variegated with beautiful rows of 
trees, form together a Tcene magnificent, gay, and 
delightful: but,, on entering the town, all thofe« 
expe£led beautie.s vaniih, and leave; nothing in the 
fircets tameet the eye, but a difmal fucceffion of 
^high ftone walls, gloomy as the receffes of a con- 
vent or ftate prifon. The ftrcets themfelves, not 
wider than fome of the meaneft alleys in I^ondon, 
ftvercaft by the height of the prifon-houfes on either 
'fiie, are rendered ftill mote formidably gloomy by 
+^ D 3 by 
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the folitude and filence that pervade them ; while 
here and there a lattice toward the top, barely vifible^ 
flrikes the foul with the gloomy idea of thraldom, 
coercion, and imprifonment* 

This deleflable mode of building, however, ex- 
tends not to the infide of the houfes, many of which 
are magnificent and handfome, and all admirably 
fiiited to the exigencies of the climate, and the 
domeftic cuftoms and manner of living of the iaha*/ 
bitants. 

The. mofques (Mahomedan temples) are ejc- 
tremely numerous m this city;^ indeed, almoll as 
much fo as churches and conven<i^ in the poplih 
countries of Chriftendora. There, is nothing in 
their e^^ternal appearance, however, to atira^ the 
notice of the traveller, or indulge the eye of the ar* 
^. chite£l; they are almoft all of one form — atn oblong 
quadrangle. None but Muflulmen are permitted to 
enter them, at leafi at Aleppo. 

The next buildings of a public kind to the 
^mofques that deferve to be particularly mentioned, 
are the caravanferas, ftrufiures which may rank, 
though not in fplendour of appearance, at leaft in 
true value, with any to be found in the world. 
/ * 

Caravan &£R AS were originally intended for, 
and are now pretty generally applied to, the accoro* 

modation 
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iQodation of flrangers and' travellers, though/ like 
every other good inftitution, fometimes perverted to 
the purpofes of private emolument or public job* 
They are built at proper difia&ces through the roadt 
of the Turkilh dominions, and afford the indigent 
or weary traveller an afylum from the inclen^ency 
of the weather; they are in general very large, and 
built of the mod folid and durable materials; have 
Commonly one flory aboye the ground floor, the 
lower of which is arched, and fefves for war^<r 
houfes to ftow goods, for lodgings and for ftables^ 
while the upper is ufed merely for lodgings; be* 
fide which, they are always accommodated with a 
fountain, and have cook (hops, and other convenU 
encies to fapply the wants of the lodgers. In 
Aleppo, the carav2inferas are almoft exclufively oc-i 
cupied by merchants, to whom they are, like other 
houfes, rented.- 

The fuburbs of Aleppo, and the furrounding 
country are very handfome.pleafant, and,toaperfon 
coming out of the gloomy city, in feme refpeQs inte- 
relling. Some tofled about into hill and valley lie 
under the hands of the hulbandman; fome are'co- 
vered with handfome villas ; ^nd others laid out in 
gardens, whither the people of Aleppo occafiQnally 
re fort for amufement. 

The roofs of all the houfes are flat, and formed 
t)f a compofition which effeflually frills the wea# 

ther» 
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thcr. On thcfc moft of the people^ llcep inth<s 
very hot weather: they are feparated from each 
other by walls; bat the Ffahks, who live contigu* 
ous toeach other, and who, fi-Orti. their difagreeabte 
circumftahces with regard to tht Turks, ai*e 'under 
thencceffity of keeping up a friendly and harin^m- 
i)us iritcrcourfe together, have doors^ of cgmitiimica- 
tion^ which -are attended with thefe fortunate and 
pleafing advantages, that they can make a large cir- 
ebit without defcending into the ftreets, and can 
vifit each other during the pls^ue, without running 
the rifkof catching the infeftioh by agoing among 
the natives below. 

■ There is in this city a caffle which the natives 
concei^^e to be a place of great flrength* ''It^cduld 
iiot, however, withftandthe (hock off a few pieces 
of ordnance for a day. It is efteemed a favour to 
be permitted to fqe it; and -there is nothing to re- 
compenfe one for the trouble of obtaining permif- 
fion, unlefs it be, the profpeft of the furrounding 
country, which from the battlements is extenlive 
and beautifqi. 

^' Near this caftle ftands the feraglio, a large old 
building, wher^ the Bafliaw of Aleppo refides: the 
whole of it feems to.be kept in very bad repair, 
fconfidtring the imporunce of the place. > It is fur- 
rounded by a ftrong wall of great height : beiide 

\yhich, 
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whi4sb, its contiguity to jhe caftleii voy conveni- 
ent; as in cafe of poptrlar tomults, or inteftine' 
commotions, the B^fhwr finds an afylum in the 
latter, which commands and orerat^res the cttf , and 
is neret wifhomt a mimerons ^arrifott ander tht

The caravan (we find) is an aflemblage of tra* 
Tellers, partly pilgrims^ partly merchants, wha ^ 
colle£l together in order to confolidate a rufficient 
ferce to protefl them, in travelling through the hi- 
deous wilds and burning deferts over which they 
are conftrained to pafs for commercial. and other 
purpofes; thofe wilds being infefted with Arabs* 
who make a profefBon of pillage, and rob in moft 
formidable bodies, fomealmoft as large a^ fmall 
armies.

^ 'Tke firft of thefe has the uncontroulable autho- 
rity and/ command over all the others, and give% 
them his orders: the fecond is abfolute during the 
march ; but his authority iipmediatpl^y ceafes on the 
fiopping qr encamping of ^ the caravan, when the. 
third afliimes. his fliare of the aijthority^ which ))e. 
exerts during the time of its remaining at reft : and- 
the fourth Orders the difpofiiion of every part o£ the 

caravan. 
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caravan, in cafe of an attack or battle. This laft 
officer has alfo during the tnafch the infpeftioh ancl 
^iteEiion of the diftributiori of provifions, which is 
Gonduaed under his managemeritijy feveral inferior 
officers, who are obliged to give fecurity to the 
matter of the caravan ; each of them having the care 
t>f a certain number of men, elephants, dromeda* 
ries, camels, &<. &c. which they undertake to 
conduQ: and furnlfh with provifions at their own 
rtfi^ue, according to an agreement ftipulated be- 
tween them. 

A FIFTH officer ol the caravan is the pay-mailer 
or treafurer, who has under him a great many 
clerks and interpreters, appointed to keep accurate 
journals of all the material incidents that occur 
upon the roHte. And it is by thefc journals, figned 
by the fuperior officers, that the owners of the 
caravan judge wJiether they have been well or ill 
ferved or condu£led. 

Another kind of officers are the mathemati* 
cians, without whom no caravan will prefume to 
fet out. There are commonly three of thefe at- 
tached to a caravan of large fize ; and they per- 
form the offices both of quarter-raafters and aides- 
de-camp, leading th<i troops when the cahivan ii 
attacked, and affigning the quarters where the ca- 
ravan is sfppointed to encamp. 

TherS 
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TftBlie arc no lesfs than five difiinft forts of 
caravans: firft, the heavy caravans, which are com* 
jpofed of elephants, dromedaries, camels, and 
horfes; fecondly, the light Caravans, which have 
but few elephants ; thirdly, the common caravans^ 
where there are none of thofe animals ; fourthly, 
the horle caravans, where there are neither drome« 
daries nor camels ; and laftly, fea caravans, con^ 
Cftixig of veffels; whence it will be obfcrved* [ that 
the word caravan is not confined to the land, but 
extends to the water alfo. 

Thx proportion obferved in the heav|r caravan is 
as follows : when there are five hundred elephants, 
they add a thoufand dromedaries, and two thoufand 
horfes at the lead ; and then the efcort is compofed 
of four thoufaaxl men on horfeback. Two men are 
required for leading one elephant, five fordhree 
dromedaries, and feven for eleven camels* This 
multitude of fervants, together with the ofiicers. and 
paflengers, whofe number is Uncertain, ferve to 
fupport the efcort in cafe of a fight, and render the 
caravan more formidable and fecure ; but, according 
to the laws and ufages of the caravans, if they re* 
fufe to do fo, they are riot entitled to any provifions 
whatever from the caravaa, even though they fliould 
agree tq pay an extravagant price for them. 

Every elephant is mounted by what they call a 
nick ; that is to fay, a young lad of nine or ten years 

old. 
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old, brought up to the.buCnefs, who drcves the 
elephlint,and pricks it with a pointed iron to ani- 
• mate it in the fight : the fame lad alfo loads the fire* 
arms of the two foldiers who mount the elephant 
with him. 

The day of the caravan fettiog out, being once 
fixed, is never altered or poftponed ; fo that no dif- 
appointment can poflibly enfue to any one. 

One would fuppofe that fo enormous and powerful 
a body, fo well armed, might be certain of moving 
forward without fear of being robbed ; but as moft 
of the Arabian princes have no o'ther means to fub-' 
fill but by their robberies, they keep fpies in all' 
parts, who give them Notice when the caravan fets 
out, which they way-lay, and fometimes attack 
with fuperior force, overpower them, plunder 
them of all their treafure, and make (laves of the 
whole convoy — foreigners excepted, to whom they 
generally (hew more mercy. If they are repulfed, 
they generally come to fome agreement; the con- 
ditions of which are pretty well obferved, efpeci- 
ally if the alTailants are native Arabians. The car- 
rying on of robberies with fuch armies may appear 
a{loni(hing; but whenthe temptation is confidered, 
and when it is known that one caravan alone is 
fometimes enough to en^pich thofe princes, much of 
our furprife vanilhes. 

E Great - 
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Great precautions. are neceffary to prevent tte 
caravan from introductng that dreadful diftemper 
called the plague, into the places through which 
they pafs, or from being themftlves infefted with 
it. When therefore they arrive ne?ir atown, the 
inhabitants of the town and the people of the cara- 
van hold a folemn conference concerning the Hate 
of their health, and very fincerely communicate to 
each other the flate of the cafe, candidly declaring 
whether there be danger on either fide. When 
there is reafon to fufpeftany contagious diftemper, 
they amicably agree that no communication what- 
ever (hall take place between thetn; and if the cara- 
van ftands in need of provifions, they are coa- 
veyed to them with the utmoft caution over the 
walls of the to4vn. 

The fatigues, hardfhips, and hazards, attending 
thefe caravans, are fo great, that they certainly 
would never be undertaken, if the amazing profits 
did not in fome meafure counterbalance them.* 
The merchant who travels in .them mxift be content 
with fuch provifions as he can get, muft part with 
all his delicacies, and give up all hope of eafe; he 
muft fubmit to the frightful confufion of languages 
and nations; the fatigues of lojig marches over 
fands, and under a climate almoft fufficiently hot to 
reduce him to a cinder : he muft fubmit cheerfully 
to exorbitant duties fraudulently levied, and auda- 
cious 
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cious robberies and fubtle tricks praftifed by the 
herd of vagabonds who follow the caravans — for 
preventing which, the merchants have a variety of 
well contrived locks, that can only be opened by 
thofe who know the knack of them. 

But in fome tracks of caravans there are dan- 
gers, and horrible ones, againft which no human 
foreHght or power can provide, and beneath which 
whole caravans fink, and are never after heard of. 

The EgypMan caravans are particularly fubje£l 
to hazards in the horrid tracks they are neceflarily 
obliged to take through fandy deferts, where, for 
boupdlefs extents, nature has denied one fingle cir- 
cumftance of favour; where a blade of grafs never 
grew., nor a drop of water never ran i where the 
fcorching fire of the fun has ban! filed the kindly 
influence of the other elements; where* for feveral 
days journey, no objcft meets the eye to guide the 
parched traveller in his way ; and where the cafual 
track of one caravan is clofed by the moving, fands, 
before another can come to take advantage of i^. 
In thofe vaft plains of burning fands, if the guide 
fliould happen to lofe his way; the provifion of 
water, fo oecefTary to carry them to the place where 
they are to find more, muft infallibly fail them : in 
. fuch cafe the mules and horfes die with fatigue and 
thlrft ; and even the camels, notwithftanding their 
E 2t extraordinary 
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extraordinary power to fubfift without water, foon 
perifh in the fame manner, together with the 
people of the caravan, wandering in thofe frightful 
deferts. ' 

But more dreadful ftill, and ftill more- inevi-i 
table,' is the danger when a fouth wind happens to 
rife in thofe fandy deferts. The leaft mifchicf it 
occaBons is, to dry up the leathern bags which con- 
tain the provifion of water for the journey. This 
wind, to which the Arabs give the epithet of poi- 
foned, often ftifles in a moment thofe who have the 
misfortune to meet it; to prevent which, they are 
obliged to throw themfelves immediately on the 
ground, putting their faces clofe to the burning 
fands which furrpund them on al! fides, and cover- 
ing their mouths with fome linen cloth, left by 
breathing they Ihbuld fwallow inllantaneous death; 
which this wind carries with it wherever it extends. 
Bcfide which, whole caravans are often buried 
under moving hills of burning fand, raifed by the 
agitation of the winds. 

Yet, notwithftanding all thefe horrible circum- 
\ftances of terror and danger — trade, and the defire 
of gain, on the one hand, induce multitudes of 
people to run the hazard; and on the other, enthu- 
fiafm and religious seal fend thoufands to tempt 

' their 
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their fate^ and take a piffle to Heaven through 
thefe horrid regioxn. 

The caravans are generally fo ordered as to ar- 
rive at Mecca about forty days after *the Faft of Ra- 
xnedan, and inuoediately previous to the Corban, 
or Great Sacrifice* 

Five or fix days before that fellival, the three 
l^reat c'eravans, viz. that from £urope, that from 
Ada Minor^ and that from Arabia, unite; and all, 
confifiit^ of about two hundred thoufand men, and 
three huildred thoufand beafts of burthen, encamp at 
tome miles from Mecca. The pilgrims form them* 
felvesinto fmall detachments, and enter the town to 
arrange the ceremonies preparatory to the Great Sa- 
crifice. They are led through a ftreet of continual 
afcent, till they arrive at a g(»te on an eminence, 
called the Gate of Health. From tbence they fee 
the great mofque which inclofes the Houfe of 
Abraham. They fahue it with the moft profound, 
refpeft and deVotion, repeating twice, " Salami 
Alek Irufoul Allah I" that is to fay, *' Peace be 
. with the Ambaflador of God !'' Thence, at fome 
difiance« they moisni £ve ftept to a large platform 
faced with fione, where they offer up their prayers; 
they then d^ftend oh the other fide of it, and ad- 
vance lowarrd two arches, of the fame kind and di- 
HieafioQS^^tt^t fttyfoxpe diftance from each other, 
E 3 through 
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tbrough which they pafs with great fitence and de- 
votion. This ceremony muft be performed feven 
times. 

Hence, proceeding to the great mofque which 
inclofes the Houfe of Abraham, they enter the 
mofque, and walk feven times round the little build- 
ing contained within it, faying, *' This is the 
houfe of God, and of his fervant Abraham." Then 
kifBng Vfiih great veneration a black ftone, faid to 
have defcended white from Heaven, they go to the 
famous well called Zun Zun, which the angel 
Ibewed to Hagar when ihe was diftrelfed in the de- 
fert, and could find no water for her fon Iflimael, 
and which the Arabs call Zem Zem. Into this 
well they plunge with all their cloaths, repeating 
*• Toba Alia, Toba AllaI'Vthat is to fay, •* For- 
givenefs, God! -Forgivenefs, God!" They then 
drmk a draught of, that fcetid, turbid water, and 
depart. 

This duty of bathing and drinking they are 
obliged to pafs through once ; butthofe who would 
gain Paradife before the others, muft repeat it once 
•a day during the ftay of. the caravan at Mecca. 

At fifteen miles from the town of Mecca there i« 
a hill called " Ghiabal Arafata," or *• the Mount of 
Forgivenefs." It is about two miles in circumference 

* antl 
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and a mod delicious fpot. On it Adam and Eye 
mety softer the Lord had, for their tranrgreflions, 
feparated them forty years. Here they cohabited 
.and. lived in excefs of . happinefs, having built a 
houfe on it, called " Beith Adam," that is to fay, 
" the Houfe of Adam." 

. On the eve of the day of facrifice, the three ca« 
ravans, ranged in a triangular form, furround this 
, mountain ; during the whole night the people re- 
joice, clamour and riot — firing off cannbn, muikets, 
piflols, and fire-works, with inceflant found of 
drums and trumpets. As foon as day breaks, a 
profound filence fucceeds, and they flay their (heep 
and offer up their facrifice on the mountain with 
every demonftration of the moll profound de- 
votion. 

« 

-On a fudden a fcheik (or head of a temple), a, 
kind of prelate, rufhes from amidft them, mounted 
on a camel ; he afcends five fteps, rendered prafti- 
cable for the purpofe, and in a iludied fermon 
preaches thus to the people : 

** R£TU RN praife and thanks for the infinite and 
immenfe benefits granted by God to Mahomcdans, 
through the. mediation of hismoft beloved friend and 
prophet, Mahomet: for that he has delivered them 
from the flavery and bondage of fin and idolatry, in 

which 
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which they were plungbd; ^s given them the 
houfe of Abraham^ from Whence tliey can be heard; 
and their petitions granted; alfo the Mountain of 
Forgivenefs, by which they can implore him, and 
obtain a pardon and remiffion of all their fins; 

•* For that the blcffed, pious, and merciful 
God, giver of all good gifts, tommanded his fecre- 
tary, Abraham, to build himfelf a houfe at Mecca, 
whence his defcendants might pray to the Almighty, 
and their defires be fulfilled* 

••On this command all -the mountains in the 
world ran, as it were, each ambitious to aflift'the Se- 
cretary of the Lord, and to furnilh a ftone towards 
erefting the holy houfe ; all, except this poor little 
Mountain, which, through mere indigence, could 
not contribute a ftone. *It continued therefore 
thirty years grievouflyaffliaed : at length the Eternal 
God obferved its anguifh, and, moved wkh pity at 
its long fuffering, broke forth, faying, I can 
forbear no longer, tny child! your bitter lamenta* 
tions have reached my ears ; aftd I now declare, that 
all thofe who go to vifit the houfe of my friend 
Abraham Ihall not be ahfolved of th^ii* £ns, if they 
do not£rftreverence you, a?nd celebrate on you th& 
holy facri£ce> which I have enjoined my people 
through the mouth of my prophet Mahomet ! Lovfc 
God! pray*l give alms!'* 

After 
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After this fermon the people falute the Moun- 
tain and depart. 



Some of our readers will probably not be dif- 
pleafed by returning from this long digreflion. 

•• During my flay at Aleppo," fays Capt, 
Campbell, ** I experienced much politenefs and 
hofpitality from the European gentry refident there, 
and particularly from Mr. ■, before mentioned, 
at whofe hoiife I entirely refided ; and as the 
Franks live on a very good footing with each other, 
the time pafl'ed fo agreeably, that wer;^ it not for 
*' that within/' I (hould have been happy enough. 
We rode out occafionally, fometime^ hunting, 
fometimes merely for the ride fake. Sometimes 
with an intelligent native whom 1 got to walk with 
me, or with fome of the Franks, I walked about 
the town, in order. to amufe the time and fee what 
was going forward, notwithftanding the cry of 
•• Frangi Cucu!" or *• Cuckold Frank!" which 
frequently followed us for the length of a ftreet. 
Sometimes we went of evenings to fome of the 
outlets, where preparation was made for our recep- 
tion by fervants previoufly difpatched for the pur-* 
pofe, and there regaled with cofiee, wine, 
fruits, &c. 

" The 
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" The firft day we went on a party 6f the laft 

mentioned kind, Mrs. did us the honour to 

accompany us : the place appointed was in a range 
of beautiful rural gardens that lie along the fide of 
a river; where the well-cultivated earth teeming 
with a vail abundance of the bed efculent plants, 
flowers, flowering (hrubs, and fruit trees, afforded 
a moft delicious regale to the fenfes; and the plane* 
the willow, the a(h, the pomegranate^ and a variety 
of other trees, cluftered together in almoft impervi- 
ous thickets, yielded a deKghtful Jhady retreat from 
the piercing rays of the fun. 

. •* It wai b*h this occafion that I h^d the firf^ 
fpecimen' 0^ ^Turkifli illibepality, which, as I was 
entirely unprepared for it, confounded me,'; and 
nearly deprived me of temper and of prudence. As 
we walked along, 1 obferved fevcral Turks ad- 

dreflJng thertifelves to Mrs. 'and me, who 

walked arm in arm, and fpeaking with a loudnefs 
of voice, contortion of countenance, and violence 
of gefticuration, attended with a clapping of hands^ 
tvhich, though I did not underftand their language, 
I could plainly perceive carried the appearance of 
menace or infult. I was'at a lofs what to think of 

it : Mrs. bluftied, and feemed much hurt : 

Mr. — and the other gentlemen were filent, and 

betrayed not the leaft mark of emotion or re fen t- 
ment. At length, when we got from them, I aflced 

what 
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,what it meant? and was told, that it was all aimed' 

at Mrs. , or at leafl occafioned by her : that, 

bigotted to the cuftoius of their own country, and 
utterly ignorant of thofe of any other, they were af- 
fe3ed with great indignation at her dreHs, occa<- 
fional derangen^nt of her veil, and, above all, at 
the (hamelefsaod unpardonably wicked circumftance 
pf a* woman walking fo openly and familiarly in the 
company of men* .. 

" Talking of t^iis affair afterwards with Mr. 

, the lady's hufband. he affured me, that there 

was not an opprobrious and infaijioQs epithet which 

the vulgar ingenuity of 'the brighteft queen in Bil- 

iingfgate could think of, that they had not huddled 

«pon us. I wits beyond meafure aftoniflied at the 

-coolnefs with which he bore it, and faid, that if 

I had underftood what thcy'faid, I fliould moft 

certainly have been unable to reftrain myfelf, 

and would have knocked one of them down as an 

example to the reft. Had you done fo, returned 

he, you would certainly have repented it: for, if 

you efcaped being ftoned, or put to dearth upon the 

fpot, the legal punifhment for an infidel ftriking 

a true believer, you could not efcape; and probably , 

we, and all the Franks in the city, would fuffer 

for it : it would at all events caufe a dreadful con- 

vulfion in the place, and you would yourfelf fall a 

facrificetoit." 

Our 
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Our traveller With confiderable humour details 
the procefs of a Turkifli broil, or ftrcet-battle, 
which he defcribes as one of the moft ludicrous 
exhibitions in the world. The parties approach to 
each other, and retreat mutually, as the aflion of 
the one gives hopes to the other of viflory, lifting 
their hands, and flourifhing them in the air, as if 
ready to ftrike every moment, grinning and gnaCh- 
ing their teeth, while their beards and whi(kers be- 
fprent with the fpume of their mouths, and wagging 
with the quick motion of their lips, and ghaftly con- 
tortions of their jaws, prcfent the moft ridiculous 
fpe£lacle imaginable. 

JMoTHiNG, in faft, can exceed the extravagance 
of their gefture, the vehement loudnefs . of their 
voice, or the whimfical diftortions of their counte- 
nances, in which are difplayed fometimes the 
quickeft viciflitudesof fearapd fury, and fometimes 
the moft laughable combination of both. All this 
time, however, nota fingle blow is aftually ftruck; 
but they compenfate for the want of bodily prowefs 
by the exercife of the tongue, denouncing venge- 
ance againft each other, threatening inftant demo- 
lition, lavishing every bitter reproach, every filthy 
epithet, and every horrible imprecation that they 
can think of, and both boafting ocafionally of their 
patience and forbearance, which fortunately enabled 
them to refrain from annihilating their advcrfary. 

'At 
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At laft the fray gradually decays; exhaii (led with 
fatigue,and half choaked with duft and vociferation, 
they retreat gradually backwards to their owa 
doors : where fumming up all their malignity into 
a moil horrid execration, they part for the timey 
and retire to vaunt in empty threat, and growl away 
their rage in the recefles of the^ haram* 

AFrjench gentleman, who had been friendly 
enough toefcortCapt. Campbell through the town, 
and to fhew him what was confidered as moil wor- 
thy of obfervation, either as matter of amufement 
or curioiity, one day led him into a coiFeC-houfe, 
where they faw a number of people, forae feated 
in the Turkifh faihion, fome on low ftools, and 
fome {landing ; and in the middle a man walking 
to and fro, fpeaking in an audible voice, fometimes 
flowly, fometimes with rapidity, varying his tones 
occaiionally with all the inflexions of a corre* 
fponding fcnfe. '* I could not," fays Capt. Camp* 
bell, " under fland him, but he feemed tD me to 
fpeak with • good emphafis and good difcretion :* ' 
his aflion was eafy to him, though exprelTive and 
emphatical ; and his countenance exhibited ftrong 
marks of eloquent expreflion. I could not help 
fiaring with afioniihment at a Tcene fo new to me, 
and felt great approbation of the tones and manner 
of this extraordinary orator, though I could not un- 
F derftand 
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derftand a Tingle word he fald. He was liflened to 
by all with great attention, and the Turks (albeit 
not ufed to the laughing moodj frequently betrayed 
firong fymptoms of rifibility : but in the height an'd 
torrent of his fpeech he broke fiiddenly off, fcam- 
pered out of the door and difappeared. I fet it 
down that he was a maniac or lunatic of an inge- ' 
nious kind, and was for going away. ' Stay,*. fays 
lay friend, * reft where you are for a few minutes, 
let^4is hear further.' 

•* The orator had fcarcely been gone tliree mi- 
nutes, when the room was filled with the buzz of 
converfation, not one word of which could I un- 
derftand, but which my guide liftened to very at- 
, tentively. At length the buzz began to grow loud, 
and foon increafed into clamour; when a fcene en* 
fued of fo very ludicrous a kind as forced me to 
cram my handkerchief into. my mouth to fupprefs a 
laugh, or at leaft fo to ftifleit-as to avoid pbferva- 
tion. In fliort, they were difputing violently. -I 
tecame convulfed with mirth; and my friend, feeing 
that I «was likely to give offence, took me under the 
arm acid hurried me put of the cofFec-houfe : we 
retired into a porch in the caravan fera, where I 
gave vent to. my fuppreffed laughter .till my fides 
were fore and my- eyes ran tears. 



In 
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••In the name of God; my friend!" faid 1, 
"* tell me what is the meaning of all that extrava« 
gant fcene to which we have juft now been witnefs^: 
who is that madman that fpoke fo much? and why 
did they all quarrel after he went away ?"

•• .Th AT^" returned nriy friend, " is a part of 
the art pf his profeffion, without which he could not 
Jive : juft as he gets to a moft interefting part of the 
ilory, when he has wound the imagination of his 
auditors up to the hi^ejft climax of expeftation, he 
purpofely breaks off to make them eager for the 
reft. He is fure to have them all the next day, with 
additional numbers who coiiie on their report, and 
he makes his terms to finifli the flory.'*

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ifhat the denouement aught to be before tban after 
the inventor of the piece h?is difpofed of it, as is^ 
the praftice with us. When he has once finiflied 
his fable, you will find them all content, and the 
voice of criticifm filent. Now in France or Eng- 
land, our critics lie perJue, in order to attack the 
poet, let bim finiQi his performance how he may. 
Bat you will recolleft, Monfieur, that io Turkey 
criticifm is the honeft fpoittaneous iflue of the 
heart, and with us is a trade, where fometimes lucre,, 
fometimes vanity, but, oftcner than both, envy 
and malice, dire£t the decilion, and difpofe to cavil 
and cenfure* 

*• But we will go again to morrow," conti. 
nued h«, " probably he will be there to conclude of 
proceed further with his flory ;" I agreed to this 
and we parted, 

"On the next day we went, and not feeing the 
orator in his place, lounged about the caravanfera, 
and going to another coffee-houfe, found him de- 
claiming with all his might. My friend told mc, 
that the ftory he was now on was quite different from 
the former : however, we watched his motions fo ef- 
feftually, that we got the conclufion of the ftory of 
Caffem, which compfetely difappointed the prognof- 
tics of the two confliftingTurkift^ critics ; for CaiTem 
was neither baftinadoed^ flaked^ nor banged, nor 

married 
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inaFried to the Cadt's daughter, but lived to fee that 
extreme avarice was folly; and to be fcnfible that 
to make the proper i^fe of the goods of this life is to- 
enjoy them^ 

" My Frencb friend called on- me a morning of 
two after t^is, zaid reminding me howhighly I feemed 
to becntert2uned, faid, there were often to be feen^ 
by walking about and going into public places, a 
variety of things, which, however worthlefs andun^ 
entertaining inthemfelves, might,, from the novelty 
<xf their appearance, and their unlikenefs to any 
thing feen in Europe, ferve ekher to divert by their 
oddity, or promote the conception of new ideas in 
the mind: he therefore recommended it to me, 
with all the zeal of a perfon who took an intereft in 
my happinefs, to keep on my legs and in the ftreeta 
while I remained it Aleppo. 

•• With this advice I readily complied, and we 
faUied out direflly in q^ueft of adventure. We pro* 
ceeded, therefore, to one of the beforementioned 
coffee-houfes, where, as my friend obferved to me, 
though there were no people of great rank, there 
was generally fomethingte afford contemplation or 
amufement; and where, if nothing elfe occurred, 
the motley appearance of the company was fuf&- 
cientto excite a variety of whimfical emotions, and 
fuggeft numberlefs ladicrous images to the imagi» 

natioa 
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nation^ of an Englifh of French man;. At th«re 
was no orator at work declaiming, I had time to 
indulge- jnyfelf with a more accurate view than'I 
had before taken of the group that furrounded us^: 
and furcly never was ponderous gravity more ludi- 
croufly, or in more vaiiious forms, depifted by any 
aaricaturift in the world,.' Here it was to he feen, 
in all its (hadings, front the felf-important nod of 
ferious cogitation, down, to the foporific afpeft of 
folid flupidity. Not a mufcle was moved in way 
of mirth, not a- face difgraced with a fmile, and I 
could. not help'thinking all the time, that if everjr 
nation of the earth -were to take fome animal for its 
, inflgnia, as the BritiQi aflume the lion, and the 
ErufTian the eagle,, the Turks might be divided in 
their choice between the appropriate claims, of j the 
pwl ahd-the afs, 

** Soon after we entered, a band of what tBcy 
called mufick {truck up a coneert. Andhere a^ia 
the notion.of the owl and the afs ftruefc mci :^th iifc* 
creafed force,, as peculiarly prefiding 04^er their ma- 
fic: for no other combination of founds that I 
know on. earth, but the fcreeching^of the one,, and 
the braying of the other^ could form any thing to 
refemble this concert, with, which the auditory 
feemed vaftly pleafed„ though! was obliged to be- 
take myfelf to flight, in order to get relief from the 
torture it gave mci' The Turks^ however, a& I 

retreated 
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Tctreated, honoured me with a few remarks, whick 
«s I did not undcrftand, I could not precifely feel; 
my friend however told me, they were to the 
efFeft that I was Frangi Dumus (Frank Hog)^ 
and had no more^ear than that filthy animal for 
mufic. 

•* Come, faid my friend; don't be dlfcouragedT 
—But the mufic, — the mufic ! interrupted I— 
Well then, faid he, the mufic, or rather the founds, 
were execrable, to be fure ; yet they have at l^aft* 
ferved to eftablifti this certainty, that there is no- 
thing, however difcordant or deteftable,. which ha- 
'bit will not reconcile us to. Doubt not, faid he, 
'that the beft piece of Handel or Corelli, performed 
*by the \stii band in Rome, would appear as ridi* 
culous to them, as their concert did to us.*' 

** We vifited many cofFee-houfes in the courfe^ 
of that day^ in every one of which we found foine- 
thing to divert or difguft us ; at length as we entered 
one, my friendly guide turning to me with fatisfac- 
tion in his countenance, faid, • Here is fomething 
about to go forward that will pleafe'you better than 
the concert of mufic/* What is it, faid I? A* 
drama, returned he;, a drama, to you moft cer- 
tainly of a new and extraordinary kind; and 1 do 
aflure you, that fo zealous am. Lto procure you ea- 
lertainment^, 1 would rattier than a couple of Ioui& 

yoa 
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you. could underftand what is going forward : your 
hearty mirth and laughter, added he^are fufHcient 
to put one in fpirits. He then direfled niy;atten- 
tion to a fellow who was bufily eaiployed in ereft- 
ing a ftage, which he accompliflied in a time incre- 
dibly ftiort. The light of the fun was completely 
excluded, and a puppet fliew commenced, which 
gave great delight to all the audienccj, and, ignorant 
as rwas of the langyag^, pleafed me very much* 

•*'I-WAS aftonilhed when informed that one man 
only fppke for all the perfonages of the drama, for 
fo artfully did he change his tone of voice, that I 
could have fworn there had been as many people to 
fpeak, as thetc were charafters in. the piece. The 
images were not aflually puppets conimohly. fo 
called, but fliadows done in the manner of AlUey's 
Ombres Ckinoifes. They were, however, far infe- 
nor to his in execution- and managenseot, though 
the dialogue and incident evidently. appeared,, even 
tx) me, to be executed with a degree of the. vis co." . 
mica far fuperior to any I ever faw in a thing of ihci 
kind in Europe ; indeed, fo perfeft was jhe whole^, 
that though J knew not a word of the language, I 
comprehended clearly the plan of the piece, and 
many of the ftrokes of humour contained in the dia- 
logue. The plan was obvioufly taken from a llory 
which I have read in fome of the eaftern tales, I be- 
lieve in the Arabian. Nights. Eatertaiaments, and it 
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'is founded on the law of tBe country, that a man 
may repudiate his wife twice, and take her back 
again ; but in the event of a third divorce, cannot 
retake her to his marriage bed, unlefs Ihe be previ- 
cufly married and divorced by another man. To 
obviate which, hufbands who repent having divorced 
their wives a third time, employ a man to marry 
them, and reftore her back again; and* he -who does 
this office is called a kullah. In the piece before 
us,' however, the lady and the hullah like eaih 
other fo well, that they agree not to feparate; the 
hufband brings them both before the Cadi to enforce 
a reparation ; and the fcene before the Cadi was as 
ludicrous, and as keen a fatire upon thofc magif- 
trates, as can well be conceived, though of the low 
kind. 

•* The piece was introduced with a grand nup- 
tial proceffion, in which the matter difplayed the 
powers of his -voice by uttering a variety of the 
moft oppofue tones in the whole gamut of the 
human voice; fometimes fpeaking, fometimes 
f<jueaking like a hurt child, fometimes huzzaing as 
aiB3t), a woman, or a child; fometimes neighing 
like a hoffe, and fometimes interfperfing it with 
other fuc^ founds as commonly occur in crowds, in 
fuch a manner as aftoniflied me : while the concomi- 
tant aftion of the images, grotefque beyond meafure, 
kept up the laugh; horf6s kicking and throwing 
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their riders, ailes biting thofe near them, and kiclc- 
iiig thofe behind them, who retire limping in ^he 
•moft ridiculous manner; while their great Handing. 
charaQer in all pieces, Kara-ghufe (the fame as 
•our Punch), raifed a general roar^of obftreperous, 
mirth even from the Turks, with his whimficail, 
aflion, of which I mull fay that, though nonfenfi- 
cal, though indecent, and fometimes even difguft- 
ing, it was on the whole the moft finiOied compo« 
fition of low ribaldry and fun that I ever beheld. 

•* When they come before the Cadi, he is feated 
in his divan of juftice ; but as foon as the complaint 
is opened and anfwefed, he rifes and comes for- 
ward between the contending parties : here he turn5 
'to one and demands in a terrific tone what he has to. 
fay, while the other puts cafti in his hand behind, 
and in proportion as the cafli is counted in, increafes 
the terror of his voice ; he then pockets the 
money, and again turns to the other, and demands 
what he has to offer, while in like manner he receives 
the bribe from his adverfary, and puts it in an op- 
pofite pocket: this alternate application lalls till the 
purfes of both are exhaufted, when, giving a great^ 
groan, he retires on one fide to reckon the money 
of each from a pocket he has on either fide, one 
called plaintiff, and the other defendant; when- 
balancing them, he finds plaintiff better by one 
afper (or three half-pence) than defendant, and 

pro- 
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pronounces his judgment accordingly. The de- 
fendant appeals to the Bafiiaw ; they go before him : 
Kara-ghufe (Punch) however takes the defendant 
afiiJe, and in a dialogue, which my friend alTuried 
me was pointed, witty, and bitterly fatirical, dc- 
velopes to him the whole fyftem of magiftratical in- 
juftice, advifes him to bribe the Bafliaw, and, de- 
claring his zeal for all young people fond of amo- 
rous enjoyment (which he is at fome pains to enlarge 
upon to the excefs of indelicacy), offers him the 
aid of his purfe. The advice is followed ; the bribe 
is accepted ; the Cadi*s decree is reverfed, and him- 
felf difgraced, and the mob at once huftle him and 
bear the Jiullah home to his bride with clamours 
of joy. Here again the mafler ftiewed his extra- 
ordinary powers, giving not only, as before, diftinft 
and op'pofite tones of voice, but huddling a number 
of different founds with Cuch (kill and rapidity toge- 
ther, that it 'was fcarcely pofTible to refift the peri 
' fi^afion that they were the iffue of a large and tu- 
multuous crowd of men and animals. With this 
extravagant medley the curtain dropped, and the 
performance ended. 

** Returning home we converfed together on 

the fubjeft of the piece, which 1 confefs I could 

not get out of my head for fome time. My friend 

explained to me, as well as he could recoil e^l, a 
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great part of the dialogue, and affured me, that the 
freedom of fpeech of Monfieur Kara-ghufe had 
from time to time created a greiat deal of uncafl. 
xrefs, not only to private offending individuals, but 
to the magiftracy itfelf — that no offender, however 
intrenched behind power, or enflirined in rank, 
could efcape him — that Bafliaws, Cadis, nay the 
Janiffaries themfelves, were often made the fport 
of his fury ; that he was not more reftrained in the 
effufiQns of obfcenity which he uttered, than in his 
fatire ; that he was always wel 1 received and ap- 
plauded, even venerated (as we venerate the liberty 
of the prefs) as a bold teller of truth, who with 
little mifchief does a great deal of good, and often 
roufes the lethargic public mind to a fenfe of 
public dangers and injuries. He added, that in 
fome cafes the magiftrate had been obliged to inter- 
fere; and the Bafliaw himfelf was ferioufly called 
upon -at times to flop the licentious tongue of this 
champion of freedom, Kara-ghufe. 

** Well then," faid I, " it appears upon the 
whole that Monfieur Kara-ghufe is a very great 
blackguard, but a very witty, and a very honeit 



«* You have juft hit It/' faid he, " and if 
Mafler Kara-ghufe was to take fuch liberties in 
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France, Spain, Portugal, or Germany,' all his wit 
and honefty would not fave him from punilh- 
ment. In England you do not want him; every 
man there is a Kara-ghufe, and every newfpaper a 
puppet-fliew." 

•• And yet,'' returned I, " we complain fadly 
of want of liberty." 

** That is natural," returned my fagacious 
Frenchman, ** perfeftly natural. Liberty is like 
money; the more we have of it, the more eovetous 
we grow." 

•' Very true, MonGeur," faid I, pleafcd with 
his compliment to our happy conftitution, and to 
clinch his obfervation, gave a Latin quotation, 
which when a child I got out of Lilly's Grammar, 
** Crefcit amor nummi^ quantum ipfa pecunia crefcit;^* . 
and then changing nummus for libertas^ " Crefcit 
amor liiertatis,. quantum ipfa libertas crefcit,** 

** Tis very well, Monfieur," faid he; " and to 
ca^ry on your allufion, may we not fay, that they 
who do not know when they have enough are as 
dangeroufly wrong in the one cafe, as thofe who 
fay we have too much are in the other? The 
Englifli complaining of the want of liberty, re- 
•G a minds 
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xninds me of the coffee-houfe orator*s ftory of 
Caffem, who, wallowing in wealth, loft it all in 
the wild purfuit of more. I hope however that 
they never will, like him, Jofc their ftock in vaia 
endeavours to increafe it.

VVHILE our traveller was in this manner en- 
deavouring to pafs away the time as cheerfully as 
4)oflible till a caravan was formed, or Company's 
difpatches were coming overland,, of which he 
might avail himfelf, he found his fituation in the 

houfe of Mr. growing extremely critical. 

That gentleman had, though fallen into the vale 
of years, married his lady at a very tender age. 
She was then young, beautiful, full of fenfibility, 
and gifted with fuch natural endowments both of 
mind and perfon, accompanied with all thofe ac- 
G J compliftments 
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accompliftiraents which helped todrefs them to ad- 
vantage, that flie might well be acquitted ot va- 
nity, even though fancy fuggefted to her (he was'fit 
to grace and confer happinefs on a younger bed;, 
while rcfleftion on the obvious difparity of the 
match (which the cool temper of fatiety poflibly 
_fugge8ed to hiim) might perhaps have alarmed his 
liaind to circumftances of probable danger, that, 
before wedlock, were all hid behind the deceptive 
veil of paflion. Whether thefe were the private 
fentiments that influenced both, or either of them,, 
cannot be determined ; but Capt. Campbell had not 
been long in the houfe before he plainly perceived 
that they were on a very bn(||ifc)oting wuh each 
other, and, in (hort, that difagrfeement was become 
habitual to them. At firft, decency enforced con- 
cealment, and the ebullitions of peevilhnefs were 
flifled by the diSates of prudence: but the aniijioft- 
ties of the connubial flate- are thofe wliich of all 
others are the moft impatient under, controul ; and 
as time, by producing familiarity, relaxed refti-aint, 
the pent-up paflions began to force their way, and 
open bickering took place in his prefence. 

It has been already obferved, that the Captain 
was then young. Perhaps it was owing to a conge« 
niality pointed out by their age, perhaps to a com- 
panionate politenefs amounting to tendernefs, 
which he always difclofed on thefe unhappy occa- 

HonSy 
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Cons, joined perhaps to the ardent look of youth 
kindled by the imaginations to which this impru- 
dent conduft infenJibly gave birth, that the lady 
thought proper to take the very hazardous ftep of 
making a confidant of a young man and a foldier, 
and revealing to him the whole tale of her grievances, 
with a pathetic eloquence that would have made an 
impreffion upon a much lefs fufceptible mind than 
bis. Though this extraordinary mark of confidence 
and efleeny communicated to his heart ftrong Cenfa* 
tions of unjuftifiable pleafures, he fo far got the bet- - 
ter of himfelf at firft, as to receive the whole with 
the fame appearance of tranquility, as if he had been 
only a confidential female friend. He pitied, it is 
arae — he exprefledhis pity — headvifed, nottreach- 
croufly but faithfully — he fan! fuch things as oc- 
curred to him as moA likely to affuage and extin- 
guiOi the flame of difcord, and lead to amicable ad« 
juftment; and he parted tor that time with her to 
go tp a felf-approving pillow, where, while his 
fancy was inflamed and tickled by the flattering 
mark of regard fliewn him by fo accompliflied a 
perfon, he had the foothing confcioufnefs of hav- 
ings as far as he was aj)le, 'done his duty, and ef- 
caped the corroding refleftion of having violated 
the rights of hofphality. 

Not an opportunity however afterwards offered, 
th^t the fame unhappy point was not the fubjeft of 
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dlfcufiion, and unfortunately thofe opportunities 
but too frequently occurred ; till at length both the 
lady and he began to feel that they.were the fweeteft 
minutes of their lives, and were fogght for with in- 
duftrious avidity by both of them. No human re- 
folution was fufficient to withftand.fuch an unlucky 
concurrence of circumftances : from lamenting the 
grievances, they wiflied to remove them; from 
withing they proceeded to confider the means ; and 
when they had got that length, the flight was not 
far to the extreme end — the execution of it. His 
paflions hurried him before them, his expreflions 
grew gradually more and more unguarded, their 
converfation became more interefttng and warm; 
and though he felt and ftruggled to be guided by the 
ftrift principles of honour, and. formed a thoiifand 
refolutions not to tranfgrefs the laws of hofpitality» 
by injuring the man who had treated him with fucb 
kindnefs, the ftruggle became too fevere for him ;

unhappy fituation^ ** We fell,*' fays Capt. Camp, 
bell, " but not entirely. There is one length to 
which no earthly confideration— no allurement, 
however dazzling, could tempt me — ^it is now the 

moft 
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moll cordicJ confolaiion 'to my mind ; I never fuf- 
iered myfelf to think of trefpaffing on the decorum 
of his houfe, nor did we in any fingle inflance carry 
our intercourfe to a difeft violation of his bed. 
Though the tranfports of youtliful paflion hurried us 
into converfations and refleftions on the fubjeft of 
her determination. to be feparated from her hufband, 
yet that pafTion was of too delicate a kind to fink 
into the brutal fordid indulgence of diflionourable 
ftolen embraces. She wifhed for that feparation, 
rather as a fubterfuge from inceffant diurnal mifery, 
than as a prelude to any vicious or illicit enjoy- 
ment ; and we looked with picafure to the event, 
but we looked no farther." 

While» however, they hugged themfelves in the 
fecurit}^and fecrecy of expreffing their genuine fen- 
timents, her hufband difcovered \heir wilhes, and all 
at once took the nece ffary meafures for preventing 
them. So that overwhelmed with grief and fhame, 
the Captain direftly formed the refolution to leave 
Aleppo, and proceed in the befl manner he could 
to his deflination. 

The ftory, neverthelefs, by means unneceffary to 
mention, took wind. The folly of fome, the ma- 
lice of others, and the unaccountable propenfity to 
falQiood of more, trumpeted it about with jtnany 
exaggerations to bis injury, and he was held up as 

the 
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the deliberate feducer of innocence : but the whole 
tranfaftion (he declares) was exaftly as we have 
flated it ; and the conjugal difagreements previous 
to his arrival at Aleppo, which, in telling the ftory, 
his enemies purpofely omitted, were of fuch public 
notoriety, that every European, even the Conful 
himfelf, was fully acquainted with them. 

The difcovery, however, furprifed and grieved 
him very much ; and, indeed, it aftoniftied hin> 
the more, from the manner in which it was com* 
municated. 

One day he received a polite meffage from the 
Britilh Conful, deflring to fpeak to him as foon as 
poffible, upon abufinefs of great confequence. He

He then proceeded to relate to him, that Mr. 

had informed him of a confpiracy having been 

meditated againft his peace and honour, between 
his wife and theEnglifli gentleman whom he had 
entertained in his houfe ; that their plan was no- 
thing lefs than an elopement ; and that he did not 
know how fooh it might be carried into execution, 
if not timely prevented ; and finally, that he had 
demanded the afliftance of the Conful, and his in- 
tereft with the Turkifli magiftrate, to prevent it, 
by granting him an armed force for the proteftion 
of his houfe. 

The Captain was much furprifed to find that 
converfations fo very guarded as theirs were difco- 
vered, and more fo that the aggrieved perfon did 
not think proper to fpeak to himfelf and charge 
him in perfon with the offence ; never refle^ling 
the while^ that all his ideas were military, and 
Mr. — — 's merely commerciah He was alfo 
much at a lofs to conjefture how the difcovery 
came to be nvade — but this he found afterwards was 
owing to a female fervant, .who had been improvi- 
dently intruiled by her raiftrefs with the fecret. . 

Finding, 
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Finding, however, that by whatever means 

Mr. became acquainted Mrith the affair, it was 

a certain faft that he was apprifed of it, the Cap- 
tain direftly acknowledged the whole truth with 
the utmoft candour to the Conful ; told him the 
affair ilep by ftep as it arofe, affuring him that pity 
for'the lady's deplorable fituation made' him liften 
to fuch a ineafure; and that unlawful paffion had fo 
little to do with it, that in all their private con- 
ferences they had never tranfgreffed the limits of . 
purity ; and that her perfon was, at leaft refpefting 
him, and he firmly believed all mankind, fpotlefs 
and inviolate. He added, that great allowances 
weft to be made for a young creature barely eigh- 
teen years of age, configned by the wickednefs of 
avaricious parents to the embraces of a man of 
fixty.five; who, iamiable and worthy though he 
was. in focial intercourfe with the wo^rld, was yet 
in the moft indifpenfable point of connubial felicity 
fo utterly defeftive, as neceffarily to^create difguft 
and abhorrence in a youthful mind. He remarked, 
that, in the forming of laws, it as plainly appeared 
on their face who made them amongft the Englilh, 
as it does'on the face of the Gehtoo laws, that they 
were made by the Bramins : for, as by- the latter 
the penalty of a few puns of couries (nt)t value a 
fhillitig) is annexed tb ihe perpetration of a crijne 
for which thofe of another clafs lofe their lives, fo, 
among us, it appears that our hws are made by the 
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aged, the decrepid« the fenfual, and the rich : elfe 
it could never happen that there were in the fame 
code, laws to punlfli marriage between the young 
and vigorous, and others to enable the brutality of 
a parent to take its full fcope, and confign, as in 
the prefent inftance, youth, beauty, health, and 
every perfonal attra£lion, to the arms of age, infir« 
mity, and impotence. 

The Conful fairly acknowledged there was too 
much truth in what he faid ; but remarked withal, 
that it was rather a hazardous experiment, and he 
was fure it would be an endlefs one to corre3 all 
the abufes to which the fallibility of man, and his 
incompetency to form any thing perfcft, neceflarily 
left fociety and their laws liable — that the law wag 
written, and it was the duty oS every individual to 
obey it — and that in cafes of adultery, the offence 
could be juflified on no folid grounds whatever, for, 
independent of the feelings of ihe hufbaad, which 
perhaps were more poignant in old age than youth, 
the injury to his family was not to be got over, in 
probably giving to him an heir no way a-kin to 
him. " It would be right, I think,*' faid be, " id 
flop fuch difproportioriate matches ; .yet, once 
made, they Ihould be as religioufly obferv^d ai lh6fe 
9f love, among which we ^Imoft as frequently, aa 
in thofeof compulfion, fee inftances of infidelity. If 
H yoii 
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you doubt this," faid he, " riead the records of 
Doftors* Commons." 

Ths Captain allowed the juftice of what he faid, 
but at the fame time aflured the Conful that his in- 
tentions went no farther than wifliing the lady to be 
refcued from her thraldom, which was dreadful. — 
" I am fure," faid the Conful, ** that Mr. Camp- 
bell thinks fo, becaufe I am convinced he would 
not otherwife fay fo. But may not," faid he, 
fmiling, •• may not Mr. C. have deceived himfelf ? 
thefe are cafes in which the paflions are ftrangely 
apt to hoodwink the underftanding. 

"However," faid he, breaking off pleafantly, 
" I muft give you all the comfort that truth will 
allow me to do : I am fure that the poor lady is 
condemned to great wretchednefs ; partly from my 
own obfervation, partly from public report, and 
partly from her own mouth : for you muft know 
ihe has^feveral times complained to me of her huf- 
band's peetiihnefs and tyranny ; and even befought 
me to ufe my influence and authority to relieve her 
from her mifery. 

«• Mr. ," continued he, •* is a man whom 

on all other accounts I efteem, and highly value. 
In this inltance he has erred, and I cannot pity 
him, even though he fuffers all the torments o.f jea^ 

loufy : 
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loufy: and as there are laws for punifliing with 
death premature int^rcourfe with the fex, I cannot 
fee, any more than you, why the faqrificing youth 
to extreme old age (hould not be equally puni{hed» 
for I am fure it is equally unnatural, and ftill more 
injurious to a Hate. Thefe are my fentiments," 
continued he ; *' but let not this declaration induce 
you to think that I the lefs disapprove of your in- 
termeddling. You have allowed me the privilege 
of a friend, and I will not fuffer it to be made an 
empty one. You were more culpable than many 
young men would be ; firft, becaufe you are mar- 
ried, and Ihould, upon the common principles o£ 
doing as you would be done by, have refrained ; 
and next, becaufe you were enjoying the fweets o£ 
hofpitality in his houfe, and fliould have daflied 
from his lips, rather than held to them, the deepeft* 
cup of bitternefs/' 

Th£ Conful then, turning the difcourfe from 
its direft lipe, obferved, that it was abfolutely ne- 
•ceflary the Captain ihould defift, as otherwife he 
fhould be obliged to ufe his influence and power to 
prote£l Mr. • 

In anfwer to this, our traveller gave him his 

honour in the firft place, that he would proceed no 

farther in the bufinefs ; and that, on the contrary, 

he was determined to fet out upon his journey to 

H 2 India 
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India 'direflly, if means could be contrived tor 
his conveyance ; adding, that he (hould confider it 
as a great favour, in addition to thofe he had al- 
ready received at the Confurs hands, if he would 
contrive fome means to fet him forward in his 
route. 

To this the Conful anfwered, that as the making 
up of a caravan would be extravagantly expenfive, 
he knew no means that were not attended with 
certain hardOiip and eventual danger ; but finding 
the Captain determined at almofi any danger or ha* 
2ard to fet off, he propofed to fend for a m^M. who 
knew evety refource in that way, and when he 
came would talk farther 6n the biifinefs ; in the 
mean time he recommended great circumfpefiiiori 

to him while he continued at Mr. 's houfe, to 

which he very folemnly pledged his word. 

Bein€» now conftrained' by erery confideradon, 
as well of prudence and decency as of inclination, 
to leave Aleppo immediately, he determined that no 
common impediments ftould ftop him, and he 
waited with impatience the arrival of the perfon 
op wjiom the Conful relied his hopes of difpatch* 
ing him. 

This perfon came in the evening, and af tef a 
conference with the' Conful, was introduced to the 

Captain, ' 
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Captain, who was informed that he was a Tartar, 
and one of the vail number of that defcription who 
are employed by the Turkifli ftate in carrying dif- 
patches from court to the various Viceroys and 
Bafhaws, and interchangeably between them again; 
that they were men on whofe fidelity the utmofi re- 
liance ^ould be had ; and that this man, who had 
an excellent chara£ler, had agreed to take him to 
Bagdad) provided he would fubmit to^the difguife 
of a Tartar. 

The agreement between them was entirely 
fubmitted to the discretion of the Conful, who 
fettled it thus : — ^The Tartar was to deliver the 
Captain fafe at Bagdad ; to fupply him and his fer- 
yant, who a£led as interpreter; with an ample fuf- 
ficiency of provifions and horfes on the road ; to 
exchange his borfe for him as often as he pleafed, 
. and to go at fuch rate, whether fafter or flower, as 
be thought proper : for this he was to receive one 
hundred pounds ; and the Captain farther promifed/ 
as an encouragement, that if he afled to his fatif- 
faRion, he would, on their arrival at Bagdad, a4d 
a douceur of twenty pounds. 

The next day he qame again, and Captain 

Campbell had a diftinft view of his future guide 

and fuppofed mafter, for in federal places, the Cap- 

t«iiu was to pafs for his flave. ** tie was,'* fays our - 

H 3 trdVellLr, 
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traveller, ** one of thofe {kilning eharaSer fi^gare^ 
that a painter would like to take a Ik etch bf — anjj 
methought Tartar was written legibly in every li-^ 
neament of his countenance and perfon. He was 
iair, mufcular, and bony — his figure befpoke great 
hardihood, ftrength, and aftivity — ^nor could the 
trowfers which he wore conceal the Herculea» tex- 
ture of his limbs"-his (houlders were expanded to 
an enormous breadth-^he was unineunibered with 
flefli, or, indeed, rather extremely lea»— his fore-* 
head, though partly concealed beneath his turban, 
was very high — his noffe large, hooked, iharp, and 
prominent — a pair of.fmall, fierce, black, pene** 
trating eyes, barely feparated by the nofe^ and a 
formidable pair of mudachios, which he carefuUy 
fieeked with pomatum into a point refembKng ^a 
awl*blade, and which moved like the whifbers of a 
purring cat, with every word he Tpoke, gave a 
whirafical ferocity to the countenance, beyond the 
reach of defcription. and rendered him altogether as 
difeouraging a confidentfial friend, as ever a Chrif* 
tian trufted hi? life to fince Mahomet firft fet up the 
trade of a propl>et. He furveyed me with great at- 
tention — opened his mouth two or three times like 
a gafping pike, as if to fpeak — ftroaked his whifk* 
cr& as often — and at laft pronounced that he would 
undertake to condu£l me ,* adding, in allufion ta 
my black hair and dark complexion, that I looked 
more like a native, than any Frank he had ever 

feen. 
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feen. He ordered me to cut my hair quite fliort, 
to provide myfelf with a Tartar drefs and cap,^» 
the fafliian of his own ; anti, faying he would call 
on me in proper time, dcpartedJ*^ 

T»U5 equipped, they fet out ; but previous to^ 
his departure the Confal did every thing that was 
poflible for him to do, conducive to his fafcty and 
accommodation on the road, which^ as they were 
obliged to*go to the city af Diarbekcr.agreat length 
oat of their way,.heobferved would be long, dreary^ 
fatiguing, and hazardous ; he procui-ed him from 
others, and gave him himfelf^ a number of letters^ 
znd at parting, defiredhim to comfort himfelf witk 
the refleftion, that whest he arrived at his journey^s 
end, he would ha^^e to boad, that he went to India 
by a route never travelled by any European be- 
fore. 

•• A» I became feimiliarifcd tamy Tartar guide,** 
fays Capt, Campbell, *• I found his charafter dif- 
clofe much better traits than his firfi appearance be-^ 
fpoke^ and 1 began infenfibly to think him a very 
entertaining fellow. Perceiving that I was very low- 
fpirited and thoughtful, he exhibited manHeft marktf 
df compaffion ; and taking it into bis head that f 
was aftually removed for ever from my friends andf 
my family, he fpoke in a ftyle of regret and feeling, 
that did great honour to his^ heart : and to fay the 

truth, 
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truth, he did every thing in his power to alleviate 
my feelings, converfing with me, either by means 
of tlie interpreter, or in broken linguafranca fup- 
plying all my wants cheerfully and abundantly ; 
changing horfes with me as often as I pleafed, and . 
going flow or galloping forward, juft as bell fuited 
my iaclination and humour. 

** The firft objeft he feemed to have in view on 
our journey was, to imprefs me with a notion of hia 
confequence and authority, as ameffepger belong- 
ing to the Sultan. As all thofe men are employed 
by the firif magift rates in the country, and are, as it 
were,, the links of communication between them, 
they think themfelves of great importance in the 
fiate ; while the great men whofe bufinefs they 
are.employed in, make ^ them feel the weight of au- 
thority, and treat them with the greateft conteii^pt : 
hence they become habitually fervile to their fupe- 
riors, and by natural confequence infolent and over- 
bearing to their inferiors, or thpfe who, beinj in 
their power, they conceive to be fo. As carriers of 
difpatches, their power and authorijy wherever 
they go, is in fome points undifputed j anci they 
can compel a.fupply.of provifions, horfes, and at- 
tendants, wherever it . fuils their occafipns ; nor 
dare any man refift their right to take the horfe 
from under him to proceed on the Emperor's bufi- 
nefs, be the owner's occafion ever fo preffing. 

** My 
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" My feelings, which were altogether of the 
moft unpleafant kind, ferved as a ftimulus to my 
mind, and increafed my anxiety to get forward ; I 
therefore puflied on as fail as the faorfes, which were 
in general excellent, could carry me : and as we 
halted at a number of ftages to get frefh horfes and 
provifions, my Tartar guide had frequent opportu* 
nities of indulging his felf-impbrtance, and difplay-* 
ing his great authority and power. As foon as he 
flopped at a caravanfera, he immediately called 
luftily about him in the name of the Sultan, de- 
manding with an imperious and menacing tone of 
voice, frefli horfes, vifluals, &c. on the inftantL 
The terror of this great man operated like magic i 
nothing could exceed the aftivity of tlie men, the 
brifknefs of the women, and the terror of the chil- 
dren ; for the caravanferas are continually attended 
by numbers of the very loweft clalTes of the people ; 
but no quicknefs of preparation, no effort or in- 
dullry could fatisfy my gentleman ; he would (hew 
me his power in a ftlll more ftriking point of view, 
and fall belabouring them with his whip, and kicking 
them with all his might. I mu(l confefs I was much 
hurt at this extravagant abufe of upftart power, and 
was two or three times on the point of interfering ; 
but fortunately, recollefted that it would neither be 
in charafler, nor have any good effefl, and that if I 
prefumed to fpeak, my guide would be obriged ir> 

ray 
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my defence, to give me a flogging in order to pre* 
vent fufpicion. 

" This inconfiderate tyranny and cruelty, I had 
afterwards reafon to believe, was by no means a 
part of bis natural difpofition ; but vanity, to which 
(o many among us in Europe fall viflims, urged 
him to exceffes, whieh I dare fay his heart privately- 
condemned. 

" It was on the fifth or fixth day (I cannot pre- 
cifely fay which) after our leaving Aleppo, that we 
got to the city of Diarbeker, the capital of the pro- 
yince of that name, having pafTed over an extent of 
country of between three and four hundred miles, 
moft of it bleffed with the greateft fertility, pro- 
ducing, ill the few cultivated parts, grain, fruits of 
various kinds, and filk in great variety and abun- 
dance, and abounding with as rich paftures as I 
ever beheld, covered with numerous herds arid 
flocks. The air was charmingly temperate in 
the day-time, but, to my feeling, extremely cold 
at night." 

Yet notwithftanding the extreme fertility of this 
country, the bad adminiftration of government, 
confpiring with the indolence of the injaabifants, 
leaves it unpopulous and uncultivated. Diarbeker 
Proper, called alfo Mefopotamia, from its lying 

between 
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between the two famous rivers Tigris and Euphra- 
tes,, and by Mofes called Padan Aram, that is to 
fay— 7*' The fruitful Syria;" abounds with corn, 
wine, oil, fruits, and all the neceffaries of life. It 
is fuppofed to be the feat of the Earthly Paradife, 
and all geographers agree that it was there the dc- 
fcendants of Noah firft fettled after the flood* 

The city of Diarbeker itfelf is fituated in a de- 
lightful plain on the banks of the river Tigris, and 
nearly at its head; it is one of the richeft, moft 
trading, firong, and populous cities in Afiatic 
Turkey; and is adorned with many piazzas and 
market places in the Turkifli flyle, and a large 
magnificent mofque, formerly a Ciiriflian church ; 
for Chriftianity flourifhed over this country fo late 
as the fixth century. There is even now a fe£l, 
whofe patriarch ftill refidcs here : and they (hew on 
the road near the town, a chapel where the holy 
man Jqb is faid to be buried. This city is fupplied 
amply vith water by a canal cut from the Tigris, 
and has many . caravanferas on both fides of the 
rivefr 

F£W countrie.s in the world exceed that about 
this city , for natural richnefs and beauty: the bread 
and wine are excellent — the fruit beyond concept 
tion delicious — and the Tartar took care, under 
pretence of fupercijious hauteur, to tear in pieces a 

couple 
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couple of fowls, and hand to the Captain now a leg 
now a wing, till be made a moft delicious repaft. 

*• Let the reader figure to himfelf," fays Capt^ 
Campbell, *' my Tartar guide, who was an ad- 
mirable a£lor, fitting at a caravanfera in fiate at his 
dinner, devouring excellent fowls, choice pillaws, 
amd delicious fruit, in as great pomp as a Bafhaw ; 
and in order to keep up the femblance of authority 
over me, to favour my difguife, handing to mc, 
who fat at humbje diflance, a part of his provifions. 
He may (I fay) form to himfelf an idea of the 
fcene ; but all the efforts of imagination muft fall 
fliort of the manner, the figure, the words, the 
looks, and the a£lions of the Tartar ; fometimes 
affeding contemptuous pity, at others fuperciliou* 
arrogance ; fometimes brutal flernnefs, and the 
gentle blandifhmcDts of confcious fuperiority; and 
all in fuch a mafterly ftyle of performance,- that I 
doubt whether Garrick himfelf, with all his powers 
of countenance, could have outdone him. Critical 
though my fituation was, and much ^s I was ha- 
rafled with the corrofions of mental pain, the ex- 
travagant aftlon and ludicrous pompofity of this 
man frequently overbore my prudence, and com- 
pelled mc to laugh incontinently and loudly ; on 
all fuch occafipns he would pvkt his hands a-kimbo, 
4raw ujp hi» eye-brows to his turb&n, fcrew down 

the 
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the corners of his moutb in the moft rueful manner^ 
and give a loud whew ! with his eyes fixed in a 
ftare at me, till entirely overcome with laughter, 
and ready to fiftk under it, I clapped my face be- 
tween' my hands, and as well as I could, bowed in 
token of fonMMv and fubmiffion: when threatening 
n!e vehtemently, and at the fame time uttering a 
lament^bl^ expreffion of doubt that he was afraid 
he had had an ideot impofed on him, he would' 
bttftle about 9 direft the horfes to be got ready » and 
order me to get on horfeback, with many denuncia- 
tions of fevere treatih^nt, and a thoufand flouriflied 
of his whip- over iliy hckd. 

" As we- advanced- towards the fouthward and 
eafiward) in ou^ way from Diarbeker toward 
Bagdad, I found the- air became fenfibly warmer, 
and obferved that the'difpofition ofthe people grew • 
more and mo^e bifUUL My guide's condnd (for 
he kn^w them-wfell) becaihe proportionately artful, 
and my manners Were of courfe to gtoW fo much 
the humbler.. I obferved, however, that his au>« 
thority continued the fame, and that he feemed to 
exert it with gi^ater rigjiHit' ; not in feverity or chaC- 
tifement, but in^x^aSlirig impiicitobediencei Yet' 
ftill he evidetiUy' afield with' great caution and oir- 
cumfpeftion : for in fome diftrifts, he either 
avoided the little villages by a circuitous route, or 
daffied through them at a very quick pace, while the 
I gaping 
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gaping maltitude confidergd us as on a difpatch 
of hafte and importance — in others, he entered the 
towns without referve, and left it to chance to de- 
cide whether we (hould be difcovercd or not. At 
at fome caravanferashe treated me withafFefted neg- 
ligence, at others he made^me cat with him and 
drink wine, of which, in fome places, he hiiAfelf 
drank copioufly, and at others as fcrupulouily re- 
frained from. And fometimes we lay at night out 
in the open air, rather than enter a town ; on 
which occafions I found the weather as piercing 
cold as it was diArefsfulJy hot in the day time. 
Bred, as the man was, a mixture of flave and tyJ 
rant, I can fuppofe fome parts of this condu£): to 
arifc from caprice ; but as he was naturallykind, 
as many of thofe aberrations from the ufual mode of 
travelling were attended with hardlhip jind incon- * 
vcnience to himfelf, and as my fervant and , the 
other Tartar were clearly of opinion he was right, 
I am rathier difpofed to believe that he, on the 
whole, a£led from principles of found fenfe and 
policy. 

" He frequently advifed me againft indulging in 
laughter ; faid it was unmanly, indecorous, incon- 
fiftent with the gravity becoming a wife man, and 
withal dangerous. 

" Onk 
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••One evening we ^ame to a caravanfera much 
fatigued, the day being extremely hot, and we hav- 
ing rode very hard ; whether it was caprice or. fa- 
tigue, or the fuggeftion of >policy that moved him, I 
cannot fay, but he certainly was more difpofed to 
.play the tyrant than 1 had ever before feen him. 
He flogged the men who took the horfes, kicked 
every oae he met, made the boufe ring with his 
•enormous voice; direfted fupper to be got ready, 
ate growling, and finding fault with every thing ; 
and under pretence of difliking the ingredients of 
^ an excellent pillaw, handed it over to me, faying. 
Here, Jimmel (the name he caHed me,) here, take 
thi» filth, and cram it down thy coarfe throat, it 
is only fit for a Frank. I took it with the belt aiiT 
of humility I could affurae: and tearing the meat 
with my fingers, which I alfo ufed inftead of a 
fpoon to eat the rice, fwallowed it eagerly; he 
watching me all the time attentively. When I 
had finiihed it, I gave him a hint in the French 
language, that I fliould like to wafli it down with 
fome wine; buf he did not, or rather would not un- 
derftand me. 

** Supper dojie, he ordered a fervant to attend 
him with fome water, and direfted him toVafli his 
feet; while that operation was performing^ he 
continued menacing every one about him. My • 
fervant, who fat next me and behind him, inter- 
1 2 preted 
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preted every thing he faid. {* Yes, ye flave/* fcftd he, 
9S he lolled back upon hU cu(hion, ^- yes, I wiHmake 
the heft of you waQi my feet ; for who (hall xefufe 
to wafli the feet of him, who reprefents the Sultan 
pf the World, the Son of Mahomet, theMefiengex 
of the Lord?" The poor Cellow proceeded in hi^ 
)iumb^ oflBce, aivd only interrupted him by faying, 
** Bleifed be my JLord the SuUan, and glory be t« 
tjbe Lord .our Qod, and Mahom^et; his propbe^.^'»-^ 
" Yqs, yes," cpntimied my Tartar, ** Mefs-God 
pnd the prophet, and .pray for his ferys^at our Sullan^ 
a^d all who reprefent faim like me, that daves of 
youf djefciip.tion are premitted to live : oay, thou 
(halt wafli jthijs Frank'? feet :'* thcin, turning jto me 
3vlth an ajijr jof ;ngigifterial teud^f ne,fs, " Jimmel,** 
faid he, " ho,ld forth thy feet, ^d let theflji "kfi 
wajted by this difc^ple of Ali— 1 fay, hoid farijh 
thy feet." 

•• SCARCELY aWe to refrain from laughter ^ 
this bomb^tdinian .of the eaft,.andhi^ pompou^s man* 
fier of ifluin^ his orders, I drew up my trowfer^ 
and took oflF my boots — the man brought Erefla w»^ 
ter, and fell to rubbing my feet with great good 
j^ill and humility, yet evidently £eU io much hurt 
at the humiliation*, that I was forry for ijr, and 
would rather have difpcnfed with the walhiug, 
though it was a luxury. 



In 
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* •• In the midft of this operation, the Tartar, 
who was reclining on his cufhion, fmoaking, rofe 
up, and ftalking two or three times acrofs the room, 

• with the raoft ludicrous air of felf-conceit and ira- 
Jportance, took his tobacco pipe from his mouth, 
"brandt(hed it in oftentatious parade, and in the tone 

and manner rather of one that was raving than of a 
man in his fober fenfes, burft out with an empha- 
tical expreffion of fatisfaflion, and faid, *• This it 
is t<Kbe protefted by a great man : Muflulmen fa- 
lam to him and wafii his feet.'* 

** The extravagance of this fentimcnt, the ab- 
furdity of its application, and the confequential fo- 
lemnity of his aftion and countenance while he 
fpoke, all together rufhed upon me with fjich im- 
petuous force, that I could noj refift it, and, in 
fpite of every effort to reftrain myfelf, burft into 
an immoderate fit of laughter. 

. " Had I the pencil of Hogarth, the pen of 
Shftkfpeare, or the powers of Garrick, I might 
attempt to give fome idea of his countenance, when 
turning, he beheld me conviilfed with laughter. I 
mighf attempt it, 1 fay, but I could not do it juftice. 
Such a combination of ludicrous expreffion I never 
beheld ; it was, indeed, an epitome of all the 
lower order of human paffions. Fury predomi- 
nated, but 'it was rifible fury — it was fury that ra- 
I 3 ther 
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thcr grinried than frowned; though under it were fa 
be feen (hajne and mortification, forrow and refenl- 
ment, pride and degradation, filly baihfuliiefs and 
decayed importance. For fome time he ftood tranf. 
fixed to the fpot, his eyes gliitening like thafe of a 
rat in a.trap ; his pointed wbiikers moving with the 
contortions of his lips, and his mouth every now^ 
and then opening like the beak of a wounded hawk. 
To utter his fenfations'he was unable ; and he co»- - 
tinned in this ftate, not only till my laughter was 
abated, but till I had time to reflefl and be feriouf* 
]y concerned. 

" At length, without faying a fentence, he 
ivheeled about, threw off his flippers, drew on his 
boots, vociferated till he brought all the people of 
the caravanfera about him, and ordered hories to be 
ready inftantly. As orders from fuch a perfon 
were not likely to be4ifobeyed, the borfes were got 
ready. I faw that I muft either proceed, or come 
to an open rupture with him ; fo recollefting that 
I was myfelf in fault, that a difpute might be fatal^ 
and that at all events it was only the hums>ur of the 
inoment, I drew on my boots too, and was ready 
to go, though I was much fitter for a twelve 
hours' nap than for an hour's ira^velling on horfe* 
back, 

*• We 
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" Wfi mounted immediately, and it was my 
good fortune to have the bcft horfe. He fet out 
upon the gallop, the moon ftiining a« brigljt almoft 
as day ; I put forward my horfe, and kept rather 
birfore him, which vexed him fo, that he beat the 
poor animal he rode on moil unmercifuiJy. A$. 
length, after about pight or ten miles riding, he 
called a halt, difmounted, and faid he would reft 
there all night. I faw it was all refentment : biU 
knowing that it would be'in vain ta renionftrate, J 
difmounted too ; and, judging that the heft way to 
mortify him in return, was to comply with afFeflcd 
approbation, turned 'to my fervant and told hint 
(knowing that it would go from him to th^ TartarJ 
that I was delighted with the beauty of the night | 
remarking at the fame time, that lying in the fwect 
falubrious air was far preferable to being con£ned 
in the fultry filth of a caravanfera. 

'* As foon as this was communicated ta the 
Tartar, he remarked, that the open-air was the 
fitteft place for the beafls of the foreft, and there- 
fore fuitable to a Frank ; but for his part, he would 
much rather repofe on a cufhion, ivhich he (hould 
have done, had it not been for my accurfed riGbl^ 
faculties. 

** Here the converfation refled, and wc fell 
fleep. . la a few hours he awoke us, and we fet for- 
ward ; 
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ward : after fome paufe, he began in the following 
manner, which was interpreted to me, as he fpoke, 
by my fervant : 

** Surely God made laughter for the derifion 
and (hame of mankind, ^nd gave it to the Franks 
and the monkies ; for the one ha, ha, ha's, and the 
othier he, he, he*s ; and both, are malicious, mif- 
chievous, and good for nothing but to fret and tan- 
talize all that come acrofs them.*' 

" Here he paufed, as waiting for fomething to 
be fatd : howevever, I remained fi lent. At length, 
he continued : ** Not but that, with all their laugR- 
ter^ they have the wifdom to take fpecial care of 
themfelves ; for. half a dozen monkies will he, he, 
he, and empty a whole orchard of its fruit in the 
reckoning of a hundred ; and a Frank will ha, ha, 
hav and eai you up pillaws and poultry like a wolf» 
and drink up wine with the fame moderation that 
a camel' drinks up wa^er.** 

• ••Ithoucht Iflionld^have choaked witkfmo. 
-thcred laughter : 1 would not, however, interrupt 
him, and fo contrived to keep it to myfeif: he 
proceeded to apothegmatife : 

" But with all their he, he, he's, and ha, ha, 
ba's, it fometimes turns out that they are caught : 

the 
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liie inonkey is feized in a ttap, and caged or 
Jioockicd o* the head,, and the Fradik is pat in jail) 
and baftinadoed or hanged : and then the tune k 
changed, and it is Oh, ho, ho 1" Here he began to 
.mimic, crying fp admirably, and at the fame time 
£o ridicolQuily, that I hurft out laughing again. 

••'OfrS^ZRViE, ^nunel,'* faid he, haftily, " ob*- 
iferve 1 you can't lefriiKn ! But jby oiu' holy prophet,^ 
ikid he, ierioufly, ^ it may end as I faid: fo IooIl 
MD yoiiit&tf, and avoid laughter in caravanieras, or 
twe part; for there are places, and that waa one cf 
4jijcm laft night, where fuCpicioa would ruin yoo. 
And if y-ou loft your life, what ihould 1 fay for 
gnytcU on my raturn to Aleppo ? Eh, what (hould 
d fay ictr myfdi? Ha, ha, ha, would not do. Noj, 
"00, they would not helieve it, and 1 ihould lofe 
j»y charaflcr." 

'** Why, Don*t you laugh yourfelf ?*' faid I. 

*• Very fcldom, or rather never,** returned he-; 
** at leaft I would not in time of danger. No, no, 
none but Chriftians and monkies mike a prafficc 
'Of laughing — Turks and Tartars are wifcr.*' I pro- 
mised him, that I would in future take more care ; 
and, by way of appeafing him with a little flattery, 
•faid, that he played his part fo admirably, it waa 
impofthle to refift the impulfe. But he anfwered. 

with 
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with a grave face, that his a£li6n in that eafe wk 
of too ferious a nature to he made a f ubje£l of mer- 
jriment, and advifed me to believe it fo. 

^* The folicitudc of my guide fpr my fafety wa« 
ihe earneftnefs of a man of bufinef^ zealous to dif* 
charge with the utmoft punflualjty the duty he had 
undertaken ; and I muil obferve, that the whole of 
his condufl evinced 'a precifion and pun6luality of 
dealing rarely found in our intercourfe with iiian- 
kind« Previous to leaving Aleppa, heh^d unde?« 
Iftken to convey me fafe — he was indefatigable and 
tinremitiing in his endeavours tado fo; h&hadpro>- 
mifed to fupply rac \yrth food — fo he did, in the. 
moft ampk manner; he promifed to go as I 
pleafed, faft or flow — fo he did ; he promifed to 
change horfes with me, as often as I thought 
proper to defire — he did fo. But beyond this, he 
feemed to carry his- care of me no farther than to 
any bale of goods he might haye in his charge. He 
was bound to deliver me fafe, in goo4 order and 
condition, at Bagdad : fo much he was determined 
to do, and no more did he think of. I had got 
letters to the Baihaws-of fome of the towns through' 
which we were to pafs : but as the delivery of a 
letter is, according to the cuitom of that country, 
always accompanied with a prefent, I thought it 
better to decline delivering them, except when ne- 
cefliiy compelled — though the ftate of the countsy 

was 
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was fo unfettledy that we often had occafion for a 
guard. 

' *• As foon as the remembrance of the laughing 
affair was a little decayed, the Tartar began to re- 
lax into good humour, and lo talk with his ufuai ve- 
hemence ;.lor he was always, according to the flow 
of his fpirits, either fullenly filent «r e;ctravagantly 
loquacious. - His tongue might be confidered asa 
thermometer, by which the warmth or coldnefs of 
his temper might be calculated,.and theextnemes of 
garrulity and taciturnity were the indices. His 
converfatioo, however, was very circumfcribed, 
and confided chiefly of ilories of himfelf and hfs 
hprfe, the ama;zing journeys he had made, and the 
f^ats of manhood he had performed. One circum- 
flance T mud in jullice mention, as I think it 
nx^rks ftrongly the habitual delicacy and modefty 
o^ this people. Although he fr'eqiiently lamented 
my banilhment from my family, and although we 
w.ere for eighteen days continually converfing on a 
variety, of occafions that might lead to the fubjeft, 
he never pnce talked pf women ; never, in all his 
pity for ray (ituation, glanced even remotely at the 
poflibility of my getting a fubftitute in that way ; 
never hinted that he thought of them himfelf.. On 
fejsing women coming to the wells, they reminded 
* me of fome of the ftories of the Old Teftamem. . I 

mentioned 
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mentioned it, but it went no farther ; for when- 
ever the fubjeft was darted, he fcemed to evade it. 

" That he conceived me to be in fome refpefts 
aparcel of property, I have good reafon to believe : 
for I obferved that at fome caravanferas thcs people* 
coIle6led round^me^ and regarded me with fli-ong 
fymptoms of furptife and pity ; fome. viewed me 
with commiferation, fome with contempt ; but not 
one creature, however wretched or abjeft, fteified 
to- envy my (itoatiofl* 

" I WAS the more confirmed in this opinion by 
an incident that happened betrween Diarbeker and 
Mofui. One morning- -I'was unufually ov'e^com'e 
with the fatigoes of the preceding day : the Tartar* 
called roe, fujnmonedmeto horfe ; and .finding^that 
I gave no anfvver, nor ftiewed any token of awat* 
irfg, heliited n*e inhisarrfii boldly from my couch 
(fuch was his ftrength that he did it without any 
difficulty), carried me out without the l^ft cerfe^ 
mony, and, before I was fo completely* awake as ta 
be fenfibie of my fituation, had^me fixed upoif a 
horfe ready to depart. 

"A TJiANis ACTION fo very finguJar; it' niay 
wril be concluded; fdrpriftd^ihe at 'the tinie, attd* 
would not readily be forgotten i fti^h a-cit>wdof ' 
ilrange, coAfufed, and incongruous thoughts and 
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(cnfaiions a» pccurred to m^, I never before expe*- 
tieaced: they were painful, ihey were rurprifing--* 
tnt ) w^ in fuch a fiate th^ I could not afterwards 
sM^lyfe ti^eo). T,be chief reAe£liaa$ that arofe from 
it was, that human (entioient muft be in a de« 
plor^ble (latet>f 4egra(JUtion indeed, when fuch a 
circiuip^lance cojuld o:ccur from the notion that a 
in^n w.^s .a^ muph a piece of property, could be 
transferjred by the fame means, and moved in the 
fame uofeeling noanner, as any portion of inert 
inai^er that makes up a ba|e of merchandize. 0£ 
the truth of this pofition I had foon after a melaa^ 
chdy truth, in an incident which, though lamen** 
table, was attended with fuch ludicrous circum« 
fiances, that even now I never think of it without 
fmrling — ^fmiling, as I did then, with a heart bleed* 
ing .with pity. 

'' On£ jadoriiing I was awakened before day« 
break with a builie in the caravaniera where we 
lodged. I •con)e6hired that the Tartar was prepare* 
ing*to get tprward, and r^fe in order to lofe.no time. 
I w^s' fo far rigiht in my Gohje£lures : the horfes 
tvere ready, I cameJout to mount, and was very 
much* fufrprifedtopjorceive Several horfes before me 
loaded with fomething which (l6odere£l from their 
backs, and which I had barely light to difcern were 
f^ot men. I concluded that they were bales of mer- 
(^ndis^e .p^K^^ed uf in a particular iprm, and aiked 
K • no 
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no qneftions till fall day-light difclored to me that 
they were human creatures tied up in facks, and 
fattened aftride on the horfes' backs. There was a 
ftrange union of horror and oddity in the conception, 
and it (Iruck me at once with a mixed emotion of in* 
dignation, pity, and mirth. The former, how- 
' ever, got the better, and I afked my fervant with 
fome warmth what it meant. He faid that the 
facks contained fome young women whom the 
Tartar had bought.—" Good God V* faid I. " is it 
poffible that he can have bought wretched females 
to treat them with fo little tendernefs?**— " He has 
bought them," returned my fervant, ** in the way 
of trafiBc, not for pleafure." 

••Suppose he has," faid I, " fuppofe even 
they were men, not to mention young women, how 
can he imagine that they will furvive this ? Tied 
up and fweltered in a fack— fafiened erofs-legs on a 
horfe, and driven at fuch an amazing rate (for by 
this time we had fet forward, and another Tartar 
was whipping the horfes up all the time, and driv- 
ing them onj — how is it poffible they can furvive ? 
They muft be fmothered — they muft be Ihattered 
to pieces — they muft be firipped, excoriated, and 
tortured to death!*' 

••If I might prefume to advife,*' faid he, •• L 
^ould fay that you had better make no remarks upon 

it; 
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it : it would only get them perhaps worfe treated, 
mi raife his anger againA you.*' 

*• To conclude, I took his advice^ and kept my 
mind to myfelf. The unfortunate women were in 
this manner carried fifty miles, at theend of which 
their tender-hearted purchafer difpofed of them in 
fome way of keeping till his return ; when I fup- 
pofe they were to be carried back in fack$ aRride 
upon horfes, all the way to Aleppo, there to be 
fold to the higheft bidder* 

** To us, who live in a country where an 
hour's detention in a houfe againft our will, is pu* 
nifhed as unlawful imprifonment, and who feel 
and value the rich treafure of liberty above all 
earthly bleffings, the bare idea of flavery appears 
horrible ; when the n)iferies of flavery are (har- 
pened by cruelty, our indignation burns af the 
offence: but fuch a complicated piece of enormity 
as that I have mentioned, almoft tranfcends belief, 
and indignation is loft in amazement. There are 
Jbut few men, even in our bracing climate, whom 
fifty miles riding would not fhake to pieces, and 
torture almoft to death. No woman would think 
of it. But when to that is fuperadded, firft the 
compulfion — then the forry and at beft painful 
equipage of the horfes — the tender perfons, unac- 
cuftomed to riding, of the women — the torturing 
' • K 2 pofition 
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pofition in which they rode — ^the fmothering heat 
of the fack — and, above all, the horrid climate, 
burning with an almoft Vertical heat (vertical at 
leaft compared with our oblique (vtnj — it will Be 
allowed to be a wonder, a^lmoft apprdachirjg to si 
miracle, that they furvived one half of their jcwir- 
ney. The wonder-working hand of Omnipoterfcc 
alone could bting them through it ; 'and When 1 
iriked in the evening whether they were dying or 
dead, and was told that they were not only alive 
but in perfe£l health, I could not help repeating 
that moft beautiful expreffion put into the mouth 
of Maria by the immitable Sterne^ *• God tempers 
the wind to the fliorn lamb." 

" This affair tended to prejudice mc ftrongjy 
againft my Tartar guide, and for fome time I 
could not look upon him without horror : but at 
length my refentment abated; and reafon, refufn* 
ing her feat of cool decifion, told me, that though 
it was a crime, and a grievous one, he was not fo 
i-efponfible for it as thofe who, knowing better, 
authorifed it by their concurrence, gave it the fanc- 
tion of law", and made it familiarly praflifed ; he 
only did that which he had been even from his mo* 
thcr*s breaft inftrufted to do, and fhould therefore 
not be judged by thofe rules which a Briton would 
lay down for the goVernment 6i fuch cafes.*'

EXTRAVAGANT CONDUCT OF THE TARTAR, 
WHICH HE AFTERWARDS SATISFACTORILY 
EXPLAINS.— EXTRAORDINARY INCIDENT 
AND ADDRESS OF THE TARTAR IN THE CASE 
OF THE SANTONS. — ARRIVAL AT, AND DE- 
SCRIPTION OF MOSUL. — A STORY-TELLER. 

APU'PPET-SHEW. — THE TARTAR FORCED TO 
YIELJ> TO LAUGHTER, WHICH HE HAD SO 
MUCH CONDEMNED. — SET OUT FOR BAG-

TICES. 

JC^ ROM the confideraiions already mentioned, 
our traveller's mind was by no means at eafe. The 
inceflahl. journeying for fo many days, at the rate 
of feventy-five miles a day, to be continued he knew 
not how loiig,^ increafed his anxiety : and the ap- 
prehenfions of accident, interruption, and above 
all ficknefs, intercepting hitp on his way, haunted 
his in[)agination with all its, terrors. He ^as befides 
approaching faft tp that region where the winds 
ftrike all living things that draw them in inftantly 
dead : and conceiving that the more expeditious he 
was in getting over the journey, the greater chance 
he had of efcaping thofe raifchiefs, he pufhed 
K 3 heartily 
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heartily forward, and urged the Tartar, till he at 
laft exprefTed his aftonifliment and approbation ; 
paid the Captain the compliment to fay, that he 
was almoft Cfqtral to himfelf for enduring fatigue ; 
and concluded with a very fagacious furmife, that 
in all probability he had been himfelf a carrier of 
flifpatches among the Frank governnients. 

On e day, after they had rode ftbout f6uf miles 
from a. caravan fer a, at which they had changed cat-" 
$Ie, Capt. Campbell found that a moft execrably 
bad horfe had fallen to his lot c he was iliff, feeble, 
and foundered ; in confequenc^ of which he fttim- 
bled very much, arid the Captain ever/ minute ex- 
pefted that he would fall and roll over him. He 
therefore propofed to the guide to exchange wiA 
him ; a favour hfe had hitherto never refafed, and 
for which Capt. Catnpbell was the more anxious, 
iai the beaft the Tartar rode was of the very beft 
kind, "to hi« titter aftonifliment ■ the Tartar p6*. 
remptorily refufed : and as this bad been a day o< 
unufual taciturnity on his part, our traveller attri- 
buted his refufal to peeviflinefs and ill temper, and 
\vas rcfolved not to let the matter reft there. He 
therefore defHr^d the interpreter to inform biro, thai 
as he had at Alep]f>o agreed to change; horfes .with 
him Us often as he pleafed, he ftiould cbnfider ihtit 
'-agreement infringed upon if he did notcoinply, 

alii 
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and would write to the Coiifal at Aleppo to that 
effea- 

As foon as this was coni^'eyed to the Tartar, he 
feeraed ftrongly agitated by.anger ; y^t endeavoured, 
to conceal his emotions under affVfted contempt 
arid d^JrUfiDn, Which j*oduced from him one of the 
moft finguUr grins that ever yet marred the human 
phyfiognomy. At length he broke forth :

" You will write to Aleppo, \yill you ? FooKfli 
Frahk I -they will not believe you I By Mahomet^ 
k wo«ili be well done to hear the complaint of a 
wandering Frank againft HafTan Artaz — tiaflan the 
faithful and the juft, who for teq years and more 
has been the raeffenger of an Emperor, and the 
friend and confidant of Cadis, Baflvaws, and Vice* 
roys, and never yet was called fo much as liar ! 
Who, think you, poor mlfguided one! who, thi«k 
you, would believe that I broke my promife ?'* 

** Why do you not then,*' faid the Captain, in- 
terrupting him, *• why do you not perform it by 
(Changing horfes, when you are convinced irt yow 
eonfcience (if you have any) that it was part of your 
agreement ?*'—•' Once for all 1 tell you,*' int^r^ 
fqpted h6, " 1 will not give up this horfe. Thei^ 
is n<!>t,'* faid he gafconadingly, " there is not a 
Muffulflf^an that fever wore a beard, not to talk of a 

wretched 
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wretched Frank, that (hould get this horfe from ui>- 
dcr me ; I would not yield him to the Commander 
of the Faithful this minute, were he in your place : 
I would not, I tell you, Frank, and I have my 
owDr reafons for it." 

♦* I DARE fay you have,'* returned the Captain;, 
*• love of your eafe^ and fear of your bones." 

At hearing this, he grew quite outrageous ; call- 
ed.Mahomet and Alia to witnefs that he did hot 
know what it was to fear any thing: declared that 
he was convinced forae infernal fpirit had that day 
got poffcffion of his- fellow-traveller ; andj, indeed, 
feeraed well difpofed to go to loggerheads. At 
length, obferving that Ihe Captain looked at hina 
with fneering contemptuous defiance, he rode up 
along fide of hJm,.fnatched the reins out of bis hand, 
<ind caught hold of them collefted clofe at the 
horfe'$ jaw ; then fell flogging the Captain's horfe 
and fpurring his own, till he got them both into full 
fpeed ; nor did he flop there, but continued to be- 
labour the poor jade with hi's whip, and to fpur his 
own, driving headlong over every impediment that 
<2ime in their way, till the Captaimreally thought 
he had run mad, or defigoed to kill him. Several 
ttme^ he was on the point of ftriking him with his 
whip, in order to knock him off his horfe; but as 
often patience providentially came in to his aflift.' 

ance. 
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anoe and whifpered to faim to forbear, and fee it oat. 
Mean time he confidered himfelf as being in fome 
danger; and yet fuch was the power the Tartar had 
over^the csttle, that he found it impoftble to Hop 
him ; fo rcfigning the event to the direftion of Pro- 
vidence, he fuiFered him without a further effort to 
proceed, calling him, however,* every opprobious 
name he could think of in lingua Franca ; and the 
Tartar grinning, and calling him dumus, jihafii, 
buthi (i. e. hog, a(s, mule), in rapid and impetuotM 
vehemence of t4)n« and utterance. 

He continued this, for fome miles, over an un- 
cultivated traft, here and there interfeftcd with 
* channels fornted by rills of iivater in the periodical 
rains; thickly fet with low furze, ferns, and other 
dwarf bufhes, and broken up and down into little 
hiilst His horfe carried him clean over all : and 
though the Captain was every minute (lumbling 
and nearly down, yet with a dexterity inexpreflible, 
and a vigour altogether amazing, the Tartar kept 
him up by the bridle, and in fa6l carried him gal- 
lantly over every thing. ** I was (fays oar travel- 
ler) aftonilhed very much at all this, and toward 
the end as much pleafed as aftonilhed ; which lie

. *' For feme time I was incapable of making hkn 
any anfwer, but continued furveying him from, head 
to foot, as the moil extraordinary favage I had ever 
beheld; while he *ftroked his whifters with great 
felf-complacency and compofure, and nodded his 
head every now and then, as much as to fay, Ay, 
.ay, it is fo ! look at me ! A'nt I a very capital fel* 
low? — " A capital fellow indeed you are,'' thought 
I, ** but I wifli I was well out of your confounded 
4:lutches,*' 

. . They alighted on the brow of a fmall bjlt, 
whence was to be feen a full and uninterrupted 
profpefl: of the country all around. The interpreter 
coming up> the Tartar called to him and defired 
him to explain to his mafter carefully the meaning 
of what he w^s about to fay ; which was nearly a& 
follows, as it wa&tranflated by the linguift : 

" You fee thofe mountains yonder," faid he, 
pointing to the eaft ; ** thofe are in the province of 
Kurdrfian^ inhabited by a vile race of robbers, caU 
led Jefides, who pay homage to a God of their own, 
called Jefid (Jefus)^ and worth ip the Devil from 
fear. They live by plunder, and olten defcend from 
thofe mountains, crofs ihe Tigris, which runs be* 

twee a 
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tween them and us, and plunder and ravage this 
Gountry in bands of great number,, and formidable 
ftrengtb, carrying away into flavery all they can 
catch, and killing all who refift them. This coun- 
try, therefore, for fome diftance round us, is very 
dangerous to travellers, whofe only fafety lies in 
flight. Now it was our misfortune this morning 
to get a very bad horfe, for which, pleafe Alia 
(ftroking his whiflcers), fome one ftiall receive the 
baftinado. Should we meet with a band of thofe 
Curds, what could we do but fly ? And if you, 
Frangi, rode this horfe, and I that, we could ne- 
ver efcape : for I doubt you could not keep him up 
from falling under me, as I did under you: I 
Ifaould therefore come down and be taken ; you 
would loofe your guide, and mifs your way, and all 
of us be undone. Befides,*' continued he, ^ there 
are many villages here where people live, who, if 
they only fufpefted you were a Frank, would fol- 
low and facrifice you, if they could, to Mahomet, 
and where of courfe you muft run for it." 

As foon as the interpreter had explained this to 
the Captain, *' Well,'* continued the Tartar, " what 
does he fay now to it ?" Then turning round, and 
toffing up his head, ** Que dice, Frangi ?" 

"Why, I fay,** returned Captain Campbell, 

•* that you have fpokcn found fenfe and good rea- 

fon ; and 1 am obliged to you.** 

•• This, 
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" This, when interpreted fully, oppr^ted m&lk 
pleafingly upon him ;. bis featufcs relax^ed i^io ^ 
broad look of fatisfaaion, and he faid : *' I will do 
every thing I can to make you cafy and contented ; 
and when I am obllinate, don'tre&J^; C^r be affur^d 
I have reafon for it ; and ^bove ail things avoid 
laughing in my prcfence. Bui w« ftiall reach Mo- 
ful by and by, and probably tUen we may have no 
more rides.*' for the Capuin cxpefted to get down 
the river Tigris from Moful to Bagdad, and had 
--told him foy and he encouraged him with the eXi- 
pe£lation. 

"That night," fays Capu Campbell, "we 
came tp a caravanfera, which lay atfome diftance 
from a village. H<*re the Tartar, pleafed ,wi£h him-» 
felf for the conduct of the day, and pleafed with 
me for my approbation of it, ordered a moil admi- 
ubie fapper ; and not only, as was very common 
with him, rejefted the beft dijh in order to prefent 
it to me, but alfo fcle^ed for me the choiceil biu 
of thofe upon the table. He then ordered wine, 
obfervingthat the fatigue of a Government Meffen- 
ger demanded indulgence ; and ufing a falvo of my 
fuggeftion on a former occafion, viz. that the Pro- 
phet would not be offended with travellers more 
than with the fick, for taking it as it were m^dici' 
nally^ 

"W* 
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** We accordingly bad wine, and ^dmiribie it 
was, though by no means equal to that we drank at " 
the cityof Diarbekcr. I took little, however, and 
the Tartar was much furprifed at my abftemiouf* 
^e{s, remarking, that he never faw a Frank before 
that was not a downright hog when he got the cuj^ 
to his lips. My taking it in fmall portions, while 
lie drank it as we do table beer, particularly afton« 
iflied him* Before he lay down on his couch, he 
gave orders for borfe&, threatening the people with 
lievere caftigation if they gave bad ones; holding 
ep as an example the perfon that gave us the ilum* 
Ibling horfe that day, who he declared (hould be 
baftinadoed as foon as he returned, if there was a 
Oadi within ten leagues of him ; and I dare fay 
xAksit he kep4 his word mod religioufly. 

*• The next morning we had excellent cattle j 
fear produced wonders among them» and we fet 
forward juft as the fun rofe. As we-entcred the firft 
village, I was fomewhat alarmed by perceiving my 
guide draw up his horfe, deliberate, mutter to him« 
felf, and feem rather uneafy, while he viewed a 
crowd that was up. the ^reet before us ; fome of 
whom I perceived to be agitated with (bme extraor« 
dtnary motions of the body, while one man ilood in 
the middle, rolling his body into a variety of flrangc 
contortions. The Tartar, for a minute or two, 
feemed to be debating within himfelf whether he 
L fliould 
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fliould proceed or turn about: at length pitting me 
on his left hand, he fet foru'ard at full fpeed, leav- 
ing the crowd on his right, who, feeing the rapidrty 
of our pace, flew on one fide, and let us pafs. We 
foon,' however, heard (houting behind us, and could 
hear plainly the words ** Ghiaour ! Frangi Cucu !" 
and looking back, perceived feveral ragged men, 
like favages, purfuing us, lifting ilones occafionally, 
and calling them after us with all their might. The 
fpeed of our horfes at laft got us but of both fight 
and hearing ; and I plainly perceived, and was for 
the firft time- convinced, that my guide*s cendu£]b 
was directed by ioqnd fenfe, fptrit, good faith, and 
integrity,'* 

This ettraordinary occurrence, however, re- 
quired explanation, and the Tartar was not back- 
ward in giving it ; for he loved exceedingly to hear 
himfelf talk, and, on any fubje6l within the com-^ 
pafs of his knowledge, was fhrewd, perfpicuous, 
and even naturally eloquent : Jie had moreover on 
that occafion a£led the part of a (kilful general ; and 
as the Captain applauded his prudence and addrefst 
he was extre^nely kind aiid communicative, and 
gave him a full account of the aifair, his motives^ 
hrsdeliberatiohs, and the urgency of the cafe ; and, 
in (bort, every thing that could elucidate the cir-. 
cuinftance, or aggrandize his own importance* 

' ' "You 
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•• You ttiiift know,*' faid he, "that there arc 
fpread over the face of this great and glorious em- 
pire a number of dervifes of different kinds — holy 
men, who renounce the enjoyments and pleafures of 
the world, to converfe with Mahomet, and worfliip' 
Allav Some of thofe are very good men, indeed 
feints, and never do any thing bad ; preaching and 
praying, without hurting any thing, even a rat or a 
fnake; nay, they would not hurt a Chriftian, There 
are others again, of whom I have heard our Bafhaws 
and Effendis, and even the Mazeen, declare that 
they are forWd by the Koran ; and yet the common 
people j[the lower fort, you know, have no fenfe) 
reverence and worfhip them : they are called San» 
^bns; live by themfelves, fometimes under ground, 
like rabbits^ and fometimes in the thickets and 
woods. They go where they pleafe, take the beft 
feaicin any man's houfe, cram thenjfelves with meat 
and drink, and yet none refift them ; for fome will 
not, and others dare not* Nay, they often pollute 
women in the open ftreets : and they never fet their 
eyes on a Ghrillian or a Frank, that they will not 
kill, if poffiWe, For my part, I think that they 
ought to be hanged, every pne of them that had a 
head to be hanged by ; or rather ftaked : for na 
puniihment is too great for them ; but I dare not 
fay fo in that town; if I did, I Ihould be ftoned to 
death by the rabble. 

. La ' •• As 
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^* As foon as I perceived the crowd, and the raf- 
dh dancing, I knew thai they were Santons, and 
was fure that they would ftop u$ in order to exa3r 
ifioney from us ; in which cafe they would moft 
probably have difcovered you, for they have the 
eyes of the devil. Nothing then coujd fave your 
life ; the crowd would join them, and your brsuns^ 
would have been beat out with ftones. I had a mind 
tp turn back and go round the town, but that might 
have caufed fufpicion, and got us, perhaps, inter* 
cepted ; fo I determined to pufii by them boldly, 
yhich I did, you can teftify, like a brav^ man*. 
You faw enough your felf, to convince you of the 
danger you have efcaped, and of my »wifdo)n and 
valour; let me therefore intrcat you toTje entirely 
guided by me, and above all things avoid that ac* 
curfed propenfity to laughter." 

*• But how comes'it,'Hal5in,** faid the Captain^ 
V that yoii, who have fo much power at the cara^ 
vanferas, have not power to refift thofc rafcally 
Santons, or the mobs of a village-?^* 

•• Why, as to the mob," faid he, " if I was by 
myfelf, or had only a true believer with riic, I would 
9)ake thenvfly before me like the duft before the 
wind. As to the S^ntons, no one can refill them : 
the great, who hate them, are obliged tp fliew them 
refpeft ; and the Baftiaw of Aleppo, nay the Com- 

man(fer 
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aaander of ^e Faithful himfelf, could not fave ybu, 
if one of them called on the mob to ftone you, or 
tear you to pieces. However, be of good cheer ; 
for, pleafe Alia, I will deliver you fafe and found 
to the Coja at Bagdad : befides, we fhall very foon 
bfe at Moful, from whence we will go down by wa- 
ter, which will be very pleafant: and the chief dan- 
gler then will be in fair fighting, which is better than 
being cut off by Santofis. Should there be occa- 
fion,;' faid he, looking moft ferocioufly, and bran- 
difhing his whip ; *' {hould we be attacked by Curds 
or robbers, you (hall fee, Jiramel ! — Oh ! holy 
prophet, how TU fight !" 

It was early in* the evening when the pointed 
turrets of fche city of Moful opened on their view, 
and communicated no very unpleafant fenfations to 
otir traveller's heart. He found himfelf on fcripture 
ground ; and could not help feeling fome portion of 
the pride of the traveller, when he refiefted, that 
he was now within fi-ght of Nineveh^ renowned in 
holy writ. The city is fituated in a very batren fandy 
plain, on the banks of the river Tigris, embellifhed 
with the united gifts of Pomona, Ceres, and Flora. 
The external view of the town is much in its fa- 
vour, beihg-ericompaffed with ftately walls of folid 
ftone, over which the fte^ples, or minarets, o^ other 
lofty buildings are feen with increaled effeft. Here 
he firft faw a large caravan encamped, halting on 
L3 its 
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its march from the Guiph o{ Perfia to Armenia ^ 
and it, made a moft noble appearance, filling the 
eye with a multitude of gr&nd ob]e£ls, all uniting 
|o form one magnificent whole* 

But though the outfide be fo beautiful, the infide 
is moft deteftable : the heat is fo intenfe. that in the 
^ddle of the day there is no ftinring out ; and even 
9i night the walls of the boufes are fo heated by the 
day's Am, as to produce a difagreeable heat to the 
body at a foot or even a yard diftance from them* 
Ilowever, he entered it with fpirits, becaufe he 
confidered it as the laft flage of the worft part of 
his pilgrimage. But he was difappointed in his ex- 
fe£lation; for the Tigris was dried up by the in- 
tcnfity of the heat, and an unufually long drought ; 
wdhe was obliged to take the matter with a patient 
ihrug, )uid accommodate his mind to a journey on 
horfeback, which, though not fo long as that he 
had already made, was likely to be equally dan<* 
gerous, and which therefore demanded a full exer* 
tiolrof fortitude and refolution. There are a thou« 
iand latent energies in every man, which only want 
the powerful voice of neceflity to call them out ; 
.and now, drawn to the top of bis bent, he prepared 
his mind to fet out in the morning, with as much 
cheerllilnefs as if the hopes of water carriage to 
Bagdad had never once occurred, to bis mind. 
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It was ftill the hot feafon of the year, and they 
were to travel through that country, over which the 
horrid wind before mentioned fweeps its confuming 
hiafis : it is called by the Turks, Samiel f is mctk'» 
tioned by holy Job under the name of the eaft wind, 
and extends its ravages all the way from the ex-i^ 
treme end of the gulph of Cambaya up to Moful ; 
it carries along with it fleaks of fire, like threads 
of filk : inftantly ftrikes dead thofe thatWeathe it, 
and- confumes them inwardly to aihes ^ the fiefli 
foon becoming black as. a coal, and dropping olT 
from the bones. Philofophers confider it as a kindl 
of elc£h-ic fire, proceeding from the fulphureous or 
nitrous exhalations, which are kindled by the aglta^ 
tion of the winds. Theonlypoflible means of efcape 
from its fatal effefis is to fall flat on the ground, 
and thereby prevent the drawing it in : to do this^ 
however, it is neceffary firft to fee it, which is not 
always pra£licabie« 

, But befides this,, the ordinary heat of the cli- 
mate is extremely dangerous to the blood and lungs, 
and even to the fhin,. which it bliflers and peels a« 
way from the flefh, aflFefting.tbe eyes fo much, that 
travellers are obliged to wear a tranfparent cover- 
ing over them to keep the heat off. 

That night Haflan faid, that as they muft 
proceed to Biigdad on borfcback, he would flay the 

next 
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next at Moful, to refrelh; ** which," fay$ Capt# 
Campbell, " I objeftedto : he then fpoke of the* 
fttcceeding part of the journey as a trifling thing : 
we had already come near nine hundred milelSt 
and had not above five hundred to go : befides, as 
the weather was warmer, we would travel more in 
the night, and lie-by in the day-time, in places 
jwitb which he was well acquainted. 

» 
•* In fliort, the poor fellow feemed to take an 
intereft in my fafety, and to wifh to alleviate the 
pains of my mind ; and he always concluded with a 
remonftrance againft laughing, which from fre- 
quently hearing I now underftood even in his own 
language. — ** Don't laugh, Jimmel, don't laugh," 
he would fay with great folemnity. By the^bye, 1 
obferved, that when he was welj difpofed to me, he 
always called me Jimmel (a name which I prefume 
he conftrufled with my fervant'saffiftance, from the 
refemblance of found between CampbeH and Camel, 
Jimmel being the Turkifli name for that animalj ; 
and when angry, he called me Frangi^ with all its 
gradations of Turkifli ahufe, Dumus, Cucu, &c. • 

" That evening, as we fat In the caravanfera, 

a man entered and fpoke to Hafl*an, whb feemed to 

pay great attention to what he was faying. He 

was a well-made man, below the middle fize/sind 

had that kind oi countenance which befpeaks flirewd* 

nefs, 
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Hcfs^ ingenuity and mirth. At length he retired ; 
arid foon after HafFan bid* us rife and follow him : 
he went into a fort of public room, w^here a num* 
ber of people were collefted^ fitting, as it the cuf- 
tom in coSee-houfes, on low lloo]s..Ha{fan pointed 
to me to fit down, which I did : then placing the 
interpreter near us, he fat hinrfelf : and ftraight I 
perceived the little man, \vho had juft been fpe^ik- 
ing to him, ftep forth from the crowd, and begin 
ta pronourhre a fort of prologue", which I neither 
tinderftood nor withed ia underftand : it appeared, 
from his cadeoces, to be metrical, and feemed^ by 
the little impreffion it made on his auditors, to have 
Bothing particular to recommend it. At length, 
however^ be paufed, and henmiing &veral times, 
to clear his pipes, began again to hold forth.—" He 
h going to tell a ftory," faid the interpreter. The 
attention of all was fixed uppn him, and he pro^ 
ceeded with a modulation of tones, a variety of ac« 
tion, and an energy ofexprcffion, that I think I 
have never heard or feen excelled : his aSion indeed 
was'fingularly admirable; and I could perceive that 
he wa^ occafionally fpeaking in the tones of a man 
and a. woman; in which latter chara£ler he gave a 
piflure of whining ludicrous diflrefs, that moved the 
rifible mufcles' of ^all the company. I looked at 
Haflan, and he was grinning as merrily as could any 
monkey or Frank in Afia. The linguift occafio- 
nally interpreted what the ftory-teller was faying ; 

and 
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9nd I foon began to f\x{pt& that it was a ftofy S 
had more than oVice read in the Arabian Nights^ 
thcfugh altered, and in fome meafure dramatized by 
the fpeaker. I looked feveral times archly ai Hat- 
(an» and he returned my glance, as much' as to fay, 
you fee I don't laugh at aH tliisr At length, how- 
ever» the orator came to a part where he was to 
mimic a poor little hunch-back (for I now difco- 
vered it to be the ftory of Little Hunch- back) ,chok-. 
ing with a bone : he threw up his back.; fqueezed, 
till all the blood in hi^ body feemed Golle£led in hi^ 
face, his eyes rolled in their fockets, his knees- 
knocked, he twilled and. folded his body, putting 
bis fbre*fingesi and. thumb into his throat, and puIU 
ing with all hi& might, asf if to pulHbmething out : 
at length he grew weaker, (Iretched his arms down^ 
and his fingers back, like thofe of a perfon firangU 
ing — kicked, fell, quivered^ and dred^ It is im- 
pollibleforany defcription to do juftice to the pcr- 
Jfe3ian of. his a£ling ; and what rendered it the 
more, extraordinary was,.^at though it was a fcene 
of death,., and well a6led death, he continued id 
nender it fa ludicrous in circumftances, as to fuf- 
pendthe audience between a laugh and a cry. They 
didnotremain long fo; for he fuddenly bounce^ up, 
and beg^n the moft doleful. lamentation of a.woman» 
and exhibited fucha fcene of burlefcpaedifirefs as I 
never witneiTed, Allburdoutintorrents^ of laugh- 
tier, Haffan as well as the reft — I alone remained 

purpofely 
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frurpafelyferious ; and the orator, according K> 
ciiftom, broke off in the iniddle of an interefting 
fcene, 

"** When we returned to the caravanfera, I ral- 
lied the Tartar on the fcore of his 'laughter: he 
growled, and faid, *• Who could avoid it ?" " Why 
iid not yoU'laugh as you were wont ?"— " Becaufe,*^ 
feidl, " he did not a6l fo comically ar you.**^- 
** No," returned he, "but becaufe Franks anrfmon* 
kies only laugh for mtfehief, and where they ought 
not. No, Jimmel, you will never fee me laugh at 
Hiifchief/* — " What," faid I, " not a poor man's 
being choaked to death !"— " Nay," faid he, " I 
feldom laugh, yet I could not avoid it then." That 
very hour, bpwever, a puppet-fhow was exhibited 
in the fajne room, and my grave guide laughed till 
the tears ran down his cheeks, and his voice funk 
into a whining treble. Karaghu/i was certainly ex- 
travagantly comical, though filthy ; and frighted 
a'^Cadi, witlt^ whcrfe troop of Janiflaries, by lett- 
ing ^fly at them a fliot or two — apdftcpoft 

•* The next day we fet out well-mounted, and 
puOied on with renovated fpirits towards Bagdad. 
Haffan could no more have the affurance to cenfure 
laughing; and, as I was little^ difpoied to do it in 
time ^f danger, we were likely to agree well. In 
iliort, we began to like one another's company; 
'^ and

and if I brocf Tit him to be a greater laugher th«t 
he ufed to be» he gave himfelf the credit of having 
made me much more feripus than I had been hc<* 
fore?— I profited by his inilru&ions.'^ 

•* It wouI4 be idle and fruidcfs to attempt a 
regular detail of our progpefs from Moful to Bag^ 
dad ; the fame general ciotiona vrereobferved, witk 
the fame occafional relaxations. Haflan fii^l conti-r 
oued to treat me with a repetition of himfelf and 
^is horfe^ his own (eats, and^ hts horfe's feats ; to 
be filent when iU-tempered, and loquacious whea 
^ay; to flog the attendants at the caravanferas ; or* 
derthe beft horfes, and eat the heft vifiuals, and to 
give me the beft of both: and finally^ wc had our 
failings-out and falltngs^in again: bijit I had not 
the mortification of feeing any more women tied in 
Iack« on horfes* hacks, axid excoriated with a ride 
of fifty mile« a day. 

" As wc rode aloiig we 'Overtook feveral times* 
llraggling callender^, a kind of Mahomedan m(Hika« 
who profefs poverty and great fanftity ; they were 
dre-fied all in rags, covered with filth, carried a 
gourd, by way of bottle, for water*—! prefume 
fometimes for wine too— *4nd bore in their hands 
a long pole decorated with rags, and pieces of cloth 
of various colours. They are fuppofed by the vul- 
gar to have lupernatural powers ; but UafTan, who 

v feemed 
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feemed to have caught all his ideas from his betters, 
exprefied no fort of opinion of them ; he falamd 
to them, and gave them money, however. It was 
extraordinary enough, that they were all in one 
ftory ; all were going on a pilgrimage to Mecca ; 
or, as they call it, Hadje* 

** As foon as ev^r we got out of their fight s^nd 
hearing, Haflan fliook his head, and repeated 
*• Hadje, Hadje !" fevexal times doubtingly, and 
grinning, as he was accuflomed to do when he was 
difpleafed without being able to manifeft angen 
"Hadje!" he would^cry, "Hadje, Hadje!" I 
aiked him what he meant; and he faid, that thefe 
fellows were no more going to Mecca than I was. 
•• I have a thou fand and a thoufand times," faid 
he, "met calle^ders on the road, and always found 
them facing toward Mecca, If I am goipg fouth- 
ward, I always overtake them ; if northward, I 
meet them ; and all the time they arc going 
wherever their bufmefs carries them. I overtook," 
continued he, " one of them one day, and I gave 
him alms and paiTed him by ; he was coming, he 
faid, after me, towards Mecca: but I halted on 
purpofe for a ds^y, and he never paffed ; and a mer- 
chant, arriving at the fame caravanfera, informed , 
me, he had met the very fame fellow four leagues 
farther northward ; who had anfwered him with 
• the fame ftory, and ftill had his face turned toward 

thefouth."

xVfTER puffing through an immeiife tra£l of 
country^ dtftinguiflietl by nothing that could ferve 
even as a ctrcumftance to mark and remembei the 
daily jourmes, but which our traveller obfervtd 
to grow manifefily worfe, both in foil and climate, 
a» he proceeded fouthward, he came in fi;ght of 
the famous city of Bagdad, on the (eventh day from 
that on which he left Moful, and on the eighteenth 
from that of his departure from Aleppo ; in which 
eighteen days he had rode fourteen hundred miles, 
partly through a.route which no Europeai^, as he 
fays he has reafon to believe, ever took before. 
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On entering the city, he defired his guide to 
conduA him to the houfe of a merchant, to whom 
he had got letters of.credit and introdu£tiQn. Ac* 
cordingly, after winding through feveral ftreets, 
he arrived a^ laft at the door of an Armenian mer- 
chant, or CojUf where he alighted^ and was re- 
ceived with great po)itenefs ; but, on producing his 
letters, he found that this merchant was not the per* 
fon to whom it was dire^ed : the Captain accord* 
ingly made a fuitable apology, and was retiring to 
J ad the houfe of the proper perfon, for which pur- 
pofe th« Armenian offered him .a fervant, when» to 
hfs great afipnlfliment, the Tartar interfered ; f^id 
that it was to this merchant he brought all his 
goods, and that Capt. Campbell muft remain whero 
he was ; at the fame time ordering the Armenian, 
in a peremptory tone, to uke charge of him, and 

■ wfe him well. It was in vain that the Armenian 
endeavoured to explain to him the nature of the 
bufinefs, and that the Captain infilled he muft go to 
the other merchant : Haffan was peremptory, and 

' declared that he fliould not. It was fo extremely 
fi4i4re and ridiculous, that no one could be angry ; 
and the good Armenian uniting his voice with that 
of the Tartar, and entreating our traveller to fa* 
vour him with his company, he acquiefced, and, 
indeed, renflained in his houfe all the time he was 
-at Bagdad. This wat proof pofitjve, if any other ^ 
than he already had was wanting, that Haffan con- 
M 2 fidered 
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fidered his charge merely as a piece of mferchandife^ 
which he was bound (accordidg to the language 
of iperchants) to deliver in good order and coa- 
dition. ' 

"'I HAD undertaken, fays Capt. CampbelF-, 
before leaving Aleppo, to give the guide, if he afled 
conformably to my wifhes, and behaved well, 
twenty pounds, over and above the hundred pro- 
vided^ by the agreement : I therefore fent for him, 
to fettle finally, and part. He had heard that I 
was a perfon different from what he had fuppofed 
me to be: but it did not alter his conduft, as might 
be expefled, or make him ftoop to cringing ; he 
flill fpoke witb the fame honeft, bold familiarity ; 
and when I gave him the promifed twenty pounds^ 
he never hinted, cringed for, or even looked as if 
he expefted more: but when we came to part, the 
feelings he difclofed, and thofe I myfelf felt, con- 
vinced me, that man is not naturally that brute 
which prejudice has made him ; and, that if left to ^ 
its own' operations, the human heart would be uni» 
formly kind, affeftioiiate, and fympatbetic : the 
poor, rough, unpoliflied Turk, betrayed the 
llrongeft marks of fenfibility, and I myfelf once 
more felt the uneafinefs of parting." 

TtfE name of Bagdad has been fo renowned in 
caftern ftory, and h the'fcene of fo many of thofe 

bewitchihg; 
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bewitching tales which we find trandated, or pre- 
tended to be tranflated, from the Arabic and Per- 
fian, that our traveller felt great pleafure in feeing 
it, and conceived himfelf to be at the very foun- 
tain-head of marvellous adventure and romance* 
Fraught with this idea, he was impatient to go forth 
into the town; and notwith Handing the weather 
was beyond conception hot, he paraded a number 
of ilreets : but never (as he tells us) did he, in the 
courfe of his life, fee a place fo calculated to bely 
the opinion one would form of it from the eafiern 
tales. It appeared to him to be among the moft 
difagreeable cities of the world, and to have no one 
circumftance to recommend' it : the heat is fo 
great, that in the fummer time the inhabitants are 
forced to keep their markets in the night, and to 
lie all night in the open air on the terraces of their 
houfes. 

The Armenian with whom he refided, did every 

thing in his power to render the place agreeable 

,to him : he was not only generous ind polite, 

-but well informed^ and pkafing in converfation. 

The Captain took occafion to exprefs to him the 

difappointment he felt at finding Bagdad fo very 

dii&rent from what he expefted ; and told him 

that he had, when a youth, learned to think 

highly of it, or rather romantically, from reading 

eaftern tales. This led to a converfation on the 

M 3 - Arabian 
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Arabian Nights Ehtertainments, a copy ofrwhicfc 
he had i/i the Arabic, and produced it : he. then, 
(hewed our traveller^ with great triumph, a Frenck 
traqflationof them, printed at Paris, which he had 
read, and declared that the tranflation was nothing 
at all in comparifon with the original. 

They talked of the eaftern tale of the Glafs 
Man, who, in a reverie, increafes his ftock till he 
gets forich as, in imagination, to marry the Cadi's 
daughter, &c. &c. and in kicking his wife, kicks 
all his glaffes about, and deftroys the whole of hi« 
vifianary fortune. Capt. Campbell praifed the hix-» 
mour of it much — •' Sir," faid he, " there is ncv- 
thing in it that mz£y not be. experienced frequently 
inafluallife: thofe waking dreams are -the ufual 
concomitants of opium : a man who has accuflt)m- 
cd himfelf to the pernicious ^praftice of eating opir 
urh, is conftantly fubjeft to them. I have, in the 
courfe of my time, found a thqufand of thofe dream- 
ers holding forth in the plenitqde of. imaginary 
power. I have fcen a common porter become Cadi, 
and order the baftinadp. I have feen a wretched tai- 
lor raifed by Yhe effefls of opium to the office oE 
Aga of the JanifTaries, depofing the Sultan, and or- 
dering the bow-ftring to all about him. I have feea 
fome indulging in the blandifliments of love with 
princeffes, and others wallowing in the_ wealth of 
Golconda. But the mofl extraordinary viConary of 

this 
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kind I ever met with, was one who imagined hinr- 
felf tranflated to Paradife, co-equal to Ma-homefi, 
and fitting by the fide of that prophet, arguing with 
bim in defence of the ufe of wine and opium : he 
argued moft ingenioufly, liftened in filence to the 
fuppofed argument* of his adverfary, anfwered 
them, replied, rejoined, and ftill argued on — till,, 
growing at lad angry, he fwore that he was as good 
a prophet as him, did not care a fig for him, and 
called bim fool and falfe prophet. A Turk who 
Was prefent, in the fulnefs of his zeal, laid a flick 
very heavily acrofs his fhoulders,, and put an end to 

« the vifion : and never did I fee a wretch fo abjeft^ 
fo forlorn, or fo miferably defponding ; he put his 
forehead to the ground, which he wet with his 
tears, crying, mercy, Mahomet! mercy, holy 

. Prophet! mercy, Alia t — nor could he find relief 
(fuch is the ruin of opium) till he got a frefh fupply 
of it in his mouth, \srhich foon gave him a tempos- 
tary refpite from t^ie horrors of hi^ fituation." 

. Unquestionably, Bagdad was once a great 
city, of flouriihirig commerce; but the Sultan A- 
mnrath the Fourth, when he made himfelf mafter 
of it, put the richeft merchants fettled there to 
.death ; ^nd it has ever fince gradually declined. 
About two days journey from it^ lie the ruins of 
V the once famous city of Babylon. Our traveller 
was much difpofed to go to fee it, and thence drop 

dowa 
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down the Euphrates to Baflbra : but his Armealan; 
hoft told him there was nothing in it to recompenfe 
a perfon fot half the trouble ; for, of that magnifi- 
cent city, which was fixty miles in circumference, 
^vhich was encompafled with walls eighty-feven 
feet in thicknefs, and three hundred and fifty in 
height, nothing was to be feen but the bare founda- 
tions, of fome great edifices. The tower of Belu», 
and the palace of Nebuchadnezzar, He with the reft 
in undiftinguiftied ruin. The greateft curiofities 
now in being are, in the firft place, the ruins of 
a building faid to be the famed Tower of Babel, 
which appears to have been half a league in com- 
pafs; and the remains of a vaft -bridge over the 
Euphrates, where it is half a league broad. 

Capt. Campbell deferibcsKimfelf as not having 
been more anxious to arrive at the ci-ty of Bagdad, 

^thah he was to leave it -, and having written letters, 
and put them in a way of being forwarded to Eu- 
rope, he took'leave of his friendly hofpitaWe Arme- 
nian, and, with a thoufand acknowledgments for 
his kindnefs, fet out on horfeback to a place on the 

.Tigris, where he embarked in a boat, in order to 
proceed to Baffora. . This river, known fince the 

'£rft records of 'human exifience by geographers^^ 
is reolarkable for its rapidity, whence, Piinyfays, 
it> has the name of Tigris, (in the Median lan- 
guage, a dart) ; and for its eictraordinary xourfe, 

which ' 
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which IS in many places under grouncl, rifes in 
Armenia, finks into the earth near Mount Taurus, 
and runs under a mountain — then rifing on the 
other fide, follows its courfe through the lake 
Thefpites — again finks frequeittly under ground, 
and continues hid at one time for a fpace of tweh- 
•ty-five miles; where, once more emerging, it 
glides along with a very rapid ftream, meets the 
:£uphrates at a place called Korna, pafiTes through 
Saifora, and falls into the Perfian Gulph. 

As the boat in which he took his pafTage had no 
convenience for excluding the violence of the fun» 
except an awning, he fufFered extremely from the 
heat. The river itfelf was grand ; but the banks, 
and contiguous cc>untry, contained nothing to at-"* 
traft notice — no objcft to.diverfify the dreary de^ 
ferted afpeft of the fcene-^nothing to afford room 
for refleftion, or give birth to a new idea. The on- 
ly thing that ferved to keep the* mind alive, was 
the apprehenfion of robbers, who, in great num- 
bers, hover over this river, and plunder paffengers. 
Thoy had taken care, on leaving Bagdad, to be 
ivell provided with fire-arms^ and they found thefc 
of good fervice, for they were frequently attacked 
by robbers with a view to plunder, but found that 
a fhot or two difperfed and fent them off in con- 
fternation. 

Onil 
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Oh% nighty however, in paffing a creek, they , 
perceived fevcral boats ifftiing from it, in ' great 
order, and in a manner that ^evinced method and 

. prcineditation : they filently prepared for their re* 
ception, and were completely ready to meet t^eih. 

. warmly, while the robbers thought them quite un* . 
prepared, and unconfcious of their approach: the 
rogues firft endeavoured to board them by furprifec 
wifliing rather to frighten than tp kill them. Capt. 
Campbell and his party began by firing over theix^ 
heads ; on which they fet up the mpft horrible 
jhouts, and rulhed on with a tumuhuous rapidity » 
making the moft terrible noife, in order to intimi- 
jdate them : they were by this time quite near ; the 
party therefore took aim at them> let fly,.andinv- 
mediately perceived them in great confufion, fome 
of the boats lofing their helm, and falling with the 
dream on the others : at lafi they flieered off, and 

. gave no farther trouble. 

After eight or ten difagreeable days, weaken- 
ed with ineeffant watching, haraffed with bodily 
fatigue, and melted with the exceflive heat of the 
fun, our traveller arrived at the city of Baflbra^ 
where he was received with the utmoft hofpitality 
by Mr. Latouche, the Company's refident from 
Bombay, who did every thing poffible forhis ac- . 
commodation, and procured him every inflruftion 
reXpcfting his further progrefs. 

This 
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' TuiS city, as well as B«^dad, is famous in mar- 
vel lojas ftory. The coimtrj about it is con&dered ' 
hy the natives as the.beft fpot in Afia, though the 
burning winds annoy and frequently dcAroy tra« 
veJIers, overwhelming them with mountains of hot 
fand, driven, like waves of the fea, before the tem- 
ped out of the neighbouring deferts« It carries on 
a great trade, and is inhabited by v aft numbers of 
Chriftians and J^ws. The Englifli and Dutch have 
faHories here, as well for the purpofe of commerce, 
as tlxe tranfit^of difpatches, by way of Damafcu* 
and Aleppo, to Europe. The richeft raerchandife 
of India and Europe, are brought here in caravans ; 
^ and its opulence is greatly increafed by the caravans 
of pilgrims, who pafs through it on their way to 
Mecca, and pay great duties, bartering for many 
rich commodities. The horfes of this place are 
celebrated for their fuperiof excellence, and it is 
faid that they will run thirty hours without meat 
or drink. 

On £ comfortable circamftaflce attending BaiTo- 
ra is, that at inght the ftjreets may be walke«i with 
pcrfed fafety at all hoars. It is fiibjefk to am 
Arab Prince, who is tributary to the Turk, and 
wfaofe revenue is. very great, as well* from the 
above-mentioned? caufes, as b^caufe be gives full * 
liberty to all nsttions to come and trade to his 
capital. 

From ^ 
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From Baflbra Capt. Campbell tookiiis paflage 
in a date boat going to Mulkat, expefting to' get 
from thence a fpeedy paffage to Bombay ; but the* 
boat fprunga leak at Tea, and they were obliged to 
run into Bulheer, where he was very hofpitably re- 
ceived and entertained -by Mr. Galley, the Com- 
pany's refident. 

** There really feemcd," fays he, "to bean 
unufual fatality attending me throughout th^ wbole 
of my journey. In the firft inftance, I was pre- 
vented, by the war with France, from going by the 
direft route which I fliould othetwife have taken, 
and obliged to pafs through the Low Countries and 
Gerraiany : ' in the next place, at Venice I was dif- 
appointed in obtaining a paiTage to Latachaea ; and 
immediately on the heels of that, loft my fervantat 
Triefte, by fending him for letters to Venice : af- 
terwards, when I had gone to Alexandria, with ex- 
pe3ation of travelling through,Egypt, and viewing 
that interefting part of the world, I found myfelf 
prevented by the unhappy circuiriftances of the 
country — the plague raging in Alexandria, and all 
the roads being blocked up by an incurfion of the 
Arabs. Thus mortified and difappointed, I turned . 
about, in order to make my way in another direc- 
tion ; and arriving at Cyprus, foiind, to my infi- 
nite furprife and regret, that an epidemic difeafe, . 
little ftiort of the plague, prevailed there, and fwept j 

off 
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<>ff the inhabitants in great numbers : when, after 
furmounting all thefe obftacles, I arrived at Aleppo^ 
the firft information I got was, that the caravan was 
gone, and that it wouhl be a long time before ano<- 
ther would be ready ; and ^my departure from 
Aleppo was attended with circumftances no lefs 
inaufpicious than my entrance. At Moful I ex. 
perienced another difappointmcnt, by the river's 
being dried up, and rendered impaffable by boats : 
mypafTage from BafTora to Mufkat, was impeded 
by the vcffel fpringing a leak : and now, when at 
lad I hoped to get from fiuOieer to Bombay, I 
was ilopped by the intelligence that the Gulph 
\\as blocked up by the French privateers, infomuch 
that no veffel cpuld hope to efcape." 

He was now obliged to remain at Bufheer, till a 
^ Company's frigate, commanded by Captain Hardy, 
and foon expefted, fliould afford him an opportu- 
nity of proceeding to Bombay. Time, however, 
brought that period about, and he took his paflage, 
and arrived fafe at Bombay, where he foon after 
embarked on board a Portuguefe veflel, being the 
only conveyance that offered, to proceed td Madras : 
Ihe was firft bound to Goa, and arrived fafely at 
that ifland, where he was received with great po- 
litenefs, and treated with the moft friendly atten- 
tion, by Mr. Henlhaw, the Engli'lh refident. 

Goa 
N 
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GoA belongs to the Portuguefe, the viceroy k>C 
which nation lives there in great pomp. It will 
always be memorable as having been, the fcene of 
the moft abominable cruelties, ex«rci£ed by that fia<t 
gitious people on the natives, under a pretended 
zeal for Chriilianity. 

Capt. Campbell was impatient to get from 
Goa, and yet looked forward to his departure with 
a fccret uneafinefs, for which he declares himfelf 
unable to acco(2nt.---He wiihed to proceed, and yet 
{bme fecret foreboding whifpered to his heart that 
he was on the verge of calamity : " fo powerful was 
it/' fays he, ** and fo obftinate, that I could nei- 
ther reafon away its admonitions, nor refill its im- 
preffions ; and fomething inceflantly told me, in as 
plain language as if a human being fpoke, that I 
ihould fuffer a dreadful misfortune. As I had all 
my lite been an enemy to fuperftition, I .felt my 
fpirit infulted,.and my underftanding degraded by 
the involuntary vi£lory which I allowed to this im« 
preffion — I combated it wUh reafon, with ridicule^ 
with felf-contempt — all in vain : in fpite of me, I 
became the very flave of gloomy prefentiraent ; and 
in order to get the fuccedaneous aid of a friend's 
reafon, as well as to be prepared, 1 communicated 
the ftate of my feelings to Mr* Henihaw. In vain he 
endeavoured to cheer me: all he could do was to give 
me his counfel; in confequence of which I aflually 

iettlcd 
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fettled all my affairs up fo that day, mademy will^ 
left it with Mr^ Henihaw, and, full of dre?idful 
forebodtnga.pf fliipwreck,. went. on board a Portu- 
guefe fnow bound to Madras. 

** It was now thfi eighteenth of May when we 
{filled from Goa. The hemifphere had been for 
fonie daysrovercaft with clouds : fome light Ihowers 
of rain had fallen ; and it certainly did not tend 
to raife my fpirits, and free me from my ominous 
apprehenfions, to hear that tbofe circumftances in- 
dicated an approaching gale of wiad. I obferved, 
moreover, that the vcffel was much too deep in the 
water, being greatly overloaded — that fhe was in 
miiny, re/pcfts defeftive^ and, as the feamen fay, 
ill-found, and ,in^(hort very unfit to encounter a gale 
of wind of any violence. I fcorned, however, to 
yield to, thofe united impreflions, and determined 
to proceed. 

• ** On the nineteenth, the flcy was obfcured by 
immenfe fleeces of clouds, furcharged with inflam- 
rtable matter ; and in the evening, the rain fell in 
torrents* the firmament darkened apace, fudden 
tjiight caipe on, and the horrors of extreme darknefs 
were rendered ftill more horrible by the peals of 
thunder which rent the air, and the frequent flafties 
of lightning, Which ferved only to flieW the hor- 
ror of our fituation,;and leaVe us in iacreafed dark- 

! ;• Hz nefs-; 
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nefs^: mean timethe wind beciainie more vtoknt, 
blowing on the fhore; and a heavy fea, raifed 
by its force, united With it to make our ftate more 
formidable. 

*♦ By day-light on the morning ©f the twetitietb^ 
the gale had increafed t^a furious* tempeft ; and the 
f^, keeping pace with it, ran mountain high ; and 
as it kept invariably tothe fame point, the captain 
and officers became fertoufiy alartntd, andaimoft 
perfoaded that the fouth-weft monfoon had fet in, 
which, if it were fo, would render it abfolutely 
impoffible for us to weather the coaft» All thsu 
day, however, we kept as clofe as the violence of 
the weather would aUow us to the wind; but the 
fea canted her hdad fo to leeward, that i^ natde 
more lee than head-way ; and the rigging was fo 
firained with the work, that we had little hope of 
keeping off the fhore, unlefs the wind changed^ of 
which there was not now the fmalleft probability. 
During the night there was no intermilTion'of the 
fiorm : many of the fails blew into ribfa<nis ; fome 
of the rigging was carried away, and fuch exer- 
tions were made, that, before morning, every ftick 
that could poffibly be ilruck was down upo& the 
deck. 

*• About feven o'clock on the morning of the 
twenty-firfti I was alarmed by an unufual nbife. 

upon 
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•trpon:the deck, and! running up, percetved that 
every remaining fail in the veffel, the fore-foil 
alone excepted, was totally carried away. The 
fight was horrihle,and the whole veffel prefented a 
fpeftacle as dreadful to the feelings as mortifying to 
human pride. Fear had produced, not only all the 
helplefsnefsof defpondencyjbutall themifchievous 
freaks of infanity. In one place flood the captain, 
raving, ftamping, and tearing his hair in handful s 
from his head — here, fome of the crew were caft 
upon their knees, clafping their hands, and pray- 
ing, with all the extravagance of horror painted ir> 
their faces — there, others were flogging their 
imagei with all their might, calling upon them to 
allay the ftorm. One of our paffengers, who was. 
purfer of an Englifh Eaft Indiaman, had got hold 
of a cafe-bottle of rum, and with an air of diftrac- 
tion arid deep defpair imprinted in his face, was. 
ftalking about in his fliirt.. I perceived him to be 
on the point of ferving it about, in large tumblers^ 
to the few undifmayed people ; and well convinc- 
ed, that, fo far from alleviating,' it would fharpett 
the horrors of their mind, I went forward, and 
with much difficulty prevented him> 

•• Having accompliftied this point, I applied 

myfelf to the captain, and endeavoured to bring 

him back (if poffiblc) to his recoUeftion, and to a 

fenfe of what he owed to his duty as a commander, 

N 3 and 
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and to bis dtgnityu a nan : L'cxhorted hisn to en- 
Counige the Tailors by his eacample ; and ftrore to 
raife his fpirits, by faying tihat the fteam did not 
appear to Aie by any means fo terrible. afsfome I 
liad betore experienced, 

^*Whil£ I was thus employed, ye ih^ed a 
{ita on the Aarboard fide, wbnch I reallythongbt 
would have fent us down. The veffel feemed to 
£nk beneath its weight, (bivered, and r^emained 
motionlefs-^it was a momeat of critical fufpeule,; 
fancy made me think lielt ber gradually defend- 
ing — I gave myfeLf up as gone, and fummoned all 
my fortitude to bear approaching deaih with be- 
coming manhood. 

''Just at this crifis, ihe water, which ruflxed 
With incredible force through all paru of the velfclt 
bioi^ht out floatipg, and nearly fuffocated, ano* 
ther £ngU(h paflenger, who was endeavouring io 
take a little repofe in a fmall -cabin boarded^ff ^bobp 
^be deck : he was a very <flout^youngman, and full 
of true fpirit. Finding that the veifal was not, as I 
had thought, going immediately down /he joincal 
me in exhorting the captain to his duty : we per- 
fi^aded bim to throw the guns x>verboardiyas well as 
a number of trunks and pack^es. with wbioh the 
veffel was much encumbered; and with* fome lift- 
tie exertioUi we got tbepumps fi^a going/' 

The 
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The name of the Englifli paflenger juft men- 
tioned Mras HaU. He was a young man of a moft 
amiable difpofition, and with it poflefled all that 
txatnlY fpirit that gives prefcnce of mind in exigen« 
ces of danger. He and Capt. Campbell having, 
with great difficulty,, got (bme hands to 0ick tothe 
pumps, ftood at the wheel, at once to aflift the 
men, and prevent them from quitting it: and, al- 
though hopelefs, determined that no effort prafii* 
cable on their parts fliouki be wanting to tlie pre* 
fervation of the veffel. The water, however, 
gained upon the pumps, notwithfianding every ef« 
4oTi ; and it evidently appeared chat they (U)u]d not 
keep her long above water. 

At ten o'clock the wind feemed toincreare,and 
amounted to a downright hurricane : the fky was 
fo entirely obfcured witli black clouds, and the rain 
fell fo thick, that obje3s were not difcernible 
from the wheel to the (hip's heiA* Soon the pumps 
were choaked, and could no longer be worked : 
^cn difmay feized on all — ^nothir^ bat unutterable 
•defpair, itlent anguiifa, and horror, wrought up to 
frenzy, was tohefeen ; not a lingle foul was capa- 
iile of an effort to be uieful^-*all feemed more de« 
iirous to extioguifli their calamities by embracing 
afeath, tiliaa willing, by a painful exertion, to 
avoid it* 
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At about eleven o'clock they could plainly "dif- 
tinguifli a dreadful roaring noife, rcfembling that 
of waves rolling againft rocks ; but the darknefs of 
the day, and the accompanying rains, prev^ented 
them from feeing any diftancej and if it were a 
rock, they might be aftually dafhed to pieces on k 
before they could perceive it. At twelve o'clock, 
however, the weather cleared up a little, and both 
the wind and the fea feemed to have abated : the 
very expanfion of the profpeft round the fhip was 
exhilarating; and as the weather grew better, and 
the fea lefs furious, the fenfes of the people re- 
turned, and the general ftupefa£l:ion began to de- 
creafe. 

The weather continuing to clear up, they in 
fometlmedifcovcred breakers and large rocks witfi- 
out fide of them ; fo that it appeared they muft hai^e* 
pafled quite clofe to them, and were now fairly 
hemmed in between them and iii& land# 

" In this very critical junSure," fays our tra- 
veller, " the captain, entirely contra'ry to my opiw 
nion, adopted the da^ngerous refolutioft of letting go 
an anchor, to bring her up with her head to the 
fea: but, though no feaman, my common fenfe 
told me that (he could never ride it out, but muft 
direftly go down. The event nearly juftified niy 
judgment; forftue had fcarcely been at anchor be- 
fore 
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fore an enormous fea rolling over hei^, overwhelmed 
and filled her with water, and every one on board 
concluded that (he was certainly finking. On the 
inftant, a Lafcar, with a prefence of mind worthy 
an old Englifib marincTy took aii 9xe, ran forward, 
andcuttbe^able." 

On finding herfelf £ree, the veffel again fioatfid, 
and made ao effort to right faerfelf ; hot (he was al* 
moft complefiely water* fegged, and heeled to lar-* 
board fo much, that the gunnel lay under water. 
They then endeavoured to fleer as fafi as they could 
for the land, which they knew could not be at any 
great diftance, though they were unable to diAx)ver 
it through the hazy weather: the fore-fail was 
loofened ; by great efforts in baiUng, ihe righted 
a little, her gunnel was got above water, and they 
fcudded as well as they could before the wind, 
which flill blew hard on ihore ; and about two 
o'clock the land appeared at a fmall diflance &- 
head. 

The love of life countervails all other confideca- 
tions in the mind of man. The uncertainty they 
were under with regard to the fhore before them, 
which they had reafon to believe was part of Hyder 
Alli's doraijuons, where they fliould meet with the 
moft rigorous treatment, if not ultimate death, was 
forgotten in the joyful hope of faying life, and they 
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fcudded toward the (hare in all the exuUiiirg tranR 
ports of a pedple juft fnatcbcd from the jaws of 
death. » 

^ This gleam of h^ppirtefs,' however, continued 
not long : a tremendous fea rolling after them, 
broke over their ftern, tare every thing before it, 
Hove in the fteerage» carried away the rudder, £hi- 
vered the wheel to pieces, and tore »p the very 
ring-baits of the deck — conveyed the men who 
flood at the wheel forward, and fwept them over- 
board. Captain Campbell was {landing, at the time, 
near the wheel,' and fortunately had hold of the 
taffarel, which enabled him to refift in part the 
weight of the wave. He was, however, fwept off 
his feet, and da&cd againd the main-maft. The 
jerk from the taflfarel, which be .held .very tenaw 
cioufly, feemed as if it would have diflacated his 
arms : it broke, however, the impetus of hrs motion; 
and in 4II probabilLiy faved him from, being daflied 
to pieces againft the mall. 

** I FLOUNDERED about," fays he, " in the 
water at the foot of the maft, till a't length I got 
on my feet, and feized a rope, which I held in a 
ftate of great ernbarraffment, dubious what I fhoulxt 
do to extricate rayfelf. At this irtftant I perceived: 
that Mr. Hall had got u^on the capftern, and was 
waving his hand to me to follow lus example : this 

I wiftied 
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I wiflied to do, though it was an enterprife of fome 
rilk and difficulty; for, if I loft the hold I had, a 
fingle motion of the vcffel, or a full wave, would 
certainly carry me overboard. I made a bold bufli, 
however, and fortunately accomplithed it. Hav- 
ing uttaiiied this ftatioit I could the better furvey 
the wreck, and faw that the water was nearly 
breaft'high on the quarter deck (for the veffel was 
deep-waifted) ; and I perceived the unfortunate 
£nglifli purfer Handing where the water was moft 
{hallow,' as if watching with patient expectation its 
rifing, and awaiting death : I called to him to come 
to us, but he (hook his head in defpair, and faid, in 
a lamentable tone, ** It is all over with us ! God 
have mercy upon us !*'^ — then feated hirafelf with 
feeming compofure on a chair whit hv happened to 
be rolling about in the wreck of th^ deck, and in a 
few minutes afterwards was waihed into the fea 
along with it, where he was fpeedify releafed from 
a ftate ten thfiufand times worfe than death. 

"During this univerfal wreck of things, the 
horror I was in could not prevent me from obferv- 
ing a very curious circumftance, vrhicl) at any other 
time would have excited laughter^, though now it 
produced no other emotion than furprife. We hap- 
pened to be in part laden with mangoes, of which 
the ifland of Goa is known to produce the finefl in 
the world, fome of them lay in bafkcts on the poop : 

a little 
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a little black boy, in the ftiombnt of greateA danger, 
had got feated by them, devonring them voraci* 
oufly, and crying all the time molt bittetly at the 
horrors of his Tituatlon I 

•• Th e veffel now got completely water«Iogged ; 
and Mr. Hall and! were employed in forming con- 
je£lural calculations how many minutet flie could 
keep above water, and confoling one another, om the 
tinfortunate circumftances under whkii we met»-<- 
« lamenting that fate bad thus brought us acquainted 
only to make us witneiTes of eacht>tkef'a miforyi 
and then to fee one auiother no more. 

"As the laHboard fide of the veffel was gradually 
going down, the deck, and of cpurfe the capILern, . 
became too nearly perpendicular for us to o<i>ntiaiDe 
on it: we therefore forefaw.the necefity of quit, 
ting it, and got upon the ftarboard fide, faoiding 
fad by the gnnnel, and allowing our bodies and 
kgs to yield to the fea as it broke over us. Thus 
we continued for fome time : at length the feverity 
of the labour fo entirely exhaufled our ftiength and 
fpirits, that our beA hope feemed 10 beafpeedy 
concluflon to our painful death ; and we began 
to have ferious intentions of letting go our bold, 
and yielding ourfelves up at once to the furj' of the 
waves. 
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" The veflel, which all this time drifted with 
the fea and wind, gradually approximated the fhore, 
and at length flrock the ground, which for an in- 
flant revived our almofl departed hopes ; but we 
foon found that it did not in the fmalleft degree 
better our fituation. Again I began to yield to 
utter defp air — again I thought of lettjng go my 
hold, and finking at once : it is impoflible, thought 
I^ ever to efcape — why, then, prolong, for a few 
minutes,, a painful exiflence that mu(l at lafl be 
given up? Yet, yet, the all-fubduing lovepf life 
fuggefied, that many things apparently impoHible 
had come to pafs; and I faid to myfelf» If life is 
to be loft, why not lofe it in a glorious flruggle? 
Should I furvive it by accident, life will be ren- 
dered doubly fweet to me, and I ftill more worthy 
of it by perfevering fortitude. 

•* While I was employed in this train of re- 
flexion, I perceived fome of the. people collefting 
together, talking, and holding a confultation : it 
immediately occurred to me, that they were de- 
yifing fome plan for efcaping from the wreck, and 
getting on fliore: and, fo natural is it for man to 
cling to his fellow creature for fupport in difficult or 
dangerous exigences, that I propofed to Mr. Hall to 
join them, and take a fliare in the execution of the 
. plan — obferving to him at the fame time, that I 
was determined at aJJ events to quit the veflel, and 
O truft 
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truft to the proteftion and guidance of a fuperln- 
tcnding Providence for the reft. . 

•• As prodigality of life is, in fome cafes, the 
cxccfsof virtue and courage — fo there are others in 
which it is vice, meannefs and cowardice. True 
courage is, according to the circumftances under 
which it is to operate, as rigidly tenacious and vigi-, 
lant of life in one cafe, as it is indifferent and re- 
I gardlefs in another ; and I think it is a very ftrange 
contradidion in the human-heart (although it often> 
happens), that a man who has the moft unbounded 
courage, feeking death even in the canon's mouth, 
lhall yet want the ncceffary refolution to make 
exertions to fave his life in cafes of ordinary dan- 
ger. The unfortunate Englilh purfer could not* 
ccilleft courage fufficient to make an effort to fave 
himfelf ; and yet I think it probable that he would 
have faced a battery of artillery, or expofed him- 
felf to a piftol fliot, if occafion required, as foon 
as any other man. Thus it appears at firft view : 
but may not this feeming incongruity be explained 
by faying, that perfoaal courage and fortitude are 
different qualities of the tnind and body, and depend' 
upon the exercife of entirely different funftions ? 

"Be that as it may, I argued with myfelf, in 
the height of my calamitous fituation, upon the 
fubjeft of fortitude and dejeftion, courage and 

cowardice ; 
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cowardice ; and, notwith (Ian ding the feribus afpe£tr 
of affairs, found myfelf liflening to the fuggeftions 
of pride : what a paltry thing to yield, while 
ftrength is left to ftruggle ! Vanity herfelf had her 
hint, and whifpered, •' Should I efcape by an effort 
uf my own, what a glorious theme of exultation !*' 
There w6re, I confefs, iranfitory images in my 
mind, which, co-operating with the natural attach- 
ment to felf-prefervation, made me perfevere, and 
rcfolve to do fo, while one veftige of hope was left 
for the mind to dwell on. 

"Observing, as I faid before, the people 
confulting together, and refolvingto join them, I 
made an effort to get to the lee flurouds, where they 
were ilanding, or rather clinging ; but before I 
could accompUib it, I loft my boId» fell down the 
hatchway (the gratings having been carried away 
with the long, boat), and Was for fome minutes en- 
tangled there among a heap of packages, which 
the violent fiu£luations of the water had colIe6led 
on the lee fide. As the veffel moved with the fea, 
and the water flowed in, the packages and I were 
rolled together — fometimes one, fometimes ano- 
ther uppermoft ; fo that I began to be apprchen* 
five I (hould not be able to extricate myfelf: by the 
raereft accident, however, I grafped *fomething 
that lay in my way, made a vigorous fpring, and 
gained the lee flirouds. Mr. Hall, who followed 
O 2 me. 
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in£, in fcizing the fhrouds, was driven againft me 
with fuch violence, that I could fcarcely retain my 
hold of the I'igging, 

"Compelled by the perilous fituation in 
which I flood, I called out to him for God's fake to 
keep off, for that I was rendered quite breathlefs 
and worn out : hegeneroufly endeavoured to make 
way for me, and, in fo doing, unfortunately loft his 
hold, and went down under the fhip*s 6de. Never, 
never (hall I forget my fenfations at this melancho- 
ly incident — I would have given millions of worlds 
that could have recalled the words which made him 
move ; my mind was wound up to the laft pitch of^ 
anguifli : I may truly fay, that this was the moft 
bitter of all the bitter moments of my life, com- 
pared with which the other ctrcumftances of the 
fhipwrcck feemed leffened — for 1 had infenfihiy 
acquired an unufual efleem and warm attachment 
lor him, and was doubtful whether,, after being 
even the innocent occafion of his falling, I ought 
to take further pains to preferve my own life.' All' 
thofe fenfations 'were paffing with the rapidity of 
lightning through my thoughts, when, as much- to 
my aftonifliment as to ray joy, I faw him borne 
by a returning wave, and thrown among the very 
packages from which I had but juft before, with 
fuch labour and difficulty, extricated myfelf. In 
the end be proved equally fortunate, but, after a 

much 
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much longer aiid harder flruggle, and after fuftain- 
ing much more injury. 

'* I OKCE more changed my ftation, and made 
my !way to the poop, where I found myfelf rather 
fliore (heltered — 1 earneftly wllhed Mr. Hall to be. 
.\yiilth . aaie^ \y^hat^ver might be' my ultimate fate-— 
^nd bcckoD^ hiiQ to corn^ ^ear me ; but he only 
-^nfwflred by fhaking his head,, in a feeble, de- 
fpouding manner — flaring at the fame time wildly 
about him: even his fpirit was fubdued; and 
Aeffm. I pqrx:0ived» had beg^^n to take poifeflioa 
•pf hii mi»d. 

*^ BfiiK'G a little more at eafe in my new ftatlon 
than I bad been bfffore. I had more time to delibe- 
rate, and more power to judge. I recollefled, 
,tfaoti agi:ordiQg to the courfe of timte, the daty was 
Jar ^gone* and the night qutckly approaching : I 
;refle£led,' that for any entcrprife whatfoevcr, day 
was much pieferabie to night ; and above all I 
confidered, that the veffel could not hold long to- 
* gether— I therefore thoi:|ght, that the beft mode I 
xjEHiid ad<)^t would be, u> i«ke to the water wkh the 
firft buoyant thing I. could fee. ; -and, as the wind 
and Water both feened io run to the ihore, to 
lake my chance in that way of reaching it. In 
putfuance of this refolution, I tore off my fliirr,* 
having before that thrown off the other pam of my 
G 3' drefs— .' 
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ArcCs — I loojied at my flceve buttons, in which wss 
fet the hair of my departed .children— and, by an 
involuntary aft of the imagination, alked myfelf 
^the qucftioii^ •' Shall I be iiappy enough to m^et 
them where I am now about to go ? — Shall thofe 
dear laft remains, too, become a prey to. the de- 
vouring deep ?" — In that ihftant, reafon, fuf- 
pended by the horrors of the fcene, gave way to inw 
ftinft : and I rolled my (hirt up, and very carefully 
ihtuA it into a hole between decks, with the wild 
hopes that the fleeve-buttons might yet efcape un- 
touched. Watching my opportunity, I faw a log 
of wood floating near the veffel, and, waving my 
hand to. Mr. Hall as a laft adieu, jumped after it. 
Here, again, I was doomed to aggravated hard- 
ihips — 1 had fcarcely touched the log when a great 
fea fnatched it from my hold : ftill as it came near 
me, I grafped at it inefFeftttally, till at laft it was 
completely carried away, but not before it had cut 
and batteied and bruifed me in feveral places, and 
in a manner that at any other tim'e I fhouid have 
thought dreadful. 

"Death feemed inevitable ; and all that oc- 
curred to me now to do, was to accelerate it, aijd get 
out of its pangs as fpeedily as poflible ; for, though 
I knew how to fwim, the tremendous furf rendered 
fwimming ufelefs, and all hope from it would have 
1»e€D ridiculous. I therefore began to fwallow as 

much 
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tnuch wawr as poffible; yet, flill rifing by the 

-buoyant principle of the waves' to the furface, my 

' former thoughts began to recur ; and whether it 

wais that, or natural inftinft, which furvived the 

temporary impreflioas of defpair, I know not;' but 

I endeavoured to fwitn, which I had not done long, 

when I again difcovered the log oF wood I had loil 

.^floating near me, and with feme difficulty caught 

at : hardly had it been an inftant in my hands, 

-whai, by the fame unlucky means I loft it again. I 

.badr of^en heard it faid in Scotland, that if a man 

.*mll ' throw himielf. flat on his back in the water, 

' liefquite ilraight and fiifT, and fuflfer himfelf to fink 

till thb water gets inio his ears« he wilLcontinue 

to float fx> for ever : this occurred to me now, and 

rl determined to try the experiment; fo I threw 

/myfelf on iny back in the manner I have defcribed, 

and left myfelf to the difpoCal of Providence ; n<wr 

was it long before I found the truth of the faying 

♦—for I floated with hardly an effort, and began for 

the firft time to conceive fomethin^ like hopes of 

prefervation. 

"After lying in this manner, committed to 
the difcretion of the tides, I foon faw the veflel — 
faw that it was ata confiderablediftance behind me. 
Livelieft hope began to play about my heart, and 
joy fluttered with a thoufand gay fancies in my 
niad ; I began to form the favourable conclufion, 

' that 
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•that the tide was carryii)g i»e jmpidly to land from 
the ycSel^ and that I fiiould foon once itiore touch 
ierra firma, 

" This expcSation wat a cordial that revived 
isy exhaufted fpirits : I tqok coura^« and left imy- 
felC flill to the fame all-4lire£Uog Pow/er tliath«d 
.hitherto preferved me, fcarcely. doubtiDg that :I 
.ihould foon reach the land. Hot was I mi^keni; 
for, in a fhort' time more, without efibrt;6r exier- 
tion, and witho^ once turning from off myback^ -I 
found tny fell ftrike againll the faady beaci^.' 0^er« 
.joyed to the hagheft pitch of'iranfport at my pro- 
vidential < deliverance, I made a convulfive ifring, 
and ran up a little diAance on the ihore ; but was 
fo weak and worn down by fatigue, and To unable 
to clear my ilomach of the fait water with which 
it was loaded, that I fuddestly grew deadly fick, 
:an4 apprehended that I had <oiily exchanged one 
death for another; and in a^niiiute ortwio fainted

CHAPTER THE SEVENTH. 



CAPT. CAMPBELL IS MADE PRISONEH BY 
SOM^ OF HYDER ALLIES TROOPS. — HUMAN- 
ITY OF A LASCAR. — HARDSHIPS. — MEETS 
MR. HALL. — SENT UNDER A 6UARD UP THE 
COUNTRY. — ARRIVES AT HYDERN AGU R.-»— 
IS BROUGHT BEFORE THE JEMADAR, AND 
COMMITTED TO PRISON. 



AVhEN Capt. Campbell recovered from the 
fwoon into which he had fallen, he found himfelf 
furrounded by a guard of artned foldiers, fepoys, 
and pike-men. He immediately knew them to be 
the troops of Hyder Alii, and almoft wiftied him- 
felf back into the waves again. Looking Tound, 
he faw that the people and effe£ls which had beei^ 
faved from the wreck wer6 collefled all together 
along with him* 

In this ftate they remained till it. was dark. A 
Lafcar belonging to the veffel, perceiving that*our 
traveller's ftate ofnakednefs gave him great con- 
cern, tore into two a piece of cloth which he had 
tied round bis waift, and gave him one part of it, 

which 
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which afforded a fliort apron. This fiinplc aft of 
a poor uninformed black man, whom Chriftian 
charity would call an idolator, Cap}. Campbell 
confiders as having had more of the wue and efTen- 
tial fpirit of charity in it, than half the oftenta- 
tious parading newfpaper public charities of Lon- 
don-^-the flough of purfe»praud vanity, and un^ 
wleldy bloated wealth; •• Of all the afts of bene- 
ficence," fays he, " that I ever met with, it flruck. 
me the moft forcibly : it had kindnefs, difmter- 
efiednefs, and delicacy for its bafis; and I have ne- 
ver fmce thought of it without wiftiingjhat I could 
meet the man, to reward him for his beneficence 
with a fubfiftencc for life. The lower order of 
people of a certain country, I know, would think 
a man in fuch circumftances as I was then in, a 
fitter obje£i of pleafantry than pity. 

The vaft quantity of fait water he had fwal- 
lowed flill made him deadly fick in his ilomach : 
lifter fome time, however, he threw it up, and got 
great relief. He had hardly felt the comfortable 
effeQs of this, before he was ordered to march : 
nine of them, all Lafcars except himfelf, were 
conveyed to a village at a few miles diftance on the 
fea-fide, where they were for the night put into a 
fquare place, walled round, open to the inclemency 
of the weather above and below, and filled with 
large logs of wood; it blew moft violently, and rain 

fell

fell in torrents — while not one fmooth plaok could 
be found on which to flretch their haraQed and 
wafted bodies. Thu«, naked, (ick, exhaufted with 
fatigue and failing, drenched with wet, and unable 
to lie dpwn, their mifery might be fuppofed to'be 
incapable of increafe. But, alas ! where are the 
bounds which can be fet to human woe ? — Thirft, 
that moft dreadful of pains, occafioned by the 
drenchitig with f^lt water, feized them ; they begg- 
ed, in treated, clamoured for water ; but the inhu- 
man wretches, deaf to the groans and fcreams of 
their fellow creatures (for fome grew delirious with 
the agony of thirft), refufed them even the cheap 
and miferable indulgence of a drop of water ! 

A NIGHT of moreexquifite horror than this was, 
cannot be imagined. The thought of being a pri- 
foner to Hyder Alii \yas, 6f itfelf, fufficient to 
render our traveller completely unhappy : but his 
utter want of clothes almoft put him befide him- 
felf ; and lying expofed to the open air, where he 
was glad to fit clofe to the Lafcars to receive a little 
heat from their bodies, and to hold open his mouth; 
in order to catch a drop of the defcending rain,, 
was a ftate that might be confidered as the highcft 
refinement upon mifery. 

About four o'clock in the morning, a little cold 
rice was brought them to eat^ and water was dug 
out of a hole near the fpot for them ; but, as all 

things 
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things in this life are good or bad merely relafcively, . 
this wretched fare was fome refreQiment to them. 
The Captain was then removed to the ruins of a' 
toddy •hut, feparated from the reft, and a guard £et 
over him. Here he had full room for refleflion. 
The whole of his fituation appeared before him 
with all its aggravating circumftances of horror, and 
it feemed hardly pofliWe to fill the bitter cup of 
calamity fuller ; for there was ik) probability of 
his being ever releafed, as his captivity was unlike- 
ly to be known to his country, or by his friends. 

In this ftate he was, when, to his utter aflonilh-. 
inent, and to his no lefs joy, the amiable compa- 
nion of his (hipwreck, Mr. Hall, appeared before 
him. He fcarcely knew how to think this ap- 
pearance reality, as he underftood that the Lafcars 
then along with him were all that were faved from 
the wreck ; and Mr. Hall was, at the time he 
parted from him, fo exhaufted both in body and 
mind, that to every appearance he would be the laft 
who could efcape. Mr. Hall, however, ihook. 
him by the hand ; and, fitting down, told our tra- 
veller that he had given him up for loft,-^and re- 
mained with the veflel untH the tide, having ebbed, 
left her almoft dry — that, immediately on getting 
alhore, and being taken prifoner, he tnade enqMiries 
about him, and heard that he had been faved — that^. 
finding.this, his joy was fuch as to make binxai^ 

moll 
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moft Forget bis own misfortunes—and, exerting all 
his entreaties not to be fejparated from his friend, 
they had been fo far indulgent to him, and had 
brought him there, tjbat they might be companions 
in bondage. He added, that out of eleven Europe-^ 
ans and fifty-fix Lafcars who were on board, only 
he and Capt. Campbell, of the former, and fourteen 
of the latter, were faved from the wreck, the reft 
having been drowned in the attempt, excepting 
fome who, overcome with terror, anguifh arid 
anxiety, and exhaufted with fatigue, had bid a for* 
mal adieu to their companions, let go their bold, 
and calmly and voluntarily given themfelves up to 
the deep. 

Capt. Campbell, perceiving that Mr. Hart 
ftood as much in need of relief as he did himfdf 
when the Lafcar relieved him by dividing his cloth, 
took it off, tore- it in two, and gave him half of it : 
their mifery may be well corfceived from thisj if 
other circumftances were wanting, that fuch a 
* ihing as a rag of linen, not worth fix-pence, wais i 
very material accdmmodation to them both. 

His joy at efcaping Qiip wreck our traveller de«» 
fcribes as by no means fo great as the agony his 
ittiad underwent at the profpe6i now before him. 
He, who had been already fome years in India, 
and had opportunities of hearing, as well from His 
P father 
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father as from other officers in the fervice, what the. 
cjifpofuion of the tyrant in whofe power he had now 
fallen was, knew too well the horrors of his fitua- 
lion to feel any thing like hope. The unmerciful 
difpoiition of Hyder, and all thofe in authority un- 
der him, and the cruel policy of the eaftern chiefs, 
making the life of any one, particularly a Britifh 
priibner, at the beft a precarious tenure, he did not 
know the moment when death might be inflifted 
ppon him with perhaps a thoufand aggravating cir- 
cumftances; and at all events, the affairs which 
demanded his prefence in India fo very impprtu-. 
Irately as to urge him to all the fatigues and hard- 
fliips of a palTage overland, were, of themfelves, 
fufiicient to make his mind uneafy ; but the abjeft 
ftate of want and nakednefs in which it feem'ed he 
was likely to remain, (Iruck a deep and damp hdr* 
ror.to bia heart,_.apd almoft unmanned him. 

",jMr^. Hall and I," fays he, " endeavoured, 
with all our*migbt to ftem the headlong torrent of 
our fate — melancholy preyed deeply and openly 
upon him, while I concealed mine, and endea- 
voured to cheer the finking fpirits of that noble 
youth, :who, I perceived, was the, prey rather of 
extreme fei^fibility than feeblenefs of mind. . All 
thfe horrors of fliivering nakednefs, thpugh,. tp a 
mind delicate like his, and a perfon reared in the 
l^p of luxury, f^aificiently goading, appeared as no- 

~ thing 
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thing when compared with one lofs hb hadfuftained 
in the depredations with which (hipwreck is con- 
ftantly followed up. In the horrid fufpenfc between 
life and death, which I have already defcribed^ pre- 
vious to my getting on (hore, this amiable young 
man had fecured and treafured next his heart, as the 
infeparable companion of his fate, a miniature por- 
'trait of a young lady : it hung round his neck, 
iztnd was, by the unfeeling villains who feized him 
on his landing, taken away. This cruel depriva- 
tion was an inceffant corrofive to his mind — the 
copious fourceof anguifti to his heart — the hourly 
themeof the moft pathetic, afflifiing exclamations* 
^ Had I," he would cry, " oh ! had I but had the 
good fortune to have gone to the bottom while 
yet it hung about my neck, I ihould have been 
happy : but now, feparated from the heavenly ori- 
ginal, and bereft of the precious image, what is 
life? What wOUldbe life were I yet fure of it? 
What pleafure, what common content,, has the 
world left forme? None — oh I none, none! ne- 
ver (hall this heart again know comfort!*' 

** I DID every thing I could to confole him, 
and, as far as I could, to prevent hi m^ from dwel- 
ling on thofc gloomy fubjefts. Our converfations 
were interefling and pathetic; but, alas I 'the pic- 
ture, at every paufe, chafed away the flight im- 
prei&ona pf the preceding converfe : no fufferiirgs of 
P ft the 
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the body could couniervail that lofs — no confola* 
tion mitigate it ; and amidft the horrid refleflions 
Vhich unparalleiled calamity io^pofed upon his 
mind, the lofs of that one dear relic rofe paramount 
to all — and as every thought began, fo it ended^ with 
the pifture.** 

For fome di^ys they lay in this place, expofed to 
the weather, without even the (lender comfort of a 
little draw to cover the ground beneath them ; 
their food, boiled rice, ferved very fparingly twice 
a*day by an old woman, who juft threw a handful 
or more of it to each upon a very dirty board, 
. which they devoured with thofe fpoons' which Na« 
ture gave them. 

At the end of that time, they, and, along with 
them, Ih^ Lafcars^ were ordered to proceed into 
the country, and driven oo foot to a confiderable 
, diftance,.in order to render np an account of them- 
ielves to perfoos belonging to government, autho* * 
rifed to taie it. It was advanced iu the morning 
when they, moved, without receiving any fort of 
Xuftemfnce, and Mf^re marched in that wafting cli- 
mate eight hours, without breaking their faft ; dur« 
ing which time they were expofed alternately to 
the fcorching heat of the fun and heavy torrents of 
•rain, which .raifed. painful blifiers on Jtheir ikin : 
they bad often to ftand expofed to the weather, or 

^ ''to 
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io tie down, under the preffure of fatigue and 
weakh^fs, on the bare ground ; then wait an hoiir, 
or- morV, at the door of Tome infolent, unfeeling 
monfterj until he finUhed hit dinner, or took his 
afternoon's nap ; and when this was over/ driven 
forward with wanton barbarity by)the>peopleiti4fa 
attended them. 

Two days after this,' ' they were moved ag^iif, 
and marched up the country, by a long dild -cir- 
cuitous roiite, in which they underwettt every 
hardfliip that cruelty could infliA, or human forti* 
tude endure^— -riow bliftered with the heat, - now 
dpencbed with the rain, and now chilled with .the 
night dam'ps^—deftitute of hny place but the bare 
earth to reft or lay their heads on, with onfly a fcait- 
ty pittance of' boiled rice for their fupport — often 
without water to quench their thirft, and conftantly 
goaded by the guards, who pricked them with their 
bayonets every now and. ifhen,» ait once to evinde 
their power, entertain the.fpeftators, and mortify 
theiir prif<Miers. At length they Arrived at Hyder- 
nagur, the metropolis of^ the province of Bidda* 
pore — a fort of confiderable ftrength, mounting 
upwards of fevefity" gun«,> cont^aining- a Urge j^ri- 
ibh of men, and poflbfled of immetife weafhh* 

It was about two o'clock in the morning when 
iheys^-riVed at Biddanore: theday was extremely

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liol. ifid ihcy were kept out und^r the fitU heat #C 
that hroUingfun till fix o'clock ifi the evenings 
before they were admitted to an audience of thejc^ 
madar, or governor of the place, without having a 
■louthful of vifiuals ofiered to them after the fa- 
tiguing marcl^ of the raormng* 

Wniti they ftood in this forlorn ftate, a valt 
toncottrfe of people ^delle&ed^about, a^ vieweil 
^bem with ciiriofity.% Looking found tfardugh tbofc 
who ftood neareft, Capt. GampbellTayt, ho obfetved 
fpipe men gaaing at him with ftrongmarks^ of eino« 
f/on, and a-mixtiire of wonder and cooicfirn pottiw 
4raQr^4 ^n ibeMT qoyun^hancet^. Surprifed't6 fee f«eli 
fymptoms ^f humanity in {a Myferean Indian. Im 
Jooked ?t them with more fcruiiniaing atieoN 
iMon, and thoogbt that their facet were famitiar w 
bim. Cinching bil eye* they looked at him figtti*^ 
iicanttyy as though they would expreft their regard 
and xefpf £1 forhim, if they dared ; and then be bei^ 
^n tOjiecoJIcfttbat they were formerly privateaw 
bia own regiment of cavalry » %nA were then priroB*f 
^rs at large with Hydier.. . i' \ 

. . He was not kfi farprifed that tbofe poor fellowa 
]bou}4 rec^nifi&.bim in bis prefent^mifecaUe Uiicn 
Hate, than sMc&td at thi^ fympathetic filing tbqr 
^iklokd. He return^ their look ^ with a pri vaio 
mi of rcco^iiion ;. b«fti» {ttm$ ibai ibey; we» 

arfaid 
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afraid to fpetk to htm» and fearing he migbt itijare 
them by difclofing their acquaimance, lie forebori^ 
Bay thing more* 

Had Mr. Hall and hit fellow eapttve been made 
prifoners of war in battle againft an enemy, there 
is no law of nature or nations* no rule of reafon or 
^iacipie ot equity, that could* palliate It^h treat« 
meat as that which they now received: but, caft 
bv miifortuae and (hipwreck on their Ibore, the3fi 
murp entitled to folace and proteftion. The wor A 
wretches who hang out falfe beacons on the wtU 
tern coafts of £ngUnd, to allure fliips to their de«* 
flru^Uon, would not be cruel without tempution ; 
aod, if they did not expeS to gain fome profit by 
ii, would rather decline knocking their fellow 
erei^uret in tbe^head : btit thefe barbarians, wither 
c^ttl any profit but what a malignant heart derives 
Ifqi|i the miferiea of othen, or any pleafure but 
wjiat proceeds from their pain, exercifed upon 
them ihe moft wanton cruelty. Compared with 
fiich tieatmeat, inftant death would have been an 
aA of mercy to them ; and they would have had 
/eafon to blefs the band that infiiBed itl

of food — ^all confpircd to reduce our traveller, as lie 
t^Hs us, to the dimenfiqns and feeblenefs of a (kele« 
ton. He had grown daily weaker and weaker, and 
was now nearly exhaufted, and quite faint ; while, 
oh the other hand, his^amiable companion in afflic- 
tion was reduced by a dyfentery, which attacked 
him foon after their (hipWreck, and which the tor* 
tnents of his mind, the warn of inedtcine and com- 
fortable food, and, above all, the alternate violeiH 
changes from profufe prefpiration in walking to 
chilling cold at night, had increafed to fuch an 
alarming degree, that he was obliged to b^ carried 
the two laft d^ys joufhey. In this iftate, they api 
peared to each other as two fpe£lres hanging over 
the brink of the grave: and in truth, perceiving the 
rapid progrefs Mr. Hall was making to his diifolu- 
tion, the Captain was afFefted to a degree, that; 
while it really exafperated bis own worn-ddwA 
ftate, deprived him of .all attention to the rapid' dcs 
dine he was falling into, and almoft entirely en- 
groffed his care. "^ In my progrefs through life/* 
fays he, " I have had occafioh to try feveral rneri, 
and have found among them many whp were every 
thing that a good heart could wifii to find : but this 
young gentleman had at once fo much fuavity and 
Ijpirit^-fach gentl^nefs an<l fortitlide-^his lufiejrftigs 
(^ofttof his *tilnd,'as well as thiofe of ^hll body) 
Were fo exquifite, and he- bore tbem with fath 
xncekxififs^ tempered^ by fuch utoHiterrupted godd 

humour^ 
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humour, and concealed andmaziaged with fo much 
delicacy, that I do not tranigrefs the bounds of 
truth, when I fay I never met one who^o entirely 
interefted my feelings, and attached my friendfiiip 
fo unalterably, upon principles of inflinfUve im- 
pulfe, as well as reafon. Impelled by the irrefif- 
tible claims he had upon my approbation and ef* 
teem, I entered with all the warmth of a brother 
into his rufiferings, and can aflert with truth thai 
they conftituted the feverefl trials I anderweiu du* 
ring my whole tmprifoament.*' 

While they ftood in the court, waiting to be 
brought before the jemadar, they prefented a fpec-* 
tacle that would have wrung pity, one Would think, 
ifrom the heart of a tiger, if a tiger was endued with 
reflexion. At length they were fummoned to, ap- 
pear before him, and brought into his prefence. 
Capt. Campbell had made up his mind for the oc* 
calion, detefmined to deport himfelf in a manly, 
candid manner, and to let no confideration what* 
ever lead him to any thing difgraceful to his cha<* 
tafler, or unworthy his fituation in life ; andj 
Cnally, had prepared himfelf to meet, without 
fhrinking, whatever misfortunes might yet be in 
ftore for him, or whatever cruelties the barbarous 
^ difpofition or wicked policy ot the tyrant might 
think proper to inflift* ' 

. Otc 
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* On entering, they found the jemadar in fut! 
court. He was then occupied with the reading of 
difpatches, and in trahfa6ling other public bufrnefs. 
His prifaners were placed dircftly oppbfite to him, 
where they ftood for hear an hour, during which 
time he never call his eyes toward them ; but when 
at lafi he had concluded thebufinefs in which he was 
engaged, and deigned to look at them, they were 
Ordered to prollrate themfelves before him : the 
Lafcars immediately obeyed the order, and threw 
themfelves on the gf-ound ; but Capt. CampbeH 
contented himfelf with making a falam, in which 
^oor Mr. Hall, who knew not the eafiern mannei 
as he did, followed his example* 

, A^s foon as this cerempny was over, the jemad^f 
(who was no other man than the famous Hyat Sahib 
that has made fo much noife in the hiftory of the 
V4r) began to interrogate Capt. Campbell. He de- 
fired to know who he was ? — what his profefli o a 
5vas ?— rand what was the caufe and manner of his 
approaching, the country of Hyder Alii ?— 'To all 
thofe <iueflions the Captain gave anfwers that 
feen)ed to fati§fy him. He then afked him, what 
pews he had brought with him from Europe ? — in- 
quired into the ftate of the army, and number af 
recruits difpatched in the Ihips of that feafon — was 
minute and circumftantial in his queilions refpe6l- 
ing the nature and fuccefs of the war -in Europe, 
and examined him clofely, touching the refources 
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of theEaft India Company. Our traveller faw his 
drift,, and was cautious and circumfpeft in his 
anfvverSy yet at the fame time contrived to fpeak 
with an air of candour that in fome fort fatisfied 
him. 

Hav I N G exhaufted his who]e firing of queftions, 
he turned the difcourfe to another fubjeft, no lefs 
than his great and puiflatit lord and mafter Hyder» 
of whom he had endeavoured to imprefs a great, if 
not terrible idea — amplifying his power, his wealth, 
and the extent and opulence of bis dominions — and 
defcribing, in the moft exaggerated terms, the 
number of his troops — his military talents — his 
vaft, and, according to his account, unrivalled ge- 
nius — his amazing abilities in conquering and go* 
verning nations^ and, above all, his many amiable 
qualities, and fplendid endowments of heart,' n6 lefs 
than of underftanding. 

Having thus, with equal zeal and fidelity, en- 
deavoured to imprefs his prifoner with veneration 
for his lord and mailer, and ior that purpofe attri- 
buted to him every perfeftion that may be fuprpofed 
to be divided among all the kings and generals that 
■ have lived fnice the birth of Chrift, he turned to 
the Englifli government^, 2^nd endeavoured to de* 
monftrate the folly and inutility of our attempting 
to refift his progrefs, which he. compared to that of 
the fea, to a.t^mpeft, to a torrent, to %4ipn'a pacq 

and 
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and fury — to every thing that an eaflern imagtnt*- 
tion could fugged as a figure proper to exemplify 
grandeur and irrefiftible power. He then vaunted 
of his fovcreign*s fucceffes over the Engl f ft, fome 
of which the Captain had not heard of before, and 
did not beKeve ; and concluded by declaring, that 
it was Hyder's determination to drive all Europeans 
from Indoftan, which he averred he could not fail . 
to do, confidering the weaknefs of the one, and 
boundkfs power of the other. This part of Hyat 
Sahil^'s difcourfe is well worth the reader's re- 
membering, as it will ferve to make a very divert- 
ing contraft with his fubfequent condufl. 

After having expended near half an hour in 
this manner, he called upon Capt. Campbell t6 
coifile over near him, and caufed him to feat him- 
felf upon a mat with a pillow ta lean upon — en» 
couraged him, by every means he cbuld, to fpeak 
to him without the lead referve — ^exhorted him to 
tell him the truth in every thing they fpeke of— 
and hinted that his falling into his hands mighl 
-turn out the moft fortunate event of his life. 

Our traveller was at a.lofs to what motive to at*> 
tribute all thefe fihgular marks of indulgence; but 
found that Hyat had learned whofe fon he was. (and 
knew his father by reputation), from the Seapoys, . 
who were now prifonersat large there : and as rank

•. lAffffBRaifoll hoards audience, in which Hyat 
Sahih. t«eaied the CsL^tam .with di (Hngniflied marks 
of favour confidering/his .fituation, he difmilTed 
him with the ceremony of beetle-nut, rofe-water, 
jind other complimeiits, which are in that CQuntry 
held as the ftiTo^geft macks «of politeoefs, refpe£l, 
arid good-will. 

• 3LEAVIN G the court, he was led to the inner fort 
or citadel : and the officious zeal of thofe about 
him, unwilling to^ let him remain ignorant of that 
. which they conceived to be a moft fortunate turn in 
his affairs, gave the- coup de grac€ to his miferies as 
he went along, by congratulating him on the fa- 
vourable opinion which the jemadar had formed of 
htnv, and intimating at the fame time that he would. | 
foon be honoured with a refpe£itable command in 
Hyder^s fcrvice, 

** If I was jniferable before," fays Capt. Camp* 

hcH, *• this intimation entirely deft royed the lafk 

remnant of petceor hope* I was determined to 
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dieathoufand deattis fooner fii^hiRefv^^^riy llat^ 
hoftile to Great firitain — ^but ftill todfts ^.tyrarri^ 
^hofe cou/itry, naf\^re, and pr!ncip!cs*'LdeWfted, 
and could never thitik of without*the greateft-hbr^ 
ror ; and I judged, that if fudi-aii oSer OiouM be 
made, and I refufed it, my life would fs^ll a facrtfice 
^to their rage and difappointment,- or at leafl I 
iliould.live a life of imphfohment, and. never more 
behold country, family, friends, Goonofliohs, or 
any thing that 1 ^valued in Jife/' >. 

That night the jemadar fent liim an^xc«llent 
fupper, of not lefs than fix diflies, from his own 
table ; but, although he had been fo long faraift* 
ing with the want of wholefome food, the idea of 
being enlified in the fervice of Hyder ftruck hira 
vrith fuch horror, that he loft alltappcttte, and was 
fcarcely able to eat a mouthful. Mr. Hail and he, 
however, were feparated from the Xafcars, who 
were releafed, and forced to work. 

. No^ViTHST AN Di N G, howcver, the favourable 
intentions manifefted towards Capt. Campbell by 
the jemadar, as already mentioned, no mark of it 
^vhatfoever appeared in his lodging. This confifted 
of a very fmall place, in the zig-zag of one of the 
gates of the citadel t it was open in front, but co- 
vered with a kind of a flied on the top ; and a num- 
ber of other prifoeers were, about them. Mr. 

Hali 
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Hall and he were ealch allowed a mal and pillow^ 
aj^d this formed the ivhole, of their local accommo- 
datioas« Upon their remarking it, they were told, 
that in conformity tathe cufiom of the country,; 
theymuil be treated fofor fome time, but that thcic 
accommodations would afterwards be extended; 
and made more agreeable to their wiflies : yet cvca 
ihif was better than their (ituation lince they 
fended. -^ , 

In addition to this luxury, they were allowed to 
the value of four-pence, halfpenny a day for their 
maintenance ; and a guard of Sepoys was put over 
them and a few more prifoners, one of whom was 
direfled to go and purchafe their vi3uals, and do 
&ch kind of of&ces forthem« 

This guard was changed every week — a ftrong 
mar,k of the fufpicious and wary tempers of thofe 
people, who could fear intrigues and cabals between 
wretched prifoners like thefe, and their foldiers. 

In two or three days after this, Hyat Sahib fcnf 
for Capt. Campbell, treated him with gr«at kind* 
nefs, gave him fome tea, and liirniflied him with 
twoor three fhirts, an old coat, and two pairs of 
breeches, which were ftripped from the dead bo- 
dies that were thrown aiftiore from the wreck—- 
every thing that was faved from it being fent to 
Q 2 Bidanore. 
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Bidanore. At this interview he treated him witK 
great refpe£l — gave him, befrde the articles alrea- 
dy mentioned, thirty rupees-*-&nd, upon his going 
away, told him that in a few days a very flattering 
propofal would be Tirade to him, and that his 
fituation would be rendered not only comfortable^ 
but enviable.

HISTORY OF HYAT SAHIB — OUR TRAVELLER 
IS CALLED UPON TO ENTER INTO THE 
SERVICE OF HYDER, AND OFFERED A COM- 
MAND. — PEREMPTORILY REFUSES IT A 

NATIVE PRISONER COURTS OF JUSTICE. 

MR. hall's AFFECTING HISTORY. 

CAI^T. CAMPBELL AGAIN PRESSED TO 
SERVE IN HYDER's ARMY. — REFUSES, IS 
THREATENED TO BE HANGED, AND IS AC- 
TUALLY SUSPENDED, BUT LET DOWH 
AQAIN. — PROJECTS A PLAN TO EXCITE 
A REVOLT, AND SO ESCAPE. 



JN the evening of the day on which the jemadar 
Hyat Sahib had honoured Capt. Campbell with an 
audience, given him clpthes and money, and in- 
formed, him that a propofal, which he called flat- 
tering, would be made to him, he was Tent for to 
attend, not at the court, but at the houfe of a man 
high in office. As he expefted to meet 'Hyat 
Sahib bimfelf, and trembled at the thoughts oJF his 
cxpefled propofition, our traveller was ' furprlft J, 
and iRdeed pleafed, to find that it Was \Vith*one oi 
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his people only that he was tb have a conKrence^^ 
This man received him with great kindnefs, enco>u« 
raged him, made him fit down wkh him, and be« 
gan to fpeak oF H/at S^ib, whom he extolled ta 
the fliies^ as aperlbn endowed with e^rery great 
and amiable quaKty» and poffefled of the friendOiip 
and confidence of his mafter, Hyder Alii, in a great- 
er degree than any other perfon» Tippoo Sahib, 
his owA fon, not excepted : he then gave him the 
private hiftory of Hyat — faying, that he was born a 
GeiHoo Prince, of^one of the provinces of the Ma- 
labar coaft, which had fallen beneath the irrefiftible 
arms of Hyder, and had been by him annexed to 
the vaft Myforean empire* Hyat, he faid, was 
then only a boy of eleven or twelve years of age, of 
a moft ptomifing genius, and a quicknefs of mind 
unufually met .with in one of fuch tender years. 
Hyder, who was iti all fefpefis a man of unrival- 
led penetration, thought he faw in the boy that 
wbich^ if properly cultivated, would tum out of 
great ufe to a ftate ; and as, in aU Mahomedan go«- 
vernmenis, unconnefted, ifolated boys, oft-times 
Haves, are bred. op in the feraglro to fucceed to the 
great offices of the flate, Hyder adopted the boy» 
had him made a Mahomedan,. and, in faft, tr^^ated 
him as if he had been the iffue of his own loins, and 
brought him up with ail the affeftion and tender- 
nefs of a fond parent. The Sultan, however, was 
not diTappointed in the expe£tationshe had formed ;

for Hyder Sahib had, in zeal, fidelity, and attach^- 
ment, as well as»iti intelleSual faculties and talents 
for governing, even furpaffed the vrarmeft hopes of 
•his ihafter. 

When the man had tbuspnilhed his hiftory of 
Hyat Sahib, which he overcharged with fulfome 
patiegytic, he told the Capte^in (with a face full of 
ihat triumphant importance which one who thinks 
iie is conferring a great favour generally affumes), 
<that jt was the intention of Hyat Sahib, for and on 
4)ehalf of bis mafter the Sultan, to give him the 
rominand of five thoufand men. 

♦ " It is not poffible for me," fays the Captain, 
*• to defcribe my difmay at this forihal propofal, or 
fourtray the various emotions that took poffeffion 
of my breaft. Refemment had its fhare— ^the pride 
of the foldier, not unaccompanied with the pride 
bf family and rank, while it urged me to fpiirn 
fuch a bafe accommodation, made me confider the 
o^Fer as a great iiifult. I therefore paufed a little, 
to fupprefs my feelings ; and then told him my 
firm refolution nevtfr to accept of fuch a propofal ; 
and upon his expreffing great afloniflimcnt at my 
declining a ftation fo fraught with advantage, 1 laid 
down, in the beft manner I could, my realbns; 
and I muft fay, that he liftened to all the objec- 
tions I darted with great patience-; but, in the 

con* 
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conclufion faid, be had little doubt of findings 
meaiis \o overcome my relu3ance. 

" He difmiiTed me for the prefent,.and I re* 
turned to my prifon, where I related to my compa* 
nipn, Mr. Hailj every thiftg that paffed between 
us : we cajnvaiTed th^ matter fully, and he agreed 
with me, that it was likely to turn out a moil dread- 
ful and cruel perfecution. It was on this bccafion 
that I felt the truth oi the principle, that perfecu- 
tion never fails to be fubverfive of its own end^ 
and to promote that which it is intended to deftroy. 
There is, in the human- mind, an innate abhor- 
rcnce of compulfion ; and perfecution always gives 
new firength and elafticity to tbe:foul i and at Jaft, 
when drained to its utmofi extent, it makes a maa 
furmount difficulties which at firft feemed to be 
beyond the reach of humanity. 

•• Piqued by the idea of perfecution, I begaa 
to feel a degree of enthufiafm to which I was be- 
fore a ftranger : I looked forward, with a kind of 
gloomy pleafure, to the miferies that brutal ty- 
ranny might inflia upon me, even to death itfelf ; 
and already began to indulge the exultation of 
martyrdom. " No,'* faid I, ** my dear Hall ! 
nevpr will I tarnilh the charafter of a'BriiiJh foU 
diet — never will 1 difgrace my blood or my profef- 
(jon-^never {hall ana£l of mine fully the pure fant^ 
. > oF 
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Uf my reverend faltheT— never (hall any fuffigrings 
of mine however poignant, or worldly advantage 
however fcduftive, te«ipt me to do that which his 
tibble fpirit would regard with horroi' or contempt* 
i may, and I forefee 1 muft be miferable ; but I' 
never will be bafe or degenerate !" Indeed I had 
^inronght myfelf up to fuch a pitch of firmnefs, that 
I am perfuaded the moft eiequifite and refined criiA 
ieSties 'Which the ingenuity of an Iroquois Indian 
eoald have itiflifted on my body, would have bocn 
uttei^ty ^nc&|>abte of beifiding the ftubborn tempei 
^f niy mind/*. 

The place in which Mr. Hall md Capt. Catitp.^ 
bell were lodged was fituated in h way not very fa« 
Votirable to their feelings. Jnft withih fi^ ^f it^ 
Ale c<>mmandant of the citadel helda court — by him 
called a court of juftice, where the moft barbarous 
cruelties were hourly exercifed, moft of them fo# 
the purp<>fe of extorting money, and compeUing 
the difcovery of fuppofed bidden treafure. Indeed, 
five iixths of thofe who fuffered were of this de< 
fcription ; and the procefs purfued was as Artful as 
barbarous; they firft began with careffes, theti 
j^roceeded to examination and crofs-examination, 
thence to threats, thence to punifii^nent, and^ 
final ly> to the moll cruel tortures. 
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DlltECTLY oppoGte to them, was imprifoncd am 
unfortunate perfoja, who had foa.years.b^en a clofc^ 
captive, and the fport and fubjeS, of ihofe enormi- 
ties. He was a man once of the higheft rank in 
the country wheie now he was a prifoner :. for a. 
feries of years he had been gave;r.nor and fole ma» 
nager of the whole province of Bidanore. This 
was during the reign of the laft rana, or queen^. 
whofe family had beea fovereigns of the countr){ 
for time immemorial, till Hyder made » conqueft 
of, and annexed it to his othpr ufurpations. Unfor- 
tunately for this perfon, he was fuppofed to have 
amafTed and fecretcd enormous treafures, in con* 
fe<ijae»ce of ^ which; h'e had already undergone the 
fiery ordeal of tortuve feveral tinges. He was fup« 
p<^fed to have produced, from firft to Jaft, about 
fifteen lacks of pagodas ; and then, in the courfe 
of eighteen months, was degraded gradually, from, 
the highjefpefl in which he was at firfi held, down 
to atnoft abje£l ftate — threiatened,.flogged, puniflied 
in a vafiety of waysy and, finally, put to the moft 
crael tbrtjures. But the fortitude with which he and 
al] of them bore their puniOiment was heroic be- 
yond all belief. Nothing could furpafs it, except the 
ikilj and inventive ingenuity which the barbarians^ 
exhibited in fti'iking out ne\V mpdes of torture. 

Mr. Hall, notwith (landing the various fufferings^ 
both of mind and body which he had undergone, 

began 
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b*^ii*t6 rdcrait, and get a- littlcbeuer ;- attd this 
circumllance, of itfelf/'^JfFufed. a flow of fpirits 
over his fellow prifoner that contributed to his 
ft^ort. They • «miroled each ^ other by every 
iheatis they could' dc|vife-^fometiinefrindalging in 
iff Ae luxury of Wo6 — fometimes raillying eacfai 
other, and, Wi^ ilUdiflTbmbled fpright^iaeifs, catt- 
mg on the goddefs £uphro(yne to come wHhlieF

but, alas ! , the mountain nymph, , fwect ■ Lil^rty, 
W4S fs^r away^ Juad the ,goddefs. (hunhed their, 
abode. 

Thev, however, began to conceive that. they 
might form a fyftem for their eafe.and comfort, and 
by a methodical arrangement, entrench thcmfelves 
from the aflauJt^ of grief : to this end, they formed 
feveral refolutions, and entered into certain engage- 
ments, fuch as, never to repine at their fate, if they 
could avoid it — to draw confolation from the more 
dreadful lot ol oihtxs^ if they could — and to encou- 
rage hppe-^** hope that comes to all;** and, on 
tlie whole, to confii>e their converfation as much 
as poflible to fubjefts of an agreeable nature : but 
thefe, like many other rules which w^ lay down 
for the conduft of life, were often broken by necef- 

fity,

ment^as wellas by parity of fufFerings,** fays Capt. 
Campbell/** t felt for him to6 deeply, not to have 
a'gri^at curiofity to knwv Hdiat kw^s that preyed 
upon his mind : we had now been months together 
fellow-fufferers ; and I thought myfelf not with- 
out fome claim to his confidence — I toU him fo, 
and defired him to impart to me his ftory ; whicb 
hd; with his accuftomcd fuavity and condcfcenfioa, 
akgreed to — afluring me, that it was not fuch a ikwy 
as could requite the trouble of hearing it, or in- 
tereft any one but himfelf, or fome very warm 
friend indeed: fuch, however, lie added, betook 
me to be ; and, as fuch, would tell it to me. I 
think it well worth relating^ and will give it in 
his own words, as nearly as I can remember 
them* 



** Although 
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** Although you are now, iny dear friend;'* 
fays he, " a witnefs to my being the moft perfeftly ' 
wretched'of all created beings, yet the time-is not 
long pad when fortune imiled upon \and gare rtc 
jprbraife of as much happinefs as man in this 
wretched vale of tears is allowed by his circum- 
fcribed nature to hope for. I have feen the time, 
^hen each revolving fun rofe to uflier me. to a day 
of joy, and fet to confign' me to a night of unJif- 
tiirbed repofe — when the bounties of Nature, aAd 
the produftions of Art, were poured with the pro- 
fufion of fond paternal affeftion iijto my lap — ^whcn 
troops of friends hailed Tny rifing profpefts — when 
health an3 peace made this perfon their uninter- 
rupted abode — and when the moft benignant love 
that ever blefled a mortal filled up the meafure of 
my blifs. Yes, Campbell ! it was once my happi* 
nefs, though now, alas ! the fource of poignant 
inifery, to be blefled with the heft parents that ever 
watched over the welfare of a child — with friends, 
too, who loved me, and whom my heart che- 
Tilhed — and, O God ] do I think of her, and yet" 
retain my fenfes — with the afFeftions of a youhg 
lady, than whom Providence, in the fulnefs of its 
power and bounty to mankind, never formed one 
more loVely, one more angelic in perfon, more 
heavenly in difpofition, more rich in intelUSual 
endowments. Alas ! my friend, will you, can you 
pardon 4befe warm ebullitions of a fond paflion ? 
R will 
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will you for a moment enter into my feelings, and 
niake allowance fortbefe tranfports? But how caa 
you ? Your frlendfliip and pity may, indeed, in« 
duce you toexcufe this interruption ; but, to fym- 
pathife truly, and feel as I feel, you muft have 
l^nown the charming girl herfelf. 

" My father, though he did not move in the 
l^ry firft walk of life, held the rank of agentlenaan 
by birth and education, and was refpeftable, not 
only as a man of confiderable property, but as a 
perfon who knew how to turn the gifts of fortune 
t6 their heft account": he was generous without 
prodigality, and charitable without oilentation : he 
was allowed by all who knew him to be the moft 
tender of huftands — the moft zealous and fincercjof 
friends ; and I can bear witnefs to his.being the b^ft 
of parents. As long as lean remember to -have 
been able to make a remark, the tendernefs of both 
my father and mother knew no bounds ; I feemecT 
to occupy all their thoughts, all their z^ttention ; 
and in a few years, as I thank God I never made 
an unfui table return for their affeftion, it increafed 
te fuch a degree, that their- exiftence feemed Xo 
bang upon mine. 

'•' To make as much of a child fo beloved as hii 
natural talents would allow, no expence was fpared 
io my education : frpm childhood, every inftruc- 

tion 
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tfon that money could purchafe, and every allure- 
ment to learn that fondnefs could fuggeft, werebe- 
ftowed upon me ; while my beloved father, tracing 
the advances I made with the magnifying eye of 
affeftion, would hang over me in rapture, and en- 
joy by anticipation the fame and honours that, 
overweening fonJnefs fuggefted to him, muft one 
day furround me. Thefe prejudices, my dear 
friend f arifing from the excefs of natural alFeftion,- 
are excufable, if not amiable, and" deferve a better 
fate than difappointment. Alas ! my honoured fa- 
ther, you Tittle knew — and, oh ^ may you never 
Know, what fort of fame, what fort of honours^ 
await your child ! May the anguilh he endures, 
andT his moft calamitous fate, never reach your 
cars ! for, too well 1. know, 'twould give a deadly- 
wrench to your heart, and precipitate you uib* 
timeVy to your grave* 

^•^Thus years rolled on^ during which, time 
fecmed to'iiave added new wings to his flight, fo 
quickly did they pafs. Unmarked by any of thofe 
finifter events that parcel out the time in weary 
ftages to the unfortunate, it Aid on unperceived ; ' 
and an enlargement in my fize, and an increafe of 
knowledge, were all I had to inform me that eigh>* 
*cen years had pafled away. ,

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" It was at this time that I firft found the 
fmooth current of my tranquility interrupted^ aod 
the tide of my feelings fwelled and agitated, by the 
acceflion of a new ftream of fenfation . In Ihoirt, 
I became a flave to the delicious pain of love.; and^ 
after having-borne them in concealment for a long 
time, at length collc£led. courage to declare it. 
Franknefs and candour were among the virtues of 
my beloved : flie liftened to protefiations of affec- 
tion, and, rifing above the little arts of her fex, 
avowed a reciprocal attachment. The meafure of 
my blifs feeraed now to be full ; the purity of my 
paflion was fuch, that the thoughts, of the grofler 
animal defires never once occurred ; and happy in 
loving» and in being beloved, we palled our time in 
all the innocent biandifliments which truly virtuous 
love infpures^ without oujr imagmation roaming 
even for an inflant into the wilds of fenfuaiity* 

•• A& I was to inherit a genteel, independant 
fortune,, my father propofed to breed me up to a 
learned profcffion — ►the law ; rather to invigorate 
and exercife my intelle6ls, and as. a (lep to rank in 
the ftate, than for mere lucijative putpofes, I wa^ 
put to one of the univerfities, with axi allowance 
fuited to his intentions towards me ; and was im- 
mediately to have been (ent to travel for my fur- 
ther improvement, when an unfbrefeen accident 
bappenedj which completely aruflied all my father's 

views^ 
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▼Tews, dafhed the cup of happinefs 'from ni3r lips, 
and brought me ultimately to that deplorable ftate 
in which you have now the misfortune to be joined 
along with me* 

. f Ix was but a few months antecedent to mjr 
embarking for the eaftern world, that my father^ 
whom I had for fome time with forrow obferved 
thoughtful, ftudious, and melancholy, took me into 
his ftudy, and feiising my hand, and looking eaf- 
neftly in my face, while his countenance be- 
trayed the violent agitation of his mind, alked me 
emphatically, if I thought I had fortitude to bear 
the greateft poffihie calamity? I was horror- ftruck 
^t his emotion,^ accompanied by fuch a queftion-*- 
but replied, I hoped I had. He then afked me, 
if I had affeftion enough for him to forgive him A 
he was the caufe of it i^ I anfwered, that the idea 
conne6l«d with th^ word forgivene/s, was that 
which I could never be brought by any earthly crr- 
•cumftance to apply '^o my father; but begged him 
at once to difclofc the worft to me — as, be it what ' 
it might, my mifery could not furpafs what I 
felt from the myfterious manner in which he then 
fpoke. 

•* HElhen told me that h^ was an nndbneman — 
that he had, with t-he very bjeft intentions, and with ' 
the view of aggrandizing mi, engaged in great and 
R 3 important 
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important fpecuUtions, which, had they fucceedeci, 
voilld have given txs a princely fortune — ^]but, 
liaving turned out, unfortunately, the reverfe, had 
left htm little above beggary. He added, that he 
had not the refolution to communicate his lofTes to 
mM€ unlil aecellity compelled him to tell me all the 

•• Although this was » fevere fliock to me, I 
endeavoured to conceid my feelings from my father, 
on whofe account, more than on my own, I was 
aiFefledy and pretended to make as light of it as fo 
very important a misfortmie could juftify; and I 
had the happiaefii to perceive that the worthy mas 
took fome comfort from my fuppofpd indifference*

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change of circumftaxices. That vi[hich lay neareft 
to my heart firft occurred ; you will readily gue& 
that I mean my love : to involve her I loved more, 
far more, than my life, in the misfortune of my 
family, wa» too horrible a confideration to be out* 
weighed even by the dread of lofing her. I knevf 
not what to do, and I thought upon it till I became 
'^almoft enfrenzied. In this ftate I went to her, and 
unfolded the whole ftate of our concerns, together 
with ray refolution not to involve her in our ruin ; 
when, can you believe it ? the lovely girl infifted 
on making my fate indiffolubly h^r's — not, as fh^ 
faid, that (be had the fmalleft ^pprehenfion that 
l^pfe of time or change of circumllance could make 
an alteration^in our affe6):ion, but that.ihe wifhed to 
give my mind that repofe which I might derive 
from fecurity. This 1 would by no means accede 
to ; and, tor the prefent, we contented ourfelves 
with mutual vows of eternal fidelity. 

*' As foon as I thought my father's mind fit for 
fuch a converfation, I opened to him a plan I had 
formed of coming to India, to advance my fortune. 
His uncierilanding approved of it, but his heart dif. 
fentdd; and he faid, that to part with me would 
give the finiihing ftroke to his misfortune : but, as 
my interefl: was tolerably good, I xeprefented to 
him the great likelihood I had of fucccfs ; at laft, 
with fome difficulty he cyofented. 

"My 
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** My next.flep'* was to acquaint Mifs wiA 

my refolution. I purpbfdy pafs over a meeting 
which no power of language can defcribe ! then 
how can I ? — 'Ob ! CampbeH, the remembrance ot 
it gnaws me like a vulture here," (and he put his 
hand upon his heart, while the tears rolled- down 
his cheeks), " and will foon, foon brifng me to mjr 
cnd^ 

** Not to detain you? with vain efforts to defcribe 
all our feelings, I will confine myfelf to telling you^, 
after having made every neceffary preparation*, 
and divided with my much honoured' parents the 
Httle property I poffeffed, I fet feiffor India, in a 
flate of mind compared with which the horrors of 
annihilation would have been enviable: the chaos 
in my thoughts made me infenfible to every objeS 
1)ut one p and I brooded with a fott of ftupid, 

gloomy indulgence, over the portrait of Mifs ^, 

which hung round my neck, and was my infepa- 
rable companion, till the people, who feized me 
as I came afliore plundered me of it, and thereby 
deprived me of the laft refuge for comfort I had 
left. Oh! monfters ! barbarians! had you glut- 
ted your favage fury by diffevering my Kmbs, one 
after another, frorn my body, it would hdivc been 
mercy, compared, with depriving me of that liitte 
image of her I love I But it is all over, and I {heAl 
fdon fink into the grave^ and never more be bleffed 

with 
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with the view of thofe heavenly features, ti]|^ we 
meet in that region where all tears are wiped away, 
and where, I truft, we (hall be joined together for 
cndlefs ages, in etern^I^ never-failing blifsl*' 

On the day fucceeding that on which the agent 
of Hyat Sahib had held the late difcourfe with our 
traveller, he was again fcnt for, and brought to the 
fameperfon, who afked him whether he had duly 
confidered of the important offer made him by Hy- 
at Sahib> and of the confequences likely. to rcfult 
from a refufal ? and apprifed him at the fame time» 
that the command of five thoufand men was an ho^^ 
nour which the firft Rajahs in the Myforean domi- 
nions would grafp at with tranfport. Capt. Camp« 
bell told him be was well convinced of the honour 
fuch^ command would confer on any man bttt an 
Englifhman, whofe country being the objeft of 
Hyder's inceffanthoftility, would make the accept, 
ance of it infamy — that although he knew there 
were but too many Englifhmen apoi):ates to their 
country, he hoped there were but few to be found 
in India willing to accept of any emolument, how- 
ever great, or any temptations^ howfever fpecious^ 
to fly from the ftandard of their CQuntry, and rally 
round that of its bittereft enemy ; that, for his own 
part, being of a name ever foremoft in the rank* 
of loyalty and patriotifm, and of a family that had 
hitherto detrafled nothing from^the honours of that 

name^ 
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' name, fuch an aft of apoftacy would be peculiarly 
infamous in him, and he could view it in no better 
light than traiterous and parricidal ; that, indepen- 
dent of all thofe claims, which were of tlremfelves 
fufficient to djster him, he felt within hirafelf a 
principle, perhaps innate, perhaps infpired by mi- 
litary habit, that forbade his acceding ; and, finally^ 
appealed^to the good fenfc of Hyat Sahib, whether 
4 man who in fuch circumftances hdid betrayed his 
native country, and facrificed her interefts to his 
own convenience, wai; fuch a perfonas.he himfelL 
could prudently place confidence in; 

Notwithstanding thefe, and a thoufand- 
other remonftrances, the man ftill cont^inued ta 
prefs him, and ufed every argument of perfuafion^ 
that ingenuity could diftate, or hints of punilhment 
enforce, to fhake his purpofe ; but in vain : attach- 
ment to his country and family rofe paramount ta 
all other con fi derations, and he finally gave a pe** 
remptory, decifive refufaj. 

After this time, he was repeatedly urged on- 
the fubjeft by fair perfuafives : they then had re- 
courfe to menace; then they withheld the 4ail)r 
pittance allowed him for his fupport ; and at length 
proceeded to coercion, tying a rope round his neyck^^ 
l^nd hoiftinghim up to a tree* All this, however^ 
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.te bore firmly ; and if it had any efFeft^ it fecms 
.to have been to confirm him ia his refolutiom 

Mr- Hall and he, thus driven to the brink of 
extinction, yet confoled themfelves with the reflec- 
stion, that thofe whom moft they loved were not 
iharing their unhappy fate, and were fortunately 
ignorant of their fufFexings, 

Thus they continued for many months, during 
which no alteration whatever took place in their 
treatment or fuuation. They heard a thoufand con- 
tradiftory reports of vi&ories gained over the Eng- 
li(h, and again of fome fucceffes on their part: 
they, however, defifted to prefs Capt. Campbell 
into their fervice. The only relief from his fufFer- 

. ings, and thofe of Mr. Hall, lay in the refources of 
their own minds, and in their mutiSl endeavours to 
pleafe and confole one another : the circumftances 
of aggravation were, the neceffity of daily bearing 

-witnefs to the mo ft barbarous punilhments infllfted 
upon wretched individuals under the femblance of 

.juftice, and the occafional deprivation of their food, 
either by the fraud of the fepoys who attended 
them, or the caprice or cruelty of their fuperiors. 
We find, however, that thefe attendants were not 
all alike : fome overflowed with mercy, chariLy,,and 
tbe milk of human kindnefs ; while others, agaip^ 
were almoft as bad men as the fovereijjns they 

fcrved. 
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ferved. TTic Captain and his companion were not 
allowed the ufe of pen, ink, or paper; and very 
feldom could afford th#mfelves the luxury of {hav- 
ing, or clean linen : nor were they at allflieltercd 
from*the inclemency of the weather, till at lerigtH 
'a little room was built for them of miid, ^hich 
being fmall and damp, rendered their fituation 
worfe than it was before. 

Th e prifoner whom we have already mentioned, 
as having, in the time of the former fovefeign, 
held the firft office in Bidanbre, Hill continued op- 
posite to them ; and the Captain ^nd'heat length 
'began to underfiand each other, ahd found Aieans, 
by looks, figns and geftures, to exchange thoaghts, 
and hold an inlercourfe of fentiments togethen 
Tfom the circumftanc6 of his being a native, and 
'of courfe well (killed in the language, he had the 
'beftof intelligence, and was always eager to'cbn- 
vey to his European fellow-fuffefers ariy circXim- 

* (lance or n'ews that he thought might be agreeaMe : 
fome meffages alfo paffed between them, by means 

* of the fepoys, who bad alternately been his guard 
and their's; for the guards were changed * eVer)C 

' week, 

" Projects and hopes of a new kind," fa)*^ 

Capt. Campbell^ "now began to- intrude them* 

"felves on my thoughts; and I cpnccivcd a defign, 

* which, 
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^hich I flattered inyfelf was not entirely imprac- 
ticable* to cffeft an efcape, and even a revolt in 
the place. A variety of circumftances concurred 
to perfuade me, that the tyranny 6i Hyder, and 
of his fervanf Hyat Sahib, was abhorred, though 
none dared to give vent to their fentiments. I 
thought I could obferve, that the native prifoner 
bppofite to me was privately beloved, and might, 
from the recolleflion of his former dignities, have 
confiderable influence in the place. Several Arcot 
fepoys and their officers (fome of them belonging 
to my own regiment) were alfo prifoners at large ; 
and withal I recollefied, that difficulties apparently 
more ftupendous had been overcome by Englifli- 
men ; having often heard it aflerted, that there 
was not a prifon in the known world out of which 
a Britifli fubje£l had not made his efcape* 

*• Fraught with thefe conceptions, I at- 
tempted to found the officers of the Arcot fepoys, 
whether it were not poffible for us to effe6l our . 
efcape ? So ardent is the flame of liberty in all 
men's breafts, fo great is the deteflation of human 
nature to flavery, that I perceived a manifefl Wil- 
li ngnefs in the people about us to join me in an 
attempt to procure our liberty, or bring about a 
revolt in the garrifon. - My heart beat high with 
the hope ; and I began to flatter myfelf, that the 
time was not far removed when he ibould not only 
.5 bid 
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bid defiance to our tyrants, but even make them' 
curfe the day on which we were caft alhore on 
their coaft. 

"Having thus diftantly founded all whom I 
thought were likely to concur, upon the pra6lica- 
bility of the attempt^ and found them, as I con^ 
ceived, difpofed to take (hare in it, it yet remained 
to confider of the means, and, after having formed 
the general outlines of a plan, to bring it into fliape. 
The firft of thefe was a critical confideration : the 
fecond required addrefs and management, and was' 
likely to be impeded by the vigilance of the people 
about us, who would not fail to remark, and take 
the alarm, from any unufual intercourfe or dif- 
courfe between us ; and withojiit a mutual commu- 
nication of thoughts, and full deliberation by all 
parties concerned, as well as knowledge of the fort 
and its difierent gates, nothing could, with any 
profpeft of fuccefs, be determined — nothing, with- 
out the moft imminent hazard, be attempted. I 
therefore held various councils with my own mind, 
and with Mr, Hall, on the fubjefl — raoft of 
which proved -abortive, without at all difcourag- 
i»g u$. 

•* At lafl; I began to think .of founding the Bida- 
nore prifoner, formerly governor of the place; and 
determined, if poffible^ to bring him into our con- 

; fultations.

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CHAPTER THE NINTH. 



THE PROJECT TO ESCAPE DEFEATED. — THE 
PHISONERS ARE LAID IN IRONS. — INTOLE- 
UABLR HARDSHIPS. — DEATH OF MR. HALL. 
—MELANCHOLY SITUATION OF HIS FEL- 
lOW CAPTIVE. — CAPT. CAMPBELL RELEAS- 
ED FROM PRISON4 

N^V HILE the fanguine mind of our traveller ^a$ 
overflowing with the hope of carrying his projeft 
for an cfcape into efFeft, Mr.^ Hall and he were one 
day unexpeftedly loaded, with irons, and fattened 
together, leg by leg, by one bolt. The furprife 
Dccafioned by the appearance of the irons, and the- 
precautionary manner in which it was undertaken, 
was indeed great : but flill more was the Captain 
furprifed to ohferve, that the perfon who was em- 
ployed to fee this put in execution, manifefted un- 
ufual emotions, feemed much afFefted, and even 
flied tears as he looked on : and while the fudden- 
nefs and cautionary mode of doing it convinced him 
that fome refi fiance on their part was apprehended, 
the forrow which the officer who fuperintended it 
difclofed, portended in his mind a fatal, or at leafl 
a very ferious iffue. 

From 
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From this unlucky event, our traveller received 
a temporary dcpreffion ; and the rapidly increafing 
Jllnefs of Mr. Hall rendered his (ituation more than 
ever calamitous; but, again, his fpirits, eagerly 
prone to grafp at every thing that gave a momentary 
hope of fupport, vrere a little recruited by confufed 
rumours of the*Englifli array having made a^lefcent 
on the Malabar coaft : attd fo powerful is th6 influ- 
ence of mind on the animal fyftem, that Mr. Hall 
enjoyed from the report a momentary alleviation 
of his malady ; having, however, no medical affiil- 
ance, rior even fufficicnt fuftenance to further 
the favourable operations of nature, he relapfed 
again, and thedifeafe fell upon him with redoubled 
fury. A very fcanty portion of boiled rice, with .t 
more fcanty morfel of ftinking fait fiOi or putrid 
flefh, was a very inadequate fupport even for his 
fellow captive, who, though emaciated, was irti 
health, but certainly very improper medicine for a 
perfon labouring under a malady fuch as Mr. Halfs^ 
which required comfort, good medical fkill, and 
delicate nutritious food. The tea which Hyat 
Sahib had given Capt. Campbell was expended; 
neither he nor his companion were allowed to be 
ihaved from the hour they wer'(* put in irons, an 
indulgence of that kind being forbidden by the bar*i 
barous rules of the prafon : and, to refine upon their 
tortures. Deep was not allowed ihem uninterrupted; 
for, in* conformity to another regulation, they were 
S 3 diilurbed 
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diftiirbed every half hour by a noife fomething re- 
fembling a watchman's rattle, and a fellow, who, 
Arlking every part of their irons with a kind of 
hammer, and examining them left they Qiould be 
cut, broke in upon that kind reflorative, and awoke 
their fouk to frefli horrors. 

Poor Mr. Hall was now approaching to bis 
end with hourly accelerated fleps. Every appli- 
cation that the Captain made in his favour was re* 
fufed, or rather treated with cruel negle6l and con« 
temptuous fllence ; it was plainly to be forefeen 
that the barbarians would not abate him in his laft 
minutes one jot of mifery, and that his amiable 

^ friend was fated to expire under every attendant 
horror that mere fublunary circumflances could 
create. But that pity which the mighty, the power- 
ful and enlightened denied, natural benevolence, 
operating upon an uninformed mind and fcanty 
means, afforded them. Hyat Sahib, the powerful, 
the wealthy, the governor of a great and opulent 
province, refufed to an expiring fellow creature a 
little cheap relief — while a poor fepoy taxed his 
little means to fupply it : one who guarded him, of 
his own accord, at imminent hazard of punifhrnent, 
purchafed them a lamp and a little oil, which they

.♦ •* Philosophers and divines;'* fays Capt. 
Campbell, '* have declaimed upon the advantages 
o'f a well-fpent life, as felt in the dying hour. To 
witnefs ont example fuch as Mr. Hall held forth, 
would be worih volumes of precepts on this fub- 
je£l. The unfeigned re&gnation with which he 
met his diflblution, and the majeflic fortitude with 
„which he looked in the face the various circum- 
ftances of horror that furrounded him, rendered 
him the moft dignified objeft I ever beheld or 
conceived, and the inoft glorious inilance of con- 
fcious virtue triumphing over the terrors of death, 
and the cunning barbarity of mankind. 

** About a quarter of an hour before he died, 
Mr. Hall broached a moft tender fubjeft of conver. 
fation, which he followed up with a feries of obser- 
vations, fo truly refined, fo exquifitely turned, fo 
delicate and fo pathetic, that it feemed almoftthe 
language of infpiration ; asaf, in proportion to the 
decay of the body, intelleft increafed, and the dy- 
ing man had become all mind. This converfation 
continued to the very inftant of his death ; during 
which time he held my hand clafped in his. His 
hand grew cold ; he faid his lower limbs were all 
lifelefs, and that he felt death coming, over him 
with flow creeping fteps. He again moralized, 
thanking God with pathetic fervour for his great 
mercy in leaving him his intelle£ts unclouded, and 

the 
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the organ of communication (the tongue) unen* 
feebled»that, to the laft, he might folace his friend 
and feilow-fufFerer — "Ah! Campbell!** conti- 
nued he, " to what a ferics of miferies am I now 
leaving you ! death in fuch circumflances is a btefs- 
ing-^I view mine as fuch ; and ihould think it 
more fo, if it contributed, by awakening thofe 
people to a fenfe of their cruel ty, to foften their ri- 
gour to you : but cruelty like their's is fyftematic, 
and {loops not to the controul oF the feelings. 
Could I hope that you would yet efcape from their 
power, and that you would once more prefs your 
family to your bofom, the thought would bright^fl 
ftill the moment of our feparation : and, oh J my 
friend! could I- ftill further hope that you would 
one day fee my moft beloved and honoured parents, 
•and tell them of my death .without wringing their 
hearts with its horrid circumftances, offer them my 
laft duties, and tell how 1 revered them. — If, too, 

you could fee my , and tell her how far, far 

more dear than !" Here he turned his. 

eyes toward the lamp, then faintly on me — made a 
convulfive effort to fqueeze my hand — cried out, 
Campbell! oh, Campbell ! the lamp is going out I" 
and expired without a groan.*' 

Though the death of Mr. Hall had been long 
expefted by our traveller, yet, having only confi- 
dered and felt the point before his death merely as it 

refpeQed 
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refpcSed him and. his. misfortunes, a great portion 
of the calamity remained unconccived : and, now 
that he was dead. Captain Campbell began for the 
firft time to confider and feel the fubjeft as it con- 
cerned himfelf. Refleftion told him, that his friend 
was happily relieved from woe, and in a ftate of 
blifs ; but he himfelf ftill remained a prey to per- 
haps new barbarities, without hope of relief from 
the old. No partner to fliare, no focial converfe 
to alleviate, no friend to confole him under his af- 
fliftions, he looked at the body of his friend with 
envy, an^ lamented that death had not afforded him, 
too, a flielter from the cruelties which fate feemed 
determined to heap upon him. 

In the morning, a report was made to the com* 
mandant, of jthe death of Mr. Hall; and our tra- 
veller patiently waited for the removal of the dead 
body till the evening, when he defired thefepoy« 
who guarded him to apply for its being removed. 
They returned, and told him that they could get no 
anfwer refpefting it. Night came on, but there 
was no appearance of an intention to unfetter him 
from the corpfe. The commandant was fitting in 
his court, adminiftering, in the manner before de^ 
{cribed.j ii/iice ! Capt. Campbell called out ito him 
with ail his might, but could get no anfwer. Great 
pow was his rage and confternation; for, exclufive 
of the painful idea of being (hackled to the dead 

body 
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body of a friend he loved, another circumftancc 
contributed to make it a ferious fubjeft of horror. 
In thofc climates,, the weather is fo intenfely hot, 
that putrcfaftion almoft inftantly fucceeds death ; 
and meat that is^killed in the morning, and kept in 
the ihade, will be unfit for dreffing at night. In a 
fubje3, then, on which putrefa6lion had made ad- 
vances even before deatli, and which remained ex- 
pofed to the open air, the procefs muft have beea 
much more rapid. So far, however, from compa£^ 
£onating his fituation, or indulging \\\m by a re- 
moval of the body, their barbarity fuggefted to them 
to make it an inftrument of punifhment ; and they 
pertinacioufly adhered to the moft mortifying Sc- 
ience and difregard of his complaints. For feveral 
Jotyi and mghts it remained attached to him by the 
irons. He grew almoil diftrafled, wijhed for the 
means of putting an end to his miferies by death, 
and could not move without witnefling foiiie new 
Itage of putrefcence it attained, or breathe without 
inhaling the putrid effluvia that arofe from it; 
while myriads of fiies and loathfome infe&s 
relied on it, the former of which every now and 
then vifited himfelf, crawling over his face and 
hands, and lighting in hundreds on his vifluals. 

At laft, when the body had reached that (hock- 
ing loathfome ftate of putrefaftion which threatened 
that further delay would render removal abomina* 

' ble, 
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We, If not impoflible, the itionfiers agreed to take 
il away from him, and he was fix far relieved: but 
the mortification and injury he underwent from it, 
joined to the agitation of the preceding week, made' 
a vifrble Inroad on his health. He totally loft his 
fpiiiits ; his appetite entirely forfook him ; his long- 
notirifhed hopes fled ; and he looked forward to 
danth as the only defirable event that was within the 
vergc'of likelihood or poffibility. 

O M E jday, However, his oppofite friend (the native 
prifoner) gavehima took of the moft interefting and 
ejncouraging kind ; and he perceived a more than ufual 
bwftle in the citadel, while the fepoys informed him 
that they Avere ordered on immediate fervice, and 
that fome: events of great importance had taken 
place. From this feeble gleam, his mind naturally 
aSive, though depreifedby circumftancesof unufual 
weight, again took fire; arid hope brightened with 
a kind of gloomy light theprofpeft before hrm. He 
revolved a thoufand things, and drew from them a 
thoufaad furmifes; but all as yet was only conjec- 
ture. In a day or two, the buftle increafed to a 
high pitch, accompanied with marks of confterna- 
tion : the whole of the troops in the citadel were or- 
dered to march ; and the commandant, and a man 
with a hammer and inftruments, came to take off 
his irons*

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While they were at work, he perceived that 

they were alfo taking ofFthofe of the native prU 
fpner oppofue to him, who went away under a 
guard: they looked at each other complacently, 
nodded and fmiled, as much as to exprefs, " we 
hope to fee one another in happier times not far dif- 
tant/' Alas! vain are human hopes, and (hoTt and 
dark is the extent o*f our utmoft forefigbtl This un- 
happy man, without having committed any fort of 
offence to merit it, but in conformity to the barbarous 
policy of thofe countries, was, by the jemadar's or- 
ders, taken forth, and his throat cut! This the je- 
madar himfelf afterwards acknowledged to Capt* 
Campbell; and, what was ftiJl more abominable 
ifpoffible, undertook to juftify the proceeding upon 
the principles of reafon, found fenfc, and precedent 
of Afiatic policy. 

In order to elucidate this bufinefs, it is neceffaiy 
to recur to events which happened antecedent to 
this time; but of which, by reafon of his fituation^ 
the Captain was then entirely ignorant.

CEEDS TO THE ENGLISH CAMP. 

IN order to relieve the Carnatic, which was fuf- 
fering under the ravages of a formidable viftorious 
army, who had not only cut off a great part of our 
forces on that coaft, but affronted our array, 
even at the walls of Fort St,. George, defcents* 
upon the cpafts of Malabar- were planned, in order 
to make a diverfion : and General Matthews, in Jan. 
1783, landed, with a fmall army under his com- 
mand,ataplace called Rajaniondroog — took Onore, 
and feveral forts ; and being joined by other troops, 
which, under the command of Colonel Humbert- 
fon, had done confiderablefervices to the fouthward,^ 
and were now commanded by Colonel Macleod^ 
marched from Cundapore, with an army confifting 
T of 
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of twelve hundred Europeans, and eight 'battalion* 
of fepoys, toward Huffdingurry Ghaut, a pafs that 
leads over ihofe immenfe mountains which divide 
the peninfula, running north and foutb, from Per- 
fia to Cape Comorin. After furmounting obftacle^ 
that would have difcouraged alefs enterprifing com- 
loander, he mounted the Ghaut, carrying every 
thing before him with the fixed bayonet; and readi- 
ed, within a fhort march of Hydemagur, the place 
. where Capt. Campbell wa? confined. Tliefe opera- 
tions were undoubtedly much facilitated by the deaiih 
of Hyder Alii, vAiich happeiied whiJc the Captain 
was in prifon, and which drew the attention of 
Tippoo Sahib to affairs of more immediate impor- 
tance, than the defence of the Malabar forts.' And 
thus the reader perceives theoccafion of the extra- 
ordinary revoiuiioQ that fo fuddenly took place in 
the foru 

IgnoUANT of t4iefe proceedings, however, a« 
our traveller of courfc muft be, he was utterly ^at a 
Ipfs to account for the fudden refolution toreleafe 
him and his oppofite fellew-prifoner. He endea- 
voured to get fome explanation of it- from the per- 
sons about him; but all he couftl at the time coileft 
was, that the jemadar had direfted him to be taken 
out of irons, Jind to appear before him. He ac- 
cordingly walked out of the citadel with two or three 
men, who had charge of him. It was a delightful 
afternoon ; and his fenfations on once more revifit- 

ing 
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ing the open air ; at again viewing the vaft expanfe 
o( the firmament above, and the profufion of beau- 
ties with whicli-natureembellUhecl the earth beneath^ 
were (as he faysj too blifs^ul, too fublime for dc- 
fcription* For an hour of fuch delight as he then 
experienced, a year of imprifonment was, he thought, 
hardly too dear a price. Thefe exquifite fenfations 
infenfibly led his heart to the moft flattering prc- 
fages : the animal fpirit appeared, in correfpondence 
with the body, to. have fhaken off a Toad of chains ; 
and as he walked along, he feemed to tread on air. 

Proceeding forward, they found, at Jomedif- 
tance from the fort, an open dooly, into which the 
guards forcibly crammed him ; and he was carried 
off, ftiU attended by the fame men. As they went 
along, his attendants gave him to underftand that 
Hyat Sahib, the jemadar, was at a place ten or a 
dozen milej diftant from Bidanore. Our traveller 
thought it altogether a moft extraordinary circum- 
ftdnce, and was at a lofs to conjefture for what 
purpofeh^ required his prefence there. He thought, 
perhaps, it was to deliver him perfonally into the^ 
hands of Tippoo ; perhaps to fend him to Seringa- 
patam. Sufpcnfc whetted his curiofity ; and impa- 
iient to know his fate, fet his mind afloat upon a 
wide fea of conjefture. 
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When they had got about a mile from the fott^ 
they met a perfon attended by three others, all oa 
horfeback. He was a man of confiderable rank in 
that country, and Capt. Campbell recoUefted la 
have feen him at the jemadar's court, wh^ce he had 
manifeAed a favourable difpoGtion towards him,, 
looking always gvacioufly, and nodding to hiHi, 
which, confidering the difparity of their circum* 
Uances, was not^ little extraordinary. The mo- 
ment he recognized our traveller,, he- leaped from 
his horfe, apparently in great agitation :• then tura- 
ing to the guards, ordered them to leave their pri- 
foner immediately ; faying, at the fame time, thafc 
.he would be anfwerable for the confequenccs. 
I'hey feemed at firft to hefuate, whether they would 
obey him or not ; but on his fhaking at them his 
fword, which was all along drawn in his hand, and 
fmeared with blood,, and repeating his orders a fe^ 
cond time in a firm and deciiive tone of voice and- 
tnanner, they all ran off. v 

As foon as they were alone, this gentlfeman re- 
vealed to the Captain* that he had all along knowi^ 
who he was ; had moil heartily pitied his fufFeringS|. 
and privately entertained the moft anxious wiihes 
to ferve him, but could not venture to interfere ; the 
leaf! jealoufy, when once awakened, being thece 
always followed up by fummary vengeance. He 
then mentionecT his name; that he was the Ton of 

a Nabob' 
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ar Nabob near Veil ore, whofe dominions had beeja 
wrefted from him by force, and united to the.Car- 
natic ; that his family had received great favours^ 
from Capt. Campbeirs father, in return for which 
he fdlthimfelf bound to do him every fervice in 
his power ; but that, having been, after the mis- 
fortunes which befel'his family, taken into the 
fervice of Hyder, and holding then a place of con- 
fequence under him, he was difquallfied from de. 
monftrating hi« gratitude and efteem in the way he 
tvilhed : he added, lhat he had juft come from the 
fummir of the Ghauts, where he left the Englifli ar- 
ifty pofted, after their having beatthe Circartroops, 
ind carried all the ftrong works which had been 
6refl:ed for the defence of the paffes, and which were 
deemed from their fituation impregnable ; that the 
jemadar, Hy at -Sahib, had gone thither to encourage 
rhe troops, and animate them to one grand effort 
ofrefiftance, and would remain there till the fuc- 
ceeding day. Here he flopped, and feemed mudh 
agitated ; but, recovering himfelf foon, faid, in a 
folemn and alarming manner, " This day I heard- 
Hyat Sahib give orders to bring you before him, in 
didder that \\d might fatiate his revenge by your 
death ! How happy am I jn having an opportunity 
to»^refcue you I I will carry you back with me, 
therefore, to Bidanore, and place you in a ftate of 
i^fecufity with my fainily. 

T3 "Such 
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••5uCH unprecedented generofity,'* fays Capt« 
Campbell, " affefled me fenfibly. To run fuch a 
hazard as he mud have incurred, merely from a 
principle of gratitude for fervices fo remote both ii» 
lime and perfon, was more than we could hope to- 
find even among Engl iflinieiv, who boaft of their fu- 
periorjufticeand generofity ; but in a native of In- 
doflan, where the tide of human feelings runs rathep 
low, was ailonifhing. As well as my limited know- 
ledge of the language of the country enabled me, L 
endeavoured to make him a Suitable acknowledge 
ment, and lamented that my deficiency in the lan« . 
guage prevented my giving vent to the extreme, 
iulljiefs of my heart. He feeraed however, to be 
fatlsfied with my meaning ; and I was juft on the. 
point of returning with him to Hydernagur, whea 
we were fuddenly ftartled by the jemadar's- mufic^ 
which was foon afterwards fucceeded by the appear- 
ance of his guards advancing towards us at fome 
diftance. He feemed confounded and alarmed ; la- 
mented in warm terms, his= incapacity to ferve me;. 
aiid, pointing to a path which wound through a 
•wood that lay on either fide of the road, direfled 
me *to ftrike into it immediately,, facing, that by 
following that route^ I (hould certai^nly fall in witb.. 
the !Briti{h arnry. He then rode away,, and I fol- 
lowed his advice, and proceeded for fome time^ 
tlu*ough the wood without interruption ; for, though 
I did not implicitly believe the ailertioB, that Hyat 

, ', Sdhib 
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Smhibr meant to have cut me off, I deeiAed it pru- 
dent to avail myfelf of the opportunity which of-. 
' {ered to effefl my efcape, apprehending a worfe fate 
than death ,< namely,^ being fent prifoiier to Serine 
gapatanu" 

Fin D I N G- hiinfelf fwrly extricated, Gapt. €amp- 
t»ell began to exarnine his fituation, and to refleff. 
«n the diflferenfc conyerfations- which had pafled be- 
tween Hyat Sahib and him, and on the condu£l of 
the jemadar previous to his, being put in irons. He 
tecolle6ied the-, i^^formation he. had from time to 
|ime received, touching !the jemadar'^g difpofition, 
Pyder's death, Tippoo Sahib'^charafter and ay ow- 
ed hatred of Hyat, and the nature of the inhabi- 
tants. He moreover took into confideration, that 
his own ftrength was impaired, his conftitution un« 
4ermined ; aiid^that his profpefts jn India, in point of 
fame or emolument, could only be promoted by- 
fome extraordinary exertion, or fortie hazardous en* 
terprife. The refultof.the whole was, a determina^ 
tlon on his part to return back to the fort, and ven- 
ture an attempt to perfuade the jemadar tooflPer pro- 
ppfals for an accommodation to General Mathews, 
and to make him the inilrumeat.of the negociation. 

. In purfuance of this determination, he returned ; 

at about fix o'clock in theeveninghe re-entered the 

fgrt, and proceeded to'the palace of the jemadar, 

• - where, 
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where, defiriiig an auditace, fee viras admitted. At 
the very firft fight of the jemadar, he could per- 
ceive in his appearance all the mortification of fal- 
len power* He received our Waveller with a gloo- 
my countenance, in %\hich there was^ more of- 
thoughtful facjnefs than of vindiftive fury. "After a 
minute's filence, however, he faid to him, ** Well, 
Sir! you have heard, I fuppofe, that the Efiglifti 
army are in poffeffion of the Ghauts, and doubtlefsf 
know that the co-floms of this country authorife my 
proceeding. againft you with*th6 utmoft rigour.** 
Hecc he paufed for a- few» ilfomeks ;- then proceed- 
ed thus : ** Neverthelefs, in confidferarioh of y6ur 
family { in .confideration of the regard I have fo? 
a longtime conceived for you » from obferving your 
conduct and ftrift adherence to truth in anfwering 
all my quefiions, and itill more on account of thef 
fufferings which you have fuftained with fortitude, 
I will allow you to efcape : hafte you, then, away 
—fly from this fort direftly — be gone!** Then 
waving his hand as a fignal for him to depart, avert- 
ed his face from him, and looked another way. 

The Captain thought this a very favburkble op^ 
portunity for his intended purpofe, and in treated th'e 
jemadar to hear him while he faid a few words, of 
perhaps more moment to him thart to himfelf. He 
again turned, and, nodding affient, while his eye 
bcfpokeimpatient curiofityj the Captain proceeded.- 

*• And 
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•• And, firft," he fays, ** I expreffed, in The ftrongeft 
terms I wasable*. the high fenCe I entertained of the 
favourable reception I met with when 1 firft pamc 
to the fort ; affuriiig him,, that I fliould never forget 
the kindnefs he (hewed me on that occafion,. and 
that in my confcience 1 imputed all the fufifeirings 
I had undergone wholly to orders which he had 
been obliged to execute, and not to any want of 
humanity in bimfelf- Here I perceived the clouds 
which had overfpread hisv. countenance begin grai- 
dually to difperfe^ and with the greater confidence 
proceeded to fay, that if he would condefcend to 
give me a patient hearing, and not take ray boldneft 
amifs, I would venture to intrude upon, him with 
my advice- At this he Ijtared at me with a look of 
furprife— paufed ; then f^aid, that he authorifed me 
to fpeak whatever I pleafed ; continuing, in a. tone 
of gentle melancholy, ** But of what ufie can your 
advice be to me now ?.** 

" Having thus obtained'hlf permtflion,! began 
by complimenting him on his great talents and teai»* 
per in governing ; on his fidelity, zeal, and attach.* 
ment fo Hyder ; and on the mild and. beneficent ufe 
which he was acknowledged to have made of the 
unbounded power vefted. in him by that gxca^ 
Prince, which was. the more extraordinary, con^ 
fidering how many examples he had to juftify hinf 
ia a coaU'ary pra^lLce* I reminded him. however, 

that 
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that circumftanccs were at prefcnt widely dlfferenr 
from what they then were; that he had now^ got a 
very different fovereign to ferve ; that he had no^ 
longer the tiender father (for fo Hyder might have 
been confidered to him) butTtppoo Sultan, now-the^ 
mafter, once the rival, whofe meafures he had al- 
ways oppofed, agatnft whom he had once laid a 
moft ferious charge, and who, confidering thefirm- 
xicfs of his nature; could not be reafonably fuppofed' 
to have forgiven him ; and I hinted^ that whatever 
external appearance of regard'Tippoo might froth 
the political neceffity of the moment affurae, hh 
temper, and the fpirit of ATiatic policy, were to^- 
weTI kjiown to leav« a doobt remaining, that fo far 
from continuing him (HyatJ in the fame power and- 
authority which he enjoyed during the Hfe of hi* 
father Hyder, he would, on the contrary, proceed 
againft him with rigour and cruelty, 

**Here I perceived the jemadar involuntarily 
Dodding his head in a manner which, thoiigh hot^ 
intended for my obfervatioft, denoted internal 
arffent; and was convinced, that I had exaflly fallen 
in with the current of hrs owri thoughts. Np won- 
der, itidced, they ftould' be his fentiments; for- 
Ihey had long been the fentiments- of all perfons 
vrho had fcnoWn thfe crrqtnnffandes of ^ the Kaboh*s 
family/ 'i ^•- ' ' • r • " \ ' -^ '^' '-' ' '•' 
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• ^*' Having, therefore, gone as faroo that point 
^m& I concciyedto be ncceffary to awaken the mind of 
Hyat to the preca^ioufp«Cs, or rather danger, of his 
fituation with Tippoo, I painted to hitn, in the 
flrongeA colours 1 was mafter of, the' humanity, ' 
tbc fiddity, the bravery and generofity of the £ng- 
lifli, which, 1 laid, were fo univerfaUy acknow-* 
hedged, that even their worll enemies bore tefii- 
mony to them: and I afliired him, that if, inftead^ 
of making an unavailing oppolition to them, he 
would throw hirafdf with confidence upon their » 
proteflion, and become their friend, be would not • 
only be continued in his flat ion, power and autho-- 
.rity, and fupported as heretofore, but made a much 
greater man, with ftill greater fecurity than be. / 
fore. • 

•' This was the general fcope of my arguments 
-with him ; but there were many more wdaich fug^ 
gcfted themselves at the time, tliough I cannot now 
'r<?member them. I enforced them with all the- 
power I had : they were fupported by the acknow- 
ledged charafler for generofuy of the Englifli, and- 
ftill more by Hyat'sapprchenfions of Tippoo ; and ^ 
they had their effe£l. Tljat very night he autho- 
rifed me to go to the Briti^fh general ; and, though 
hiC would not commit himfelf by fending propofals 
in writing, he confented to receive them from the • 
general, and promi&d to wait for icy.ifelumi £ill 

day. 
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day-light the next morning ; adding, that if I dti 
not appear by that time, he would go off with his 
family and treafure to feme other place, and fet the 
t«wn, jpowder-magacine, and itore-houfes on fire* 
leaving a perfbn of diftinguiOiffd character to de« 
fend the citadel or inner fort, which was ftrong, 
\i^ith a -deep ditch, and mounted with many pieces 
of cannon, and fend immediate intelligence to aa 
army of fix thoufand horfe and ten«thoufand infan- 
try, who were at that time on their road from Se- 
ringapatam,to haAen their progrefs, and make them 
advance with all poffible rapidity : and he further 
obferved, that as Tippoo himfelf would come to 
the immediate prote3ion of his country, and^^ if 
once come while the Engliih army remained in the 
open field, would give tliem caufe to repeat their 
temerity, there was no time toie loft. 

- ^ AccoMPANi ED by aperfon who had officiated 
as interpreter between the jemadar and me, and 
whofe good offices and influence with Hyat, 
which were very great, I had been previoufly lucky 
enough to fecure, I fet off at ten o'clock at night, 
on horfeback, to the Britilh army. My compa- 
nion was in high fpixits when we fet Out from the 
fort; bat as we proceeded, he expreffed great ap- 
prehenfion of being (hot on approaching the camp, 
and earnellly entreated me to fleep at a choreltry, 
V^lxich lay in 9ur way, till mornings His terror 

muSL 
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muft have been great, indeed, to induce him to 
make fucb a propofal, as he knew very well that 
we had pledged ourfelves to be back by dawn the 
next day. I rallied him upon his fears, and en- 
deavoured tope^fuadehim there was not the fmall- 
eft danger, as I knew how to anfwer the out-pofts, 
when they fhould challenge us, in fuch a manner 
as to preventHhcir firing. As we advance^ to the 
camp, however, his trepidation increafed; and 
when we approached the fentries, I was obliged to 
drag him along by force. Then his fears "bad very 
nfearly produced the danger he dreaded (the almoft 
invariable efFefl: of cowardice), for the fentry next 
to us, hearing the ruftling noife, let off his piece,; 
and was retreating, when I had the good fortune to 
make him hear me. My companion, alarmed at 
the noife of the mufket, fell down in a paroxyfni 
of terror, from which it was fome time before he 
was completely recovered. The fentry who had 
fired, coming up, conduced us to a place where 
other fentries were pofted, one of whom accompa- 
nied us to a guard, from whence we were brought 
to the grand guard, and by them condufted to the 
General." '

JN OT Icfs pleafcd than furprifed was our travel- 
ler to find, that the commander of this gallant and 
fuccefsful little armji was General Mathews, an 
old friend of his fatber^s, and a perfon with whom 

he 
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he himfelfhad ferved in the cavalry foon after he 
entered the army. When he arrived; the General 
was faft afleep upon the bare ground in achoreltry. 
'His dubafii, wbofe name Was Snake, recolle£led 
Capt^ Campbell immediately, and was almoft as 
much frightened at his appearance at firft, as the 
interpreter was at the (hot of the fentry ; for it was 
full five months fince his hair and beard bad been 
'both ihaved at the fame time, during which period 
a comb had never touched his head. He had ne 
iiat — no fiocLings — was clad in a pair of very 
ragged breeches, a ihirt which was fo full of holes 
that it refemblcd rather a net than a web of cloth, 
and a waiftcoat which had been made for a man 
twice bis fise — while his feet were defended from 
^e fiones only by a pair of Indian flippers. Snake» 
as foon as he was able to conquer his terror, and 
ftop the loquacious effufions of aftonifliment^ 
brought the Captain to the General,' whom they 
awoke with great difficulty; but, on his difcover*- 
ing our traveller, he exprefled great pleafure an4 
furprife ; for, though he bad heard of his imprifon- 
ment at Bidanore, he did not expe£l to have had 
his Company fo foon. 

Having ftated to General Mathews the natitie 

and obje£l of his miflion^ and related to him what 

had happened in the fort, the General inftantly faw 

the great advantages that muft accrue from fuch an 

U2 arrange* 
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_ arrangement — entered into a full difcuffion of the 
bufinefs — fettled with him the plan to be purfued ih 
cither cafe of Hyat Sahib's acceding to or diflenting 
from the terms he propofed to offer ; and in lefs 
than an hour after his arrival, Capt. Campbell was 
difpatched back to the fort in the General's palan- 
quin, with a cowl from him, fignifying that the je- ' 
madar Hyat Sahib's power andTinfluence fliould not 
be'leffened if he would quietly furrender up.thc 
fort. Before his departure, thfe General exprefled, 
in the warmeft terms, his approbation of the Cap- 
tain's conduft ; and added, that confidering the in*- 
portance of the fort, the extcnfive ii^fluence of 
Hyat Sahib, and the advantages that might be de- 
rived from his experience and abilities, cottpled 
with the enfeebled ftate of his army, the benefits <>f 
fuch alreaty fcarcely 'admitted of calculation. 

Notwithstanding the flatter Wig circumftan- 
ces with Which bis prefent purfuit was attended, 
Capt. Campbell conld not help, as he returned to 
Hydernagur, feeling fome uneafy fen fat ions,- arifing 
from the immediate nature of thcbufinefs, and from- 
his knowledge of the faithlefs difpofition of Afia- 
tics, and the little difficulty they find in violating 
an^moral principle, if it happens to clafli with their 
intereft^ or if a breach of it promifes any advantage. 
He confidered that it was by no means impoffible, 
that fome refolution adverfe to his projeS might 

have 
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have been adopted in his abfence, and that the je- 
madar's policjc. might lead him to make his defiruc* 
tion a fort of propitiation for his former offences^ 
and to fend hitti and the cowl together to Tippoa^ 
fo be facrificed to his refentment. Thefe thoughtt 
feem to have made a deep imprei&on on his mind» 
but were again effiiced by the refleflion, that a 
laudable meafur?, once begun, ought to be perfe- 
vered in, and that the accomplifliing a plan of fuch 
importance and incalculable public utility, might 
operate ftill further by example, and produce cqw 
fequences df which it was impoflible at the prefent 
to form a conception. Thefe, arid a variety of fuch 
fttggefiions^ entirely' overcame the fcruples and 
fears of the danger ; and he once rhore entered the 
fort of Hydernagur. At this time the Britifh troops 
were (by detaching a pjirt with Colonel Macleod, 
to get round the fort, and attack it in rear» and by 
death and ficknefs) reduced to lefs tbsi» four hun«^ 
dred £uropeans and feven hundred Sepoys, with-' 
out ordnance. 

Wh EN Capt. Campbell delivered the cowl to the 
jemadar, he read it, and feemed pleafed, but talked 
of four or five days to confider of an anfwer, and 
feemed to be wavering in his mind, and labouring 
under the alternate impulfes of oppofite motives 
and contradiftory paffions. Olir traveller faw 
'that this was a crilis of more importance than 

. ' U 3 any 
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any other of his life— a. crifis in which delay, irrc- 
folution, or yielding to the prcnraftive expedient* 
of Hyat, might be fatal. To prevent, therefore^ the 
efFefis of either treachery or repentance, he toofc 
advantage of the general confuflon and trepidation 
which prevailed in the fort^ — coUefted the ArcQt 
fepoys, who, to the number of four hundred, were 
prifooers at large — potted them at the gales, pow- 
der-magazines, and other critical Situations; aa4» 
having taken thefe and other precautions, went oqt 
to the General, who, according to the plan concert* 
ed between them, had puihed on with the advanced 
guard ; and, condufling him into the fort with 
hardly an attendant, brought bim flraight to the jf- 
madar's prefence while he yet remained in a ib^e 
of indeci(ion and terror. General Mathewa, in his 
firft interview with the jemadar, did every thing to 
re-afiure him, and confirmed with the moil folemn 
afleverations the terms of the cowl*; in confequence 
of which, the latter acceded to the propofitions 
contained in it, and the Britifh colours for the firft 
time waved upon the walls of the chief fort of the 
country of Bijlanore. 

•♦ Having thus contributed to put this impor* 
lant garrifon, with all its treafures, which certainly 
were immenfe, into the hands of the Company, 
without the lofs of a fingle man, or even the flrifc- 
ingof a fingle blow, my exultation,*' fays Capt. 

Camp- 
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Gampbell, " vvas inconceivable; and, much though 
1 wanted money, I can with truth aver, that ava- 
jice had not even for an infiant the leaft (hare in 
my fenfations. 'Tis true, the confcioufnefs of my 
fcrvices alTured me of a reward ; but how that re- 
ward was to accrue to me, never once was the fub* 
je£l of my contemplation — much lefs did I think 
of availing myfelf of the prefent circumftances to 
obtain it. How far my delicacy on the occafioh 
may be cenfgred or approved, I cannot tell ; but if 
I got nothing by it, l have at leaft the confolation 
to reflefl that I ^fcaped calumny, which was with 
a mod unjullifiable and unfparing hand lavifiied on 
, others. The General, it is true, promifed that I 
{houTd remain with him till he made fome arrange* 
ments; and Hyat Sahib offered, on his part, to 
make me, through the General, a handfome pre* 
fent. The General, however, fuddenly became 
dilFatisfied with me ; and I neither got Hyat Sahib's 
prefent, nor ever received even a rupee of the vaft 
fpoil found there." 

Whej} Hydernagur was taken poflellion 'of^ 
Hyat Sahib immediately ilTued orders to the forts of 
Manga] ore, Deokull, Ananpore, and fome others 
in that cpuntry, to furrender to the Kritifli arms; 
Somt obeyed the mandate ; but thofe three refilled, 
and were reduced by General Mathews. Ren- 
dered incautious by fuccefs, however, our army, it 

feemsi 
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feems, became lefs vigilant, and Tippoo afterwards 
fetook Hydernagur. In dire6l breach of the cap»» 
tttlation, he made the garrifon prifoners, treated 
them wi:h a degree of inhumanity which chills the 
blood even to think of, and in the end forced Ge* 
Aeral Mathews to take poifoa in prilbn ! 

Capt. Campbetly who for his fervices, and 
from the friendOiip General Matliewshadfonnerljr 
had for his father, naturally expefied marks of conu 
idence and favour, was fuddenly ordered away 
with difpatch^ from the General to the governs^ ' 
ments of Madras and BengaL 

During his journey, which was through the 
country of Tippoo Sahib, he had only fix fepoys 
to condufi him: yet, fuch was the univerfal panic 
th^t hakl feized all claifcs and diftinflions of peo- 
ple at the progrefs of the Britifh arms In that quar* 
ler, chat be met only a few fcattered fepoys, who 
were fo badly wounded that it is luppofed they were 
unable to travel — the villages throughout being 
completely sd)aiMioned by all their inhabitants. 

^ Th£ fudden change of diet, which phyficians 
&y is dangerous from bad to good, as well as the 
Xeverfe, confpiring with the nortification be felt at 
fc;icifig things going on fo very contrary to what he 
yiiiticAt and.what be had rcafon to expe8, bad a 
.. . moft 
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moft £udderi^nd alarming effc6l upon our traveller's 
conO:itution ; and he wks-fpired on the road With 
the moft excruciating, internal pains, which were 
fucceeded by a violent vomiting of' blood. At 
Jengih, with great difficulty-j he reachcfd Cunda- 
pore, where the commanding officer, and allaboijt 
him, did every thing in their power to afford him 
affiftance arid* comfort ander his miferies, which 
increafed every hour rapidly. He felt (he fays) as 
if* his infide' was utterly decayed, and- all its func- 
tions loft in debility: at the fame time his head 
feemed. deranged. He could fcarcely comprehend 
the meaning of what was faid:^irfting iip his head 
wa$ attended with agonizing pain; and if he had 
any power of thought, it was toconfiderhimfelf as 
approaching faft to difTolution. He had the fenfe, 
however, to fend to General Matthews, to ac- 
quaint him with his indifpofition, and utter inabi- 
lity to proceed witfciiis difpatches. To this he re- 
ceived the following letter : 

■ ' «* Bidanore^ Feb» 3, 1783. 

Dear Campbell, , 

** I AM forry to hear that you have been un- 
well. Should your indifpofuion increafe, or con- 
tinue, fo as to render you unable to purfue your 
journey with the neceffary expedition, I beg that* 
you will forward the letters to Anjengo by a boat, 

with 
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with diref^ions to Mr. Hutchinfoti to fcnrf them 
pcriappy [poft, or cxprcfs] to Palamcotah,. and fe 
im to Madrast 

. •• I (hall hope to hcaf of your recovery, and that 

you'll have gone to fea. 

!• *• Your'a very truly, 

" Richard Mathiws.** 

. Tfi£ reccTpt of this letter induced hiiD,l>ad as he 
was, be fays, to make One other exertion ; and he 
fefolved, though be ihould die on the way, not to 
leaive any thing which, even by tnalicious conflruc- 
lion, could be made a fet-off againft hii ctatms:. He 
iher efore hired an open boakt to carry him along th# 
coafl to Anjengo, and fet out with every pro/pefi 
of having the virulence of his difordcr increafed, by 
being expofed in an uncovered veflel to the damp of 
the night air, and the raging heat of the fun in the 
day, and of being arretted by the hand of death in 
his way. By the time he had got down the coaft as 
far as Mangalore, his complaint increafed to an 
alarming height, and he became fpeechlefs* and 
unable to {land. Fortunately there happened to be 
a Company's veffel then lying at anchor off that 
place,^ the captain of which invited him to remain 
on board with him, ftrenuoufly advifing that he 
ftould give up the thoughts of proceeding immedi- 
ately on his voyage to Ailjengo, which he could 
V s aoi 
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notpoITibly furvive, and to forward the difpatchcs* 
by aiiother hand. The furg^on of the (hip joining" 
the captain in opinion that he could not furvive IF 
he attempted it, and his own judgment coinciding' 
with their's, heat length confented, and remained 
tlifere. 

T»< AN^UILLITY, kind treamenf, and good 
medical afliftance, produced, in the fpace of two 
or three Weeks, fo material a change in his health, 
that he was in a condition to avail himfelf, at the 
expiration of that time, of a (hip bound to Anjen-' 
go, and which offering the additional inducement 
of touching at Tellichcrry, determined him to take 
his paffage in her. When he arrived at Tellicherry, 
and during his ftay there, the great attention (hewii 
him j>y Mr. Freeman^ the chief of that place, re- 
ftored him to a great (hare of health and fpirits ; and 
here a very fingular circumftance occurred. 

ONfixlay a veffel arrived, and perceiving a boat 
coming on (hore from her, Mr. Freeman and Capt. 
Campbell walked down to the beach, to make the' 
ufual inquii^ies — fuch as, where (he came from? 
what news (he brought ? &c. &c. As foon as the 
boat touched the (hore, a gentleman leaped out of 
it, whofe perfon feemed familiar to our traveller: 
upon his near approach, he difcovered that it was 
Mr. Brodey, a gentleman who had been kind 

enough 
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^ough to take upon him the office of his attorneys, 
upon his leaving Incjia fome years before — ** not 
my fUt4)rnty^' fays he, " in the ordinary acceptation 
of that word, but a liberal arid difinterefied friend, 
who obligingly undertook the management of my 
affairs in my abfence, without the fmallefl hope of 
advantage, or rather under circumftancijs which 
fcrved as preludes to further obligations. I was 
certainly pleafed and furprifed to fee hira; but his 
aftonifliment to fee me amounted almoft to a dif- 
truft of his eye-fight : he had received fuch indubi- 
table proofs of my death, that my fudden appear- 
ance on his landing, at the firft rufh of thought, 
imprefled him with the notion of a dcceptio vi/us* 
My identity, however, was too pofitive for refift- 
ance; and his wonder melted down into cordial fa- 
tisfaSion, and congratulations on my fafety. . He 
then took out a pocket account-book, in which, for 
fecurity againft accidents, he kept accounts-cur- 
rent, written in a brief manner, and (hewed me 
mine, fettled almoft to the very day, upon which was 
tranfcribed a copy of a letter he had received, and 
which he thought was a teftimony of my death. So, 
cutting out the account, and prefenting it to me^ he 
exprefled, in the moft cordial and handfome man- 
ner, his joy that it was into my own hands he had at 
lail had an opportunity to deliver it. This gentle- 
man is now in this kingdom,, and too well known 
tp need my panegyric. Suffice it to fay^ that in 

England, 
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England, as well as in India, he has always enjoyed 
the eileem and refpefl of his acquaintance, to as 
great an extent as any other perfon I know." 

Our traveller again embarked to proceed on his 
voyage, and in d;ue time arrived at Anjengo, with* 
oat any accident befalling him* 

^ Leaving Anjengo, he fet out for Madras, de« 
figning to go all the way by land, a journey of near 
eight hundred miles. He accordingly ftruck through 
the kingdom of Travancorc^ whofe fovereign was 
in alliance with the Englifh ; and .had not Ipng 
entered the territories of the Nabob of Arcot, be- 
fore Major Macneal, an old friend of his, and com* 
mandant of a fort of that diftri61, met bim« preced- 
ed by a troop of dancing girls^ who encircled his 
palanquin, dancing around him until he entered 
the Major's houfe. 

It would be difficult to give the reader an ade« 
quate notion of thefe dancing girls. Trained up ^ 
from their infancy in the prafticeof the moft grace- 
ful motions, in the moft artful difplay of per foil al 
fymmetry, and the moft wanton all urenients, they 
dance in fuch a fiyle, and twine their limbs and 
bodies into fuch poftures, as bewitch the fenfes, and 
extort applaiife and admiration, where in ftriftnefs 
difapprobatioa is due : nor is their agility infe- 
X rior 
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rior to the graces of their tnovement8--4h<>ugfa 
they do not exert it in the fame ikipping way that 
our fiage dancers do» but make it fubfervient te 
the elegance, and, indeed, grandeur, of their air. 
They are generaly found in troops of fix or eight, 
attended by muficians, whofc afpeft and drefs arc 
aa uncouth and fqualid, as the founds they produce 
under the name of mufic are inelegant, harfli, and 

• diflbnant. To this mufic, from which meafure as 
mnch as harmony i$ excluded, they dance mofl won- 
derfully, adapting their ftcp to the perpetual change 
of the time, accompanying it with amorous fongs, 
while the correfpondent aftion of their body and 
limbs, the wanton palpitation and heaving of their 
exquifitely formed bofoms, and the amorous, or 
father lafcivious exprelTion of their countenance, 
excite in the fpeftators emotions not very favoura- 
ble to chaftity. Thus they continue to aft, till, by 
the warmth of cxercife and imagination, they be- 
come feemingly frantic i^'iih ecfiacy, and finkii^ 
down motionlefs with fatigue, throw themfelves 

into the moil all'uring attitudes that ingenious vice 
Mtd^voluptuoufnefs can poflibly deviCe. 

That fuch incitements to vice fliould make 9 
part of the fy ftem of any fociety, is to be lamented ; 
yet, at all ceremonies and great occ^fions, whether 
of religious worfhip or dointflic enjoyment, they 
make a part of the entertainment ; and the altar of 

their 
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tfieir gods, and the purity of the marriage rites, are 
alike polluted by the introdu61ion of the dancing 
girls. The impurity of this cuftom, however, va- 
niihes in India, when compared with the hideous 
pra<6lice of introducing dancing boys^ 

The Major, after having entertained Capt* 
Campbell in the.mo& hofpi table manner, accompa-- 
nied him to Palamcotah, whence he continued his 
route through Madura, a country rendered re- 
taarkable by the revolt of the famous Ifif Cawn, 
who made a bold and welI-coadu£led attempt to 
erf eft hirafcif irtio the fovereignty of that province, 
independent of the Nabob of the C^rnatic, in whofe 
fervice hswas*. 

Passihg through Madura, be arrived at Trit- 
ehinopoly, whefre he met Mr. Sullivan, the refi* 
dent of Tanjore, who furniihed him with a letter 
to MnHippefley, his deputy at Tanjore, from whoni 
he received many marks of civility. At that place 
Aur traveller had the pleafure of meeting a gentle- 
man with whom he had been at college, and ioi 
whom he had always entertained a great efieem; 
this was Col. Fu.Ilarton, . who honoured him with 
the care of a letter to Lord Macartney, thert 
governor of Madras, An extraS of which we fhall 
here give, as it applied to our traveller's bufinefs 
particularly. 

X « , ' " Tanjore^ 
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" Tanjore, March zo, lyZS. 
•* My Lord, 
'• I HAD the honour to write to your Lordfliip 
on the 8th by Captain Hallam, who carried from 
lience very large packets to vou. Th« opportunity 
of Captain Campbell tempts me to trouble your 
I-ordihip, merely to inform you, that all my letter* 
from Bidanore afcribe in a great degree the fuc* 
cefs of our arms in that quarter, and the romantic 
revolution effefted there, to the infiuence he had 
wiih Hyat Sahib, and to the prapofals of furrender 
which he fuggefted, and tranfaQed with the general 
and jemadar* . I think it neceiTary that you» .my 
Lord, may know how much the public is indebted 
to Capt.Campbell, whofe good fortune in this aCFair 
has only been equalled by his good conduct. He 
i$ perfe£lly acquainted with the fiate of affairs on 
the other coafi, and has feen and heard much of 
our tranfadions here ; fo that no perfon can give a 
more dear or unbiafled view of events*" 

Before he left Tanjore, he bad an. opportunity 
of being an eye-witnefs to that extraordinary and 
horrid ceremony, the burning of a Gentoo woman 
with the body of her hufband. As this is.a point 
which has occafioned much fpeculation and fomc 
doubt among Europeans, we fliall tranfcribe Capt. 
Campbell's account of the ceremony, as minuted 
down at the time it happened. 

Defcrip'^ 
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BeJirtpHoft of the Ceremony of the Gentoo Women 
burning tkemfdve$ with the Eodici of their Huf> 
hands, 
•• ThiS day , I went to fee a Gentoo 

woman refign herfelf to be burned along with the 

corpfe of her deceafed hufbarid. 

'' The place fixed upon for this tragic fcene, 
was a fmall iileuon the bank of one of the braache« 
of the river Cavery,. about a mile to the northward - 
of the fort of Tanjoxe. 

•' When I came to the fpot, I found the vic- 
tim, who appeared to be not above fixtcen, fitting 
on iTie ground, dreffed in the Gentoo manner, with 
a white cloth wrapped round her, fome white flow- 
ers like jeffamins hanging round her neck, and 
fome of them hanging from licr hair. There were 
about twenty women fitting on their hams round 
her, holding a white handkerchief, extended hori^ 
zbntally over her head, to (hade her from the fun« 
which wasexceifively hot,it being then about noon. 

"At about twenty yards from where fte wai 
fitting, and facing her, there were feveral bramin« 
bufy in conflrufling a pile with billets of fire- wood ; 
the pile was about eight feet long, and four.broad.. 
They firft began by driving fome upright flakes into 
the ground, and then j)uilt up the middle to about 
the height of three feet and a half with billets of 
Wood* 

X 3 "The 
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" The dead hufband, who, from his appearance, 
fecmed to be about fixty years of age, was lying 
clofe by, ilretched out on a bier, made of bamboo 
canes. Four bramins walked in proceffion three 
times round the dead body, firft in a dire8;iQn con* 
trary to the fun, and afterwards other three times 
in a dire6lion with the fun, all the while muttering 
incantations ; and at each round or circuit they 
made, they untwifled, and immediately again twift- 
ed up, the fmall long lock of hair which is left un- 
(haven at the back of their heads. 

** Some other bramins were in the mean time 
employed in fprinkling water out of a green leaf, 
rolled up like a cup, upon a fmall heap of cakes of 
dry cow-dung, with which the pile was afterwards 
to be fet on fire. 

" An old bramin fat at the north-eaft corner of 
the pile upon his hams, with a pair of fpe£lacles on, 
jeading, I fuppofe, the Shatter, or their fcriptures, 
from a book compofed of Cajan leaves. 

* " Having been prefent now nearly an hour, I 
criquired when they meant to fet the pile on fire: 
they anfwercd, in about two hours. As this fpec- 
' iacle was moft melancholy, and naturally ftruck me 
with horror, and as 1 had only gone there to afiure 
myfelf of the truth of /uckjacrifices being ^iHflde^ I 
%vent away towards the fort. After I had gone 

about 
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t about five handr^d yards, tl^cy fcnt fome'one to teJl 

) , me they wpuld burn immediately; on which I rc- 

I turned, and found the woman bad been moved from 

J where fte was fitting to the river, where the bra- 

, mins were bathing her. On taking her out of the 

[ water, they put fome money in her band, which ihe 

, dipped in the river, and divided among the bramins : 

ihe had then a yellow cloth rolled partially round 
her. They put fome red colour, about the fize of a 
fix-pence, on the center of ber forehead, and rub- 
bed fomething that appeared to rae to' be clay. She 
was then led to the pile, round which (he walked 
three times as the fun goes : fhe then mounted it at 
the north-eaft corner, without any affiftance; and 
fat herfelf down on the right fide of her hufband, 
wfio had been previoufly laid upon the pile. She 
tben unfcrewed the pins, which faflened the jewels 
or filver rings on her arms : after flie had taken 
them off, (he (hut them, and fcrewed in the pins 
again, and gave one to each of two wornen who 
were (landing: (he unfcrewed her ear-rings, and 
other toys, with great compofure, and divided them 
among the women who were with he/. There 
feemed to be fome little fquabble about the diftribu- 
tion of ber jewels, which (he fettled with great pre- 
cifion; and then, falling gently backwards; pulled 
a fold of the yellow cloth over her face, turned her 
bread towards her hu(band's fide, and laid her right 
arm over his bread; and in this pofture (he re* 
loained without moving. 

**Jusr 
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•• JtJrr before (he lay A^vrn, thr bfamitrt put 
foflift rice in her lap, and alfe fome into the -mouth 
md on the long grey beard of her hufband : they 
then fprinkied fome water onuhe head, breaft, and 
fieet of both, and tied them gently together round 
the middle with a flender bi% of' rope : they the& 
faifed, as it ^were, a little wall of wood lengthways 
on two fides of the pile, fo as to raife it abov^e the 
level of the bodies ; and then put crofs pieces, fo a^ 
to prevent the billets of wood from preffing on 
them : they then poured on the pile, above where 
the woman lay, a potful of fomething that appeared' 
to me to be oil ; after this they heaped on more 
wood, to the height of about four feet above where 
the bodies were butit in; fo that all I now faw^ was 
a ftack of fire-woocU 

"One of the bramins, i obferved, flood at the 
«nd of the pile next the woman's head-^was calling 
to her through the interftices of the wood, and 
laughed feveral times during the converfation. 
Laftly, they overfpread the pile with wet draw, 
and tied it on with ropes« 

•• A BR AMI N then took a handful of flraw, 
which he fet on fire at the little heap of burnirig 
cakes of cow»dung ; and, ftanding to windward of 
the pile, he let the wind drive the flame from the 
ilraw till it catched the pile. Fortunately, at this 

inftant^ 
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U}(Iat>t, the wind rofe much higher than it had been 
any part of the day ; and in an infiant the flames 
pervaded the whole pile, and it burnt with great 
fury. I liilened a few feconds^ but could pot dif* 
tinguifh any flirieks, which might perhaps be ow- ' 
ing to my being then to windward. In a very few 
minutes the pile became a heap of a(he&* 

** During the whole time of thisprocefs, which 
lafted from firft to lad above two hours before wc 
loft fight of the woman, by her being built up in 
the middle of the pile^ 1 kept my eyes almoft con- 
ilantly upon her ; and I declare to God that I could- 
not perceive, either in her countenance or limbs, 
the leaft trace of either horror, fear, or even hefi- 
tation : her countenance was perfe3Iy compofed 
and placid; and Qie was not, I ampofitive, either 
intoxicated or ftupefied. From fcveral circum- 
ftances, I thought the bramins exulted in this helL- 
ifli facrifice, and did not feem at all difpleafed that 
. Europeans fhould be witneffes of it.'' 

From Tanjore our traveller proceeded toNega- 
patnam, which had been taken from the Dutch by 
the Company's troops, and where Mr. Cochran^ an 
old friendof his, was chief. 

The communication by land between Nega* 
patnam and Madras being interrupted by the ene* 
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iny*8 troop*, he embarked in a veflel,. and procecdii- 
ed thither by fea.- 

••HiTHEJVTo," fays Capt. Campbell, "every 
ftcp of my journey has been marked by occurren— 
ce» fo unexpefted, and accidents fo extraordinary, - 
that I (hould feel fome repugnance to relate them j. 
kftmy veracity (hould be called in queftion, were- 
l«hcy not attcfted. by fo many living perfons of re- 
fpefiaBility, and written documents of authofityv- 
en record." Were- one to confider thorn merely 
at the oflsprinff of fifiion, they would perhaps have 
intereft enough to catch the attention; but, view- 
ing^them as faSs, they borrow, from their nuB^rc 
atttl rapid fiicceffion,^as well as from their fmgula- 
rity, fo much of the complexion of imaginary* ad-- 
vcnturc,. that the combination cannot, we think,. 
fiiil to intereft the minds as well ^s the feelings ofi 
alJ who hear or read thern.^ 

ARRIVED' at Negapatnara, within a QipFt ruft*. 
of Madras, the reader, will naturally fuppofe jhat- 
adventure was at an end, and that fortune, fatigued. 
by the inc e flan t exertion of hef caprice, might have' 
left him to proceed the fcort refidue of his way< 
without further moleflation. It, however, fell out^ 
otherwife : (he had marked him as her game, and 
refolved to worry, hhn to the laft moment ;. for; as . 

they 
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ihey approached Madras, they were chafed by .4 
French frigate, and taken near Jort St. George. 

aTKisappearea to our traveller the greateft mit 

fortune he hadyet met with, and likely to be the 

moil fatal in its confequences. In order to explain 

this, Vfe muft recur to certain circumfiances con* 

'Hefted with the hiftory of the times* 

Monsieur Suffrein, the French Admiral, hav- 
»ing fome tlm^ prior to this a number of BritiCh pri* 
Toners in his poSeflion, whom be found it extremely 
inconvenient to fuppoft, made a propofal for an 
exchange, which, from fome failure in the convey- 
ance, or ambiguity in the terms oi the correfpon* 
-^dence* was negle£led. 

Th £ motives or accidents which gave rife to this 
'^ negleft have never been completely developed ; but 
«t>f the horrid cataftrophe vrhich fucceeded, it it 

hardly po&ble that any one but Monfieur SufiTreixi 
^rhimfelf could have bad a conception* The fa£l is 
.plainly this; the French admiral having no place 

on the coaft where he could fecure his prifoners, 
<and grieving, as he himfelf fubfequently wjote to 

Mr. Haftiflgs, to fee the unhappy men, yfho had 
,bccn fix or feven n\oi«ths at fea, dying of the 

fc^rvy, delivered Over tb^ prifoner* (to the niwziber 

of above thxea hundred] to Hy der. Their fate af- 
terwards 
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norwards was fuch as would harrow up the foul to 
hear related. 

Taking the whole of the circumftances into one 
glance, it may be judged what the Captain's feel- 
ings muft have been on finding himfelf once more a 
prifoner. HyderAlIi, who was, when compared 
with the word defpots of the European world, a 
monfter, muft yet be confidered, when put in com- 
parifon with his fucceffor Tippoo, as mild and 
merciful. Hyder, from policy and hypocrify, 
fliewcd fome lenity to the prifoncrs who fell into 
his hands. Inftances are known where Britifh 
captives have broke through the crowd that fur- 
rounded him into his prefence for proteftion — when 
he has hypocritically feigned anger, threatened the 
perfon$ who had treated them ill, reprobated feve- 
rity, and feht them off fatisfied for the prefent. 
Tippoo, on the contrary, was fo perfeftly favage, 
that cruelty feemed to be, hot only the internal 
Habit of his foul, 'but the guide of all his aftions, 
the moving principle of his policy, the rule of his 
public 'doiidua, and thefourceofhis private grati- 
fications. ' 

From barbarity fo inflexible to thofe taken in 
the^ ordinary chance of 'War, what could Capt. 
Campbell expeft if he again foil into- his hands?— 
He who had been the inllrumcnt of one of his 
- ' ' I , chief 
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jchief governor's defeftion — who had, by hU ncgo- 
-ciations, contributed to deprive him of a province, 
^nd, what perhaps might have had greater weight 
^«with him, robbed him of the gratification of a 
long- harboured j-evengq, by patting, his enemy 
Hyat Sahih utider the proteflion of the Company, 
Diabolical vengeance never perhaps met with a 
fabjeaoffuch fublime enjoyment, as the tortur- 
ing of our traveller would have been to this mon« 
.fter, Coupfle this, then, with the fears of Sui- 
frein's doing by him as he had alr^eady done by the 
other Englilh prifoners — and we may judge what 
his terror and confternation mnft have been at 
t>£allipg into the hands of the French ! 

'Having ftruck their colours to the French fri- 
?gate, the Caj)tain ordered fhem to follow her, and 
•.fleered to the northward/ They obeyed him for 
•ifome time: at length night fell; and, a frefli and, 
favourable breeze fortunately aiding ^the attempt, 
they putabout, ran for Madras, and luckily dropt 
anchor fafely in the roads, ** In the efcapes I had 
hitherto had,*' fays the Captain, ** there was al- 
ways fome difagreeable circumftance to alloy the 
pleafure arifing from them.— In this inllance, my 
•joy was pure and unqualified ; and I looked for- 
ovard with a.reafonable hope that the worft was all 
»over,'i

After fo M^ny hazards arid ' harJfhips as' he 
had undergone, it was a moft pibafing circuHiflaaice 
to Capt. Campbell to find himfelf in a fociety cotti^ 
pofed of his oldeft profeffiotial conncftions, -and 
warmeft and fincereft friends : but this, wats a h^p* 
pinefs he could not long enjoy ; for, being charged 
with a miffion from Hyat Sahib to the Gover- 
nor-general and Supreme Council, he was con- 
ftrained to proceed to Bengal, and accordingly fet 
fail for Calcutta, which he reached in little more 

than 
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ttbEin a weeV, withttut encountering any accident, 
ca- iBfietinga fuigle occurrieiKC worth the relation* 
Upon his arEival there, Sir John Macphcrfon; who 
was i« the Supanemc Gouncil, gavehim a kind iayi- 
lation.tO'Iive.at his boufi3;,^nd prefentod-him toMr, 
Haflincrs, with whom he eateised ixjto.ancgociatipn 
on beha't' of ELyat Sahib, the correfpondence on 
which fubjefl: is-.^ivcnby CapU .Camptt^H at leiT^th 
m .transcripts. of the letters; but th«fe, tfaovigh 
highly hoftouTadle to our traveller, we may perhaps 
omit in thisabridgment without nmcb.dilappoiat-* 
ment to the reader. Su{Ece it to lay, thattjie fuiat 
Eefult was^.ft due encouragismesrt given to the ad* 
vances of Hyat Sahib, and fa^tisfaftion for the fer- 
vioesiheihadirtiind^ed^to theConipany'^ concein^. 

Ca?t. Ciampbell veiy gratefully acknowledget 
Mr. Haft rags *8 jwlh^nef*, and Sir John Macpher-*. 
'' Ton's ktndnef8> and hoipitaUty, during hi& flay U 
Gakut^. 

While he was at the houfe of the latter, h* 
happened, in converfation one day with Mr. Ma- 
cauley. Sir John's fecretary, to be talking over 
fome part of his adventures^ and found to his aft©- 
uifliment, that fhat gentleman had, in his route to 
India, accidentally hired the very fervant whom 
Y 2 " Capt, 
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Capt. Campbell had loft at Triefte by fending him 
for letters to Venice ; and Mr. Macauley aflured 
the Captain, that he had found the manpoITefled of 
all the good qualities he had expeded to meet in 
him : but the poor fellow had died before the Gap« 
tain's arrival at Calcutta. 

As the feafon in which hie wa* to leave Galcutts 
was very unfavourable for a voyage by fea,and the 
coaft thereabout is one of the mod inhofpitable i» 
the world, he fet oif-by land for Madras^ and in hia 
way flopped at Vizagapatnam for a few day^ wkh. 
Mr. Rufle], who wa^* chief of. that place. 

Leaving Vizagapatnam, he* took bis* route 
along the coaft, and arrived at Mafulipatam, where- 
he heard rumours of the unfortunate fate of Gese* 
ral Mathew^. This threw fuch a damp upon hit 
fpirir», that all the hofpitality and^kindnefs of Mr» 
Daniel, the chief, he fays, could fcarcely raife him 
from defpondence ; and on his arrival at Madras^ 
he found the whole amply confirmed. 

As HyatSahib's affair yet remained unfettled, and-' 
Capt. Campbell eonfidered hirafelf in a degree ' 
pledged to obtain him fome fatisfaftion for his fer- 
vices in furrendering the province of Bidanore, ha 
determined to proceed to Bombay, nofewithflanding; 
the difafter of General Mathews, which had en- 
tirely 
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ttrely cruflied all his private profpefl* ia that qua 
4er, aad to co-operate with Hyat Sahib in fuc.h 
roeafures as might yet rem«Vn to tbem for promotr 
ing the public good. Me left Madras, therefore, 
•aad profecuted his JQurney vfitbaut any material 
•interruption until he reached Palamcotah, where 
4he chagrin arifing from his various difappoicit* 
meni^^ co-operating vwith fatigue aad climate, threw 
3>m into a fit of {ickiiefs* which confined him to 
fcis bed for five er {ix weeks- Upon recovering a 
'4iitle,he crawled on tO'Anjengo, where, at the houfe 
jl>f Mr. Hutchinfon, the refident, (who treated him 
•with great kindnefs), he waited for an opportunity 
of' getting to Bombay, and during that time laid in 
a ftock'Of ftrenglh and fpirits : at length a Europe 
ihip touching^ Anjengo on her way tx> Bombay, 
iie obtained a (iaffcige, and proceeded* 

- At Bombay he fonad Hyat Sahib, it having^ been 

^deemed expedient «to fend the jemadar «way frbfli 

vBidanore on tKe approach of Tippoo with liis army. 

And now, as peace was negociating between i^e 

.Englifli and Tippoo, and Capt. Campbeirsrefliain- 

-ing pn the Malabar eoaft could be of little ufe, he 

determined to return to the Garnatic- *^ And here/* 

fays he, ** 1 have an incidem to add to the -many 

.difagreeable occurrences of my life, in 'whici^, 

•with intentions the moft innocent, I was made the 

ifubjeS of obloquy and unmerited fcandal. 

Y3 "Just 
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"Just at the time I was leaving Bombay, a youngs 
lady, tbe daughter of a perfon formerly of high 
rank in India, and now a Member of Parliament; 
but whofe name it would be ufeleis to mention; 
wifhed to return to the Carnatic ; and I, at the 
requcfl of herfelf, and another lady with whom 
(he lived, unguardedly took charge of her during, 
the journey. Before our departure, I reflefled upon 
the difficulties and impropriety of this ftep, and^ 

* communicated my ideas to the ladies, who, inftead- 
of liflening to the obje&ions I flarted, prefled me* 
to fuMil my promife : I confented, purely from 
principles of politenefs- and good^nature. During. 

. tbe courfe of our journey, (he unfolded to me, of . 
•her own accord,. certain a6lsrof cruelty and injufr^ 
tice fhe had fuffered from her father, at the infiiga- 
tion of her mctiicr-in^law^ with> a- ftory of her inno«- 
cence having fallen, and her reputation having*, 
beeh deftroyed, by a relation of the lady under 
whofe charge ike was, and who for that* reafon. had 
prelfedhcE departure with me 'r and added^ fhe was- 
fo difgulled with India, that flie determined to quk^ 
it, and entreated me ti^ aflift her in the accomplifb- 
ment of her wiftiesw Idifapproved,- in the moft 
unqualified terms, of her pjojeft — gave her the heft 
and moft difintereiled advice — and, throu^^h the 
whole difagreeable bufinefs which was impafed uff- 
on me, afted merely with a view to her honour and 
happinefs; and feveral of the moft refpedabiee 

people- 
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People in Palamcotah, where flie palTed fame time, 
^nd at Madras, where (he afterwards refidfed^ could 
^atteft the delicacy of my condtifi towards her, a» 
well as the concern and intereft I took in every 
thing that was likely to be of advantage to her. 

** This is a fair ftatement of the matter ; an4 
"?%yet, on account of it, I was moft infamoufly fcan- 
dalized ; and the fcandal reached even the ears of 
- my father, whom, however,! foon fatisfied on that 
head. But that which flung me to ihe quick wa6 
t'he conduct of fome of my own relations (who, if 
they even could- not jaflify or approve, ought at 
ieaft to have been- filent), in becoming the moft 
virulent of my detraftors — though, when the cha- 
rafter of thofe very relations had on former occa'« 
'fions been, refkfted upon, I ftood up and defended 
them at the imininent hazard of my life.- Such 
condufl: jjppeared to me moft atrocfous ; for, whe- 
ther from aflfeftion, felfifhnefs,: of pride, I always 
ftrenuoufly fupported my relations^ if t heard them 
traduced in- their abfence— ^andy when I was not 
able to juftify their proceedings, at Ieaft fuppreffed 
the convefffation. To a man who had uniformly 
a6led fo, were, there even no reciprocation of farai- 
ly affeftion, mutual juftice demanded different' 
treatment frpin that I experienced, which could 
have fprung only from depravity of heart, poverty 
cf ikntelk£l, and the moft abjeft meannefs of fpirit. 

And 
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' And- what is remarkable on this, as well as on oilier 
occafioBS, thofe who bad been ooder thegreateil 
4ibligation to my father and myfelf* were the moft 
inveieiate. 

••On the death of my father, logking over his pa- 
lters ia theprefence of tbe deputy, fliesiff of Argyll^ 
«8nd three other gentlemen, we met with a lett^er oi% 
the fobjeft from tke young lady's fattier to mins, 
reflefiing in a grofs manner on my chara£ler. I 
dircftly* wrote ^to that gentleman, explaining tfac 
whole affair, and demanding jaAice to be done to 
nay reputation* Upon an ecclarrciffement of the 
matter, ke wrote to me a complete apology, ac* 
know hedging that he had a£led on that occafioii' 
ihrough mifreprefentation, and batl too eafiiy given 
credit to ill-founded reports ; and fayiiig,that as the 
letter in queftion had, by the perufal of the deputy 
iberiffand other gentlemen, io feme meafure bo- 
come amiatter of public notoriety, he ^bought it 
/incumbcftt On iiim to make that apology y.andto«x« 
|>ref» His rinccre regret for any dettrtment i might 
iiave fuftained by hi« yielding xm^p^ixardediy to a&d- 
^en impulfe of paffioai,,Qaafed, as he was then per- 
ie£lly convinced^ by mifiafonnation. 

•• Thus was my chsrailerat once cleared of a 
cahimny \diLch the indafirioos villainy of a few Itad 

con- 
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contrived to propagate throogji every fpot of earths 
where I was knowiv." 

Tms-^ftory may^ferve as an ihftruftiv^leflbn'tO"' 
the reader, to avoid; in the fir ft inftance, any- con- 
neftion with women that in tha very probable 
courfe of things can lead to private afts of confix 
dence ; they are at Beff indifcreet — tend, as in thisN 
cafe, to make a man a dupe — and never fail to leadc 
to fcandal and reproach. Great alfo is the impro* 
priety and bayard of committing our thoughts in- 
cautioufly to paper ; it frequently ending, as ixk 
ibis inftance, in. mortification and regret. 

B'FFORE quitting entirely the Malabar coaft, our 
traveller took a trip to Surat, where he was receiv- 
ed in a very friendly manner by Mr. Seton. 

His journeys By land in Ihdia -after his ftiip- 
wreck,.independentof long voyages by fea,.amount- 
ed, as he aftures us, to more than three thoufand 
miles. After getting Back to Madras, his health. 
Being materially injured, he refolvcd to return to* 
England : but yet, having feen almoftalltHe Com« 
pany's pofleflions, he felt a curiofity to vifit China,, 
and determined to make that his way. To render 
this route more agreeable to him. Lord Macartney, 
in addition to his other favours, gav« him the fol- 
> * lowing;, 
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fewing handfome letter of iatxo<iu£lion to Mr. PU 
gou, the Company's chief fupercai^go at Caaton u

•• This letter will be delivered to you by Capjt<u 
Donald Campbell, of this eftablifliment— a gentl^*^ 
man who has fignalized himfelf on many occaflons^, 
but more particularly by his ability and addref* in- 
accompliibing the furtcnder of the fort of Bidanpr^ 
at which place he had been long a prifoner.

He had alfo a letter ^o Mr. Erecman, another 
fupercargo there ; by whoa?,. ^ well a^ Mr. Pi* 
;gou, he was treated with great politencfs : and 
Mr. freeman being obliged to leave Canton, and 

go. 
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^o to Macao, for the recovery of his health, in- 
•vited our traveller to accompany him there, wh®' 
^ivailed himfelf of the opportunity. 

Whilr he remained at Canton, a very difa-* 
'greeable rupture took place between thefafloryand 
the Chinefe. Aii Englidi fhip lying at Wam.poa, 
in faluiing, fhaf^tered a Chinefe boat; by which 
accident, two rtien in it were much hurt with the 
fplinters, and oUe of them died of his wounds foon 
>after. The matter was clearly explained to the 
mandarins; and they feemed to be fatisfied that 
it was merely an accident. A few days after, the 
fupercargo of the Ihip was forcibly feized, and car- 
ried into the city: the council met, and determined 
to fend for the failors from the fhips; and in the 
evening after dark, fifteen or fixteen boats, with 
four or five hundred men, attempted, in an irregu. 
lar manner, to come up to Canton, were fired 
upon by the Chinefe boats and forts in paffing, and, 
with a few men wounded, were compelled to re- 
treat. Nothing could furpafs the confternation and 
indecifion of the council; and after the moft humi- 
Hating language, they were obliged to appeafe the 
Chinefe, and fettle the affair by giving up the guh- 
ner of the (hip to their refentment. 

On the 29th December 1784, our traveller em- 
barked in the Ponfborne Eaft Indiaman, Captain 

Hani« 
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Hamroet, ih which he had gone from Madras to 
China; and, after a tolerable voyage of five months 
and two days, got on board a fifhing boat off FaU 
mouth, and was put on (hore there, having beeai. 
cxaQly four years andiive days £rom England* .
